Some heathen have cauſleſly complained of nature as a ſtep-mother to man-kind,be- 
cauſe other creatures come into the world clothed with Feathers, furs, or fleeces &c. or 
armed with pawes, clawesybeaks, tusks, horns, hoofs , whileſt man is expoſed naked into 
the world. I ſay a cauſles charge, becauſe providence having given men Hands,and Reaſon 


nently and tranſcendently beſtowed upon him. 

It is very remarkable to ſee the ManufaFures in Exeland, not knowing whether 
more to admire the Rarity or Yariety thereof, Undoubtedly the wealth of a Nation con- 
fiſteth in driving a native commodicy through the moſt hands to the higheſt artificial 
perfetion, whereof we have caken eſpecial cogniſance in the reſpeRive counties, yet {0 
as (though breifly nameing) not largely handling thac ManufaRure whereon we have 
formerly inſiſted, 

It mult not be forgotten that there be ſome things which cannot properly be termed 
Natural commodities, becauſe of their quality altered and _ by mens induftry, 
and yet they atrain not the repucation of ManutaGtures, As (alc, being water boyled, 
malc,barley dryed, Cider, Apples preſſed; ſeeing therefore they have a mixt nature 
they are promiſcuoſly placed as ſuiteth beſt with my owa conveniency.

The Medicinal Herbs. 


Some maintain this Poſition, That every Country cures the diſeaſes, which it cauſes, and | 
bringeth remedzes, for all the maladies bred therein, An opinion which grant nor true, 
yet may have much of Truth therein,ſeeing every Country, and England eſpecially 
affordeth excellent Plants were it not partly for mens lazineſs, that they will not ſeek 
them, partly for their ignerance that they know not when they have found them, and 
partly tor their pride and peewiſhneſſe, becauſe when foxnd, they diſdain to uſe and apply 
them. Indeed quod charam, charums, what is tetch'd farr, and bought dear, that onely 
is eſteemed ; otherwiſe were many Engliſh plants as rare as they are uſeful we would 
hug in our hands, what we now trample under our feer. 

For proot hereot let not the Reader grudge to peruſe theſe words of a grand Herba- 
liſt, ſpeaking of Yirga Aurea, or Golden-rod, growing plentifully, but diſcovered lately 
in Middleſex. | 


Gerard in his Herbal, "pag. 430. 


It is extolled above all other Herbs, for the ſtopping of blood in Sanguinolent Ulcers, and 
bleeding Wounds,and hath in time paſt been had in greater eſtimation and regard then in theſe 
dayes z For in my remembrance I have known the 5 4 Herb which came from beyond the Seas, 
ſoldin Bucklars- bury i» London, for two ſhillings ſix pence the Ounce. But ſince it is found 
in Hamſted weodyewer as it were at theTowns end,no man will give two ſhill nes ſix pence for 
an hunared weight of it, which plainly ſets forth our inconſtancy and ſuddain mutability,eſtee 


We may alſo obſerve that many baſe and barren heaths and hills, which afford rhe; 
leaſt food tor beaſts, yeeld the beſt Phyſick for man, One may- alſo take notice that 
ſuch places that are neareſt to London,Cambridge,0xford, Bath, or where ſome eminent 
Herbaliſt hath his habication, afford us the greater variety of medicinal herbes. Not 
that more have growne bur more are k»owne there abouts, where the native plants' 
are not better, but more happie in their vicinitie to ſuch diſcoverers. And now to be 
always within the reach if not the touch of mine owne calling we may obſerve in Scrip-! 
ture 2h4t Gods Spirit direQs men to the gathering of ſuch S:wples of his owne planting, 
Is there no * balme in Gilead?

E take the Word, as it is of the Common Gender, inclufive of both Sexes, and 
wW extend it onely to Kings with their Wives and Childres. Of the ſecond ſort 
we have but tew, and thoſe onely from the time of King Edward the 

Fourth, who firſt married his $#6je&?, or Native of his Dominions. 

We confine our ſelves to ſuch as were born fince the Conqueſt, otherwiſe we 
ſhould be [allowed up, (hould we Lench out beyond that date into the Sexo» Govern- 
ment, eſpecially into the gu/ph of their Heptarchie, where a Privce coald not be ſeen 
for Princes. But if a Britiſh, or Saxon- King comes under our Pen, we preferre to take 
Cognizance of him in ſome other notion, ( as of Saint, Martyr, Souldier,&c.) ſo to pre- 
ſerve the Topick of Prince ſhip intire according to our deſign, 

We have ſtinted our ſelves onely to the legitimate iſſue of Kings, And after ſuch 
who are properly Princes, we have (as Occaſion is offered) inſerted ſome who in cou-- 
teſie, and equity may be ſo accepted as the Heires ro the Crown, (in the Lancaſtrian 
difference) though not poſleſſed thereot z or elle lo near a Kin thereunto, that much 
ot Hiſtory doth neceſſarily depend upon them. 

We have obſerved theſe Nativitzes of Princes, becauſe ſuch ſignal perſons, are not 
onely oakes amongſt wnder-woods, but land-markes amongſt Oakes, and they direQorie 
for the methodical regulation of Hiſtory. Beſides, in themſelves they are of ſpecial 
remarke, as more or leſs remote from the Crown z not onely their own Honour, but 
the happineſs of thouſands being concerned in their extraRtion, and Duvine Providence 
moſt viſible in marſhalling the order thereof. For although Vaſci a Principibus fortui- 
tum eſt, raay pals for a trne inſtance in Grammar, it is no right Rule in Divinity, which, 
though acknowledging * rich and poor the work of Gods hands, pronounceth Princes to be 
men * of his right haud,made ſtrong for himſclf, that is, purpolely advanced to imploy 
their owa greatneſs to his glory. 

Let none QbjeR chat the Wives of Kings need not to have been inſerted, as Per- 
ſons of no ſuch conſequence in Government ; ſeeing it is the conſtant praftice of the 
Spirit of God, after the mention of a new King in F#dah, torecord the name of his 

other, and her Parentage;z * His Mothers name alſo was Micaiah the davwghter of Utriel 

Gibeah : * His mothers name was Althaliah the davghter of Omri * His mothers name 
was Hamutal the daughter of Jeremiah of Libuah, And Divines generally render this 
reaſon thereof, that it ſuch Kings proved godly and gracious, then the _ their 
mothers ſhould receive juſt praiſe for their good Education z if otherwiſe that they 
mighthbe. blamed for no better principling them in their Infancy.

Now ſach Martyrs as our Land hath proguced, are reducible to three different 


Ranks, | 
1, Britons, ſuffering under Diocleſian , the perſecuting Roman Emperor , as 
| Alban , Amphibalns , &Cc. 
2. Saxons » maſſacred by the Pagan Danes , as King Edmund , Ebba, &c, 
3. Engliſh , murdered by the cruelty of Papiſts , ſince the Year 1400, as 
William Sawtree , Fohn Badby » &c. 

In the two former of theſe we are prevented , and they anticipated from us, by 
the Popes canonizing them under the Title of Saints. Thethird and laſt only re- 
main proper for our pen , martyred by the Romiſh Prelates for above an hundred and 
fifty years together, 

I confeſs I have formerly met with ſome men,, who would not allow them for 
Martyrs , who ſuffered in the Reign of Queen Mary, making them little betrer chen 
Feloxs de ſe , wilfully drawing their blood on themſelves. Moſt of theſe I hope are 
fince convinc'd in their judgement , and have learn'd mare charity in the School of af- 


and now will willingly allow Martyrſhip to thoſe , from whom they wholy with-held , 
(or grudgingly gave) it before. 

We have reckoned up theſe Martyrs according to the places of their Nativity, where 
we could find them , which is my firſt choice , in Contormity to the reſt of this work.

All good Chriſtians are concluded within the Compaſe of Confeſſors in the Large 
acception thereot. * 7th the Mouth Confeſſion is maile unto Salvation : But here we re- 
train this Title ro ſuch , who have adventured jair and far for Martyrdomwe , and at 
laſt , notdeclined it by their own Cowardize , but eſcaped it by Divine Providence. 
Confeſlor is a Name none can wear whom it coſt Nothing, It muſt be purchaſed for rhe 
Maintenance of the Faith , with the Loſle of their Native Land , Liberty', Liwelyhood , 
Limbs , any thing under Life it ſelf, 220 |} 

Yet in this confined ſenſe of Confeſſors, we may ſay with Leah, at the birth of * Gad' 
behold a Troop cometh , Too many to be known , written , read , remenibred, We tre 
forced therefore to reconfine the Word to ſuch , who were Candidates and Probationers, 
| tor Martyrdome in proxima potentia, There was not a ſtride , but , ( to uſe Davids ex- 

preſſion ) * bat a ſtep betwixt them and Death, their Wedding Clothes were made (but 
not put on) for their marriage to the Fire, In a Word they were ſoft Waxe , ready 
chafed and prepared, but the Signature of 2 violent Death was not ffamped upon them. 

Manifold is the uſe of our obſerving theſe Confeſſors, Firſt ro thow that God alone 
hath Parramount power of Life and Death. Preſerving thoſe who by men are * appoin- 
ted to Dye. One whoſe Son lay very Sick , was told by the Phyſecian , Your Son Sir , 
is a dead man , To whom the Father ( not disheartned thereat ) returned , I had rather 
a Phyſician ſhould call him ſo an hundred times, than a Fudge on the Bench , ſhould do it 
once , whoſe Pronouncing him for a Dead man , makes him to be one. But though both a 
Phyſician in Nature , and a Fudge in Law , give men for Gon, The one paſſing the 
Cenſure, the other Sentence of D-ath upon them, GOD , to whom belongeth the Iſſues | 
from Death , may Preſerve them long in the Land of the Living. Hereof theſe Con- 
feſſorsare Eminent Inſtances > and may God theretore have the Glory of their ſo | 
ſtrange Deliverances. W | 

Secondly it ſerveth to comfort Gods ſervants jn their greateſt diſtreſs. Ler hand 
joyne in hand ; let Tyrants piece the Lions cruelty with the Fox his craft; let them face 
their plots with power , and line then with policy all ſhall cake no effect. Gods ſer- 
vants (if he ſeeth it for his glory and their good ) ſhall either be mercifully preſerved 
from , or mightily proteGed in dangers , whereof theſe Confeſlours are a Cloud of 
Witnel|es.

Under the former; he compriſed 
all perſons perſent, eminent in Humane Learningy under the laterzall skillful in Heavenly 
Divinity. | | 

os Philology properly is Terſe and Polite Learning, melior literatura, (married 
long fince by Martianus Capella to Mercury ) being that Florid 5kill, containing onely 
che Roſes of learning, without the prickles thereot, in which narrow ſenſe thorny Phi- 
loſophy is diſcharged as no. part of Philology, Burt we take it ia the layer kotion, as 
inclulive of all human liberal Studies, and prepoſed to Divinity, as the Porch to the 
Palace.

This is either Eccleſsoftical or Civil, Of both theſe, Enzland prefenteth many, 
but generally Moncks before the Reformation, who too mach indulging to Holy Fraud, 
have farced their Books with many feigned miracles, to the prejudice of truch. How- 
ever, herein foreign Hiſtorians have been as guitly. as Engliſh-men of the ſame Age, 


witneſs the complaint of * Mariana the Jeſuir, which one may juſtly wonder how ir 


paſled the Iwdex Expurgatorius.s Qui enim negare poſsit Faſtos Eccleſtaſticos, aliquando 
aaulatione Temporum, aut potius incuria hominum, multis maculis contaminatos, librts alits, 
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quibus preces Eccleſiaſtice rituſqut ſacrorum contineutur, nultas fuiſſe inſperſas confuſa[- 
que fabulas  comm:nta: Addam nonuunquam in Templis reliquias dabias, prophana 
Corpors pro ſanitorum (qui cam Chriſto in celo regnant) exuviis ſacris fwiſſe propoſita,

ſeſs, I could never find the root whence their Bays did grow in England, as to any (o- 
lema inſtitution thereof in our Nation. Indeed, I read of Petrarch, (the pre-coeta- 
nean of our (hacer) that he was crowned with a Laurel, in the * Capitol, by the Se- 
nace of Rome, Anno 1341, 2s ally that Frederic the third Emperour of Germany, gave 
the Laurel co * Copradus Celies, and ſince the Count Palatines of the Empire claime 
the priviledge, ſolemaly to inveſt Poets with the Bays. 

The branches hereof, in all ages have been accounted honourable, ia ſo much that 
King Fames in ſome ſort, wav'd his crown (in the two and twenty: ſhilling -pieces) to 
wear the Laurel in his new :wenty-ſbilling-pieces, Oa the ſame coken, that a wag paſled 
this jeaſt thereon, That Poers being always poor, Bays were rather che embleme of 
wit then wealth, fince King James no ſooner began to wear them, but preſently he 
fell :wo ſhillings in che pound in publique valuation, 

As for our Engliſh Poets, ſome have aſſumed chat ſtyle unco themſelves, as Fohn 
Kay in his Dedication of The Seige of Rhodes to King Edward the fourth, ſubſcribin 
himſelf hi humble Poet Laureat, Others have in complement given the title to cach 
perſons as were eminent in that Facalty, and nothing more uluall then co ſee their 
pictures before their Books, and Statues on their Tombs, ornamented accordingly. 
However, all this is done by civil courteſiey or common cuſtome, no ceremonious crea- 
tion in Court or Univerſity, I write not this, as if I grudged to Poets a whole grove 
.of Laurel, much leſs a ſprig to incircle their heads, bur becauſe I would not have any 
[ſpecious uncruch impoſed on the Readets belief, 

Yet want there not thoſe, who do confidently averr that there is always a Laurear 
Poet in England, and but one ata time, the Laurel importing Conqueſt and Sove- . 
reignty,and fo by conſequence ſolenels in that facalty ; and that there hath been a con- 
ſtanc ſucceſſion of them at Court, who beſide their falary trom the King, were yearly 
to have a tun of win, as very eſſential to the heightning of fancy. This laſt I conceive 
tounded, on what we find given to Geffery Chaucer,

theBrave which railing Rabſheca ſent ro holy Hezekiah proffering him*2000 Horſes 

on Condition that the other were but able ts find Riders for them, Bur it grieves 
me to ſee the A of the former inſult over the religion of this preſent age z 
bragging that ſhe left us tex thouſand Churches and Chappels more or leſſe ready built, 
if we can find but repairers to keep them up : It is in my opinion both diſhonorable to God, 
and (ſcandalous to all good men to ſee tuch houſes daily decay : But there is a genera- 
tion of people who to prevent the verifying of the old proverb, Pater noſter built 
Churches, and our Father plucks them down ; endevour.to tack down both Churches and 
Our Father together, negleRing, yea deſpiſing the uſe both of the one and the other. 
Be it here remembred;thar it is not only equal but juſt,that ſuch as have been Founders 
of Churches or Grand BenefatFors unto them,ſhould have due ReſpeR in preſerving their 
Monuments from Fiolation or Incroachment of others, I urge this the rather, becauſe a- 
buſes have been frequent in this kind, even to thoſe that have deſerved beſt, I can- 
not with patience remember the Story of Hewry Keble Lord Maior of London 1511, who, 
beſides ocher BenefatFtons in his Life time, rebuilded Alder- Mary-Church run to very 
Ruines, and bequeathed at his Death a thouſand pounds for the finiſhing thereof, Yet 
within xt y years after, his Boxes were unkindly yea inhumanely caſt * out of the Yaute 
wherein they were buried, his Monument plucked down for ſome Wealthy Perſon of the 
preſent times, to be buried therein , I could not but on this Occaſion rub up my old 
Poetryz

Free-Schools and Colledges. 


I place Schools before Golledges, becauſe they are izirodudory thereunto, intended for 
the breeding of Children and Touthy as the other for youth and mwevy, And ſecing much 
of Truth 1s contained in our Engliſh Proverb, 7t & as good to be unborn as un- 
bred, (ſuch may in ſome ſort ſeem their Second- Parents, who have provided for their 
Education. | | | 

Theſe Schools are of two kinds. Firſt, thoſe wherein only a Salary is given to the 
School-maſter to teach Children gratzs, and theſe I confeſs are good. Secondly,(uch 
wherein a ſelet number of Scholars have competent maintenance allowed towards 
their Living in the Univerſity , and theſe all will acknowledge are better. Some 
do ſuſpeR a ſurfer in our Land of the multitude of Schools , becauſe the Nurſery is 
bigger then the orchard, the one breeding more Plants then the other can maintain 
Trees, and the Land not affording ſufficient preferment for them, Learning is forced 


&.n0 ſorey and if we muſt not do evil that good may come thereof, we mult not forbear 
doing thar which js good, tor fear of accidental Evils which may arile trom the ſame. 


Bridges. 


. Builders of Bridges (which are high-wates over water) and makers of Cauſed- waies, 
or Cauſways (which are Bridges over dirt) though laſt in order, are notleaſt in benefit 
tothe Commmon- wealth. Such'conveniences ſave the lives of many, eaſe the 1a- 
bour of . moe painful travellers, and may be {aid in ſome ſort to lengthen the day, and 
ſhorten the way to men in their journeys ; yea, Bridges make and keep this our 7- 
ſland a Continent to it felf, How great the care of the ancient Rewars to repair them, 
tor the ſafety of paſſengers, appears by the origination of Portifex, having the in(pe- 
ction oyer bridges, by his primitive inſtitution. 

Indeed the word bridge appexzs not in all Scripture, whereof this the reaſon ; the 
rivers of Paleſtine were either ſo ſhallow, that they were paſſable by foords, as of * Fab- 
buk, * Arnon and * Fordan, before it grew navigable z or elſe ſo deep, that they were 
ferried * over, as Fordan, when neer his fall into the Dead Sea: bur moſt of ours in 
Evgland are of a middle fize ; ſo deep, that they cannot be toorded ; ſo narrow, that 
they need not to be terried over, Hence come our ſo eminent bridges, in ſo much 
that ſuch ſtructures are accounted amongſt our Engliſh * Zxcellencies. 

However Paleſtine was ſubject with England to the ſame inconveniences of bad high- 
waies, and theretore in the Liſt of Charitable Actours reckoned up by the * Prophet, 
he is accounted as a principal, The reſtorer of paths to dwell in ; for indeed ſome waies 
may be ſaid zot-habitable, being ſo deep and dirty that they cut off all intercourſe, the 
Exd general of all mens dwelling together. 

I will conclude this Topick of Bridges with this memorable accident. Mawd 2.to King 
Hepry the firſt being to paſs the River Ley about Stratford, near the falling of the ſaid 
River into the Thames , was almoſt * drowned in riding over it, But this proved 
the bad cauſe of a goodeffetF ; For hereupon ſhe built the Beautiful Bridge there, for the 
benefit of Travellers : and the Village probably from a fair Arch or Bow therein, re- 
ceived {as ſome conceive) the addition of Stratford Bow. Far be it from me to with 
the leaſt ill ro any who willingly would not have their fingers to ake or an hair of their 
heads leſsned, Yet this/I could defire, that ſome Cowetorss churls who otherwiſe will 
not be melted into works of charity, may in their paſſing over Waters be put into Pe- 
ri without Peril, Underſtand me, might be endangered to fright but not burt, that 
others might fare the better for their fears z Such AMiſers being minded thereby to 
make or repair Bridzes for publick Safety and convenience. * | 


Alms-houſes. 


Becauſe we live in an age , wherein men begin to be out of charity with charity it 


lelf ; and there be many covetoxs ( not to lay ſacrilegiows ) people, whole Fingers itch 
to 
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to be Nimming the patrimony of the poor 5 we will here preſent the Cavils of this 
againſt the charity of former ages herein. | 

Cavil. 1. Show us the foundation of ſuch StruQures in Scripture, either in the 0/4 
or New Teſtament, As for the place with five porches , wherein the * impotent poor lay , 
near the Pool of Betheſda , it was of another Nature, Alſmhoules theretore not being 
Fure Divino may lawfully be aboliſhed. | 
Anſwer. The Conſtitution of the Jewiſh was far different from our Engliſh Common- 
wealth, wherein every one originally was a Freeho/der of ſome proportion of land , 
which , though aliened , reverted to the Owner at the year of Fubilee. There needs 
not an expreſs or particular precept tor all our ations, that general one, * He that hath 
pity wpon the Poor lenatth unto the Lord , is bottome broad enough to build more Alms- 
houſes on , than all ages will afford. Beſides this precept , we have the praftice of 
the primitive Chriſtians in the time of the Apoſtles , * parting with the propriety of all 
their eſtate , and well then may we appropriate « part of ours, for the releit of the 


Poor. 
Cavil. 2. The builders of them for the moſt part , have been people formerly 


guilty of oppreſſion , who , having lived like Wolves , turn Lambs on their death- 
ds, and part with their Fleece to people in want, Having ground the faces of the 
poor , they give the Tol/ thereof to build an Almſ-houſe,though coo little to hold half 
the beggars which = have made. | 

H_ The aſperſion cannot be faſtned on many Founders, ſo free from the ſame, 
that malice may ſooner break her own Teeth and Jawes too, then make impreſſion 
on their reputation, But , grant the charge true , in this ſenſe , Beatum eſt fuiſſe 
Bleſſed are they that have bees BAD ;, * Aud ſuch were ſome of you: Let not envious man 


their teftifying thereof by ſuch publique expreſhons. 
Cavil. 3. Such Builders generally have a Pope in their Belly,puffed up with a proud 


opinion to merit by their performances. 

_ Anſwer. When did the Cawilley ſteal the Toxch-ſtone of hearts ? ( for, God, Iam 
ſure would not /end. it him, who ſaith , * My Glory will 1 not give to another ) that he 
is ſo well acquainted with mens thoughts and intentions, Charzty , ſaith the * Apoſtle, 
thinketh no evil > whereas this Caviller thinks little good. We are bound to believe 
the beſt of ſuch Founders,eſpecially of ſuch who lived Since the Reformation,whereby 
the dangerous Error of merit was exploded. 

Cavil. 4. Grant them guiltlefle of Superſiition , they are guilty of Vain-glory. 
Witneſs the building of ſuch houſes commonly by high- way ſides, whenas our Saviour 
ſaith, Let not thy left hand know what thy right hand doth. 

' Anſwer. The ObjeRter ſhall have leave to build his Almſ- houſe, in what private 
place he pleaſe; in the middle of-a Wood , if he ſhall chiok ficting , ( But we know 
who ſaith) Let your Light ſo ſhine before men , that they may ſee your good works , and glo- 
rifie your Father which is in heaven. That they may ſee yours good works , though not as 
fints operis,yet as modus operandi thereby to provoke others to imiration, | 

Cavil, 5. As ſome affirm of Tobacco, that it cauſeth as much Rheume as it bringeth 
eway : Alm{-houſes do breed as many Poor as they relieve, People in ſuch places , 
preſume to be idle , beholding Hoſpitals as their Inheritance , wherein their old age 
ſhall be provided for, 

Anſwer, Whart is good per ſe , ought not to be waved for what is ill per « dens 
This calleth aloud , to the care and integrity of Feoffees intruſted , to be wary in 
their eletions, Beſides , I muſt ſtick ro mine old Maxime It is better that Ter 
Drones be fed then oye Bee be famiſhed. 

Cavil. 6. Such places are generally abuſed againſt the will of the Founders.Statutes 
are negleted. What is ſaid of the Lawsin Poland, that they laſt but three dayes , 
Is astrue of the ſhort lived orders in Almſ-houſes. . Not the moſt indigent,or who have 
been the moſt laborious, but the beſt befriended reap the benefic thereof. 

Anſwer, I could wiſh that Alm(-houſes were the only places, wherein Laws were 
broken. But grant tov much truth in the Ca1l, all will ſay from the beginning it was not 


ſo , and I will hope, Unto the end it ſhall not be ſo, 


repine at that , whereat the bleſled Angels rejoyce , the converſion of finners ,, and 
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Cavil. 7. Hoſpitals generally have the Rzckets, whoſe heads, their Maſters z grow 
over great and rich , whileſt their poor bodies pine away and conſume, 

Anſwer. Surely there is fome other cure for a Ricketiſh body , than to kill it , wiz. 
by opening obſtructions and deriving the Nutriment to all parts of the fame. But , 
enough of this unwelcome Subje& , whereof what is ſpoken, is not to put new Cavils 
into the heads of any, but to pluck old ones out of the hearts of too many, who have 
entertained themi.1t theſe our Anſwers ſeem nor ſatisfafory to any;Know,that as a left 
handed man hath great ods in Fencing , againſt one that is right handed : So in Con- 
troverſies of this kind , Cawillers with their ſniffer inferences trom mens frailties, have 
2 vaſt advantage over thoſe , who are of candid and ingenuous diſpoſitions, Many 
faults muſt be confeſſed in ſuch Foundations , which for the furure may be amen- 
ded. 

But , grant corruptions ſhould continue in ſuch foundations, it is not plea enough 
for their abolition, It the ſentence of condemnation was pronounced on thoſe, who 
ſaw Chriſt naked , and would not * cloth him; how heavy a doome will fall on ſuch 
who found Chriſt clothed , and ſtript him in his poor Members of endowmeats given to 
their maintenance ? 


Here let me recommend ſome choice Charity to bountiful Hearts and plentiful 
Eſtates. 


It were arrant preſumption for any to impriſon freedome it ſelf, and confine ano- 
thers Bounty by his own [| pretended ] Diſcretion, Let the charitably minded do 
what , when, where, how, to whom, and how mach , God and their own goodnefle ſhall 
dire& them. However it will not be atruſte humbly to repreſent unto them the follow- 
ing conſideratiovs: The rather becauſe many well affeted to the publick good have 
lately been diſheartned with the fruſtrations of former Charity, | 

Firſt , for the time : it is beſt to do it whileſt they are living,to prevent all ſaſpicions 
that their intentions ſhould be mifimployed. Sem will not be angry with me for faying 
Cham was a Mocker ot his Father, +P2tey will not be offended if I call Pads a betray- 
er of his Maſter : Honeſt Executors will take no exception if I juſtly bemoan that woo 
many diſhoneſt ones have abuſed the good intents of the Teftarors. How many Legacies 
ſound and whole in themſelves have proved before they were payed , as maitned as 
the Cripples in the Hoſpitalls,to whom they were bequeathed ? Yea as the blinded Syri- 
ans (defiring to go, and beleiving they went to * Damaſcus) were led to theit Enemies, 
and into the midſt of Samaris , fo is it more then ſuſpicious, that many blind and con- 
cealed Legacies , intended for the Temple of God', have been imployed againſt the 
God of the Temple. 

Next for the objects of well doing. Surely a vigilant Charity muſt take the Alarwm 
from the Groans of the Priſoners. |

Captives 1s eminently comprehenſive of all theſe outward as of Charity. Yea this 4&7 
may extend it ſelt toa Spiritual Concernmeet z, to ſave many Souls from Damnaion ; 
ſeeing it may be feared that many diſpairing of Ranſome,may put their Souls in _—

of all Engliſh Captives, in Twnis, Tripols, Algier, Salli, &c, And our Countrymen firſt 
diſcharged » it there were any Surpluſage ranning over, that ic might be diſpoſed for 
the ranſoming of Chriſtians of what Country ſoever. This were a Heroick-Adt indeed, 
whereby Chriſtians endevour tobe like Chriſt himſelf , who was the Grand Redeem: |

Oh , that I might be bur inſtrumental ( in the leaſt degree) ro advance their En- 
largement z I ſhould behold it as an advancement to my ſelf. Two Reaſons make me 
the more importunate therein z One, becauſe the __ had a Company of Fryers 
in Exzgland, of the order of the Holy Trinity, De Redimendis Captivis z which being 
now extinR , I humbly conceive that we are bound in Conſcience , as to quench the 
Superſticion,ſo to continue the Charity of ſo good a deſign. Secondly, becauſe whilſt 
other Beggars can tell their own Tale , we muſt plead for them who cannot plead for 
themſelves z There being ſo great a Gulf of diſtance betwixt us and them ; And God 
grant , That we may never paſle over to theirs, but they return to our Condition, 

- Objedtion, 1. It maketh Marriners Cowards , who preſuming on good mens charity, 
that they ſhall be ranſomed , do not fight it out yaliantly againſt the Turks , as they 
ought and might , bur ſurrender themſelves on ſuch expeRarions, 

Anſwer. 1 ſee not but the ſame Objection lies with equal force againſt the Redeem- 
ing of Souldiers taken in land Fights , by what Foe ſvever, by exchange , or other- 
wiſe, Secondly, accidentall and finiſter miſcarriages, ought not to diſcouthge any fin- 
cere intention. Laſtly, let thoſe, who have given the beſt teſtimonies of their Va- 
Jour , be firk redeemed , and ler them lye longer , to ſuffer bad uſage , till the fee- 
lbp thereof, ſhall convert chem into more valour , if ( after their Liberty procured ) 

ing again on the ſame occaſion, 
Objection, >, The late Long Parliament made an Af, ſince (after ſome intermiſſion) 
renewed, charging a Taxe on Merchants Goods ( known by the name of Ateter Durie ) 
for the Redemption of Captives in Turkey. 

Anſwer. The bleſſing of God light on the hearts of thoſe ( if living ) who firſt 
moved , and fince revived it , as I doubr not but choſe departed this life z have found 
their Reward. 1I could heartily wiſh,that yearly a Caralogue were printed of the names 
of ſuch priſoners thereby redeemed, not knowing whether it would be more honourable 
for , or Satisfactory to this Natios, But feeing ſuch proviſions fall ſhort of doing the 
Work , and cannot ſtrike home to break off the Ferrers of all Priſoners, It will not be 
amiſs to implore the auxiliary Charity of others. 

Next I deſire them to reflet upon aged ſequeftred Miniffers z whom with their 
charge , the ( generally ill paid ) ffth part will not maintain , ſay not it will be in- 
terpreted an affront to the S3ure'ro Releive them, which ic hath adjudged Offenders, It 
the beft of beings ſhould obſerverhis Rule, all the World would be ſtarved. Secondly, 


fone of them, abareing only thac their Conſcience inclined them to the Royal Cauſe, 
were otherwiſe unblameable both in Life and DoRrine, Thirdly , the better Divines 
they were , the worſe they are able to ſhift for themſelves, having formerly no excur- 
ſion into ſecular affairs , ſo that applying themſelves only to, and now debarrzd the 
exerciſe of the Miniſtry, they are left in a ſad condition, Laſtly, allow them faulty, 
yet quid teneri infantes * &c. Itis pity their Wives and Children ſhould be ruined for 
their offence , but enough hereof , ſeeing in motions of this Nature, a word is enough 
to the wiſe , and half a word too much tor others. 

Laſtly, Irecommend unto their Charity,ſuch Servants who have nothing are what 
they have gained by their induſtry , and have lived ſevex years and upwards , with 
the ſame Maſter, I mean not Appremtices , but ſuch Covenant Servants, which are 
bound to their Maſters (their year being ended) with no other Indencures then their 
own diſcretion, and are ſenſible that they muſt run a hazard, and may looſe with their 
alteration, Eſpecially ſuch Females , who prefer a good Maſter in certain, before a

| . Change. Whereupon when taking leave of his Miſtreſle, he proferred to ſalute her 
ſpare your Complements ( ſaid ſhe unto him ) for probably 7 ſhall ſbortly ſee you again, but let 
| me , 1 pray you , ſalute your Servant , whom 1 ſhall never behold any more. 
f However though ſometimes the tault may be in the Maſters, or Miſtreſles , yet 
| generally Servants are to be blamed in our Age; ſhifting their places ſo often wichour 
| cauſe. The truth is , the Age that makes good Soldiers , marrs good Servants , cancel- 
[ling their obedience, and allowing them too much Liberty. What Nabal applied falſe-

| gilem con(ulem | 148 from his Maſter ) was never more true then now. Yea, what Tully ſaid of the 
91 in conſulatu | Roman * Conſull ( choſe in the morning and pur out betore night ) ſome Servants have 

| [1 0:n9% | been ſo vigilant, they never flept in their Maſters houſes , ſo ſhort their ſtay, ſo ſoon 

{their Departure. 

The Fickleneſle and Fugitiveneſle of ſuch Servants, juſtly addeth a valuation to their 


Conſtancy, who are Standards in a Family,and know when they have met with a good 
Maſter, as it appears , their Maſters know when they have met with a good Servant. 
. Ic is pity but ſuch Properties of 4 Houſhold ſhould be incouraged , and Bounty beſtowed 
- {upon them , may be an occalion to tixe other Servants to ſtay the longer in their pla- 
ces, tothe general good of our Nation. 
| Idefire theſe my Suggeſtions ſhould be as inoffenlively takenzas they are innocent- 
ly tendred.$ I know there was inthe water of * Betheſaa after the Angell had troubled 
it, a medicinal power. I know alſo that ſuch impotent folk as lay in the five porches 
were the proper Subjects to be cured: But alas ! they wanted one at the critical inſtant, 
to bring their wounds and the Cure together , and to put them ſeaſonably. into the 
water, Iam as confident that there be hundreds in Exgland , really willing and able 
| to Releive , as that there are Thouſands that do deſire , and in ſome ſort delerve their 
| charity. But there wanteth one in the preper junRure of time, to preſent ſuch poor 
| objes, to their liberality , and if theſe my weak endevours may be in any de- 
gree :nſtrumentall to promote the ſame , it will be a great comfort unto me. 
I will conclude this Subje&# with a motive to Charity , out of the Road of , beſides ,

Arms are alſo uſeful in peace , to diſtinguiſh one man from another, They be termed 
{ Nomina wviſibilia , wiſble names. For, as a name notifieth a man to the Ear, ſo his Arms 
doſignifie him to the-Eye, though dead many years fince; fo fignal the ſervice of Arms 
on Tombs, to preſerve the memory of the deceaſed. 

Arms anciently were either aſſumed or aſſigned, For at firſt men rook what Arms 
they pleaſed , direRed by their own' fancy. A Cultome ſtill continuing in the Low- 
Conntryes , where the Burgers chuſe their own Arms with as great confidence as Tradeſ- 
men make their mark , or Innkeepers ſet up their Signs in England. Aſſigned Arms were 
ſuch as Pfinces, or their Officers under them appointed ro particular perſons, in re- 
ward of their Service. And , whereas Aſſwmed Arms were but perſonal , theſe gene- 
rally were Hereditary and deſcended to their Families, 

Itis the rule general in Arms, that the plainer the ancienter , and ſo conſequently 
more honourable. Arma primo nuda ſine ornats. And when a memorable Gentleman 
( underſtand me ſuch an one, rhe beginning of whoſe Gentry might eafily be remem- 
bred ) was mocking at the plain Coat of an ancient Eſquire , the Eſquire returned , 
I muſt be fain to wear the Coat , which my great-great-grana-father left me , but had 1 had 
the happineſs to have bought one, as you &, it ſhould have been guarded after the neweſt fa- 
ſhiow.

| _ I» Concealmemt intime of Civil Wars, A Name isa kind of Face, whereby 
one is known ; Wherefore taking a falſe name is 2 Yizard whereby men diſguiſe them- 
felves , and that lawfully enough , when not fradulently done to deceive others , but 
diſcreetly in danger , to ſecure themſelv2s: Thus during the Conteſt *'ewixe York and 
Lancaſter , Carington in Warwick-ſhire took the name of Smith, La Blunt the Name of 
Croke in Buckingham: ſhire , with many others. 

2, For Advancement when adopred into an eſtate , as Newport the Name of Hatton, 
in Northampton-ſhire ; Throckmorton the Name of Carew at Beddington in Surrey, as long 


before Weſtcoat the Name of Littleton in Stafford-ſhire. 


H Aving dealt {o largely in Sirnames , it is neceſſary to obſerve , that Sirnames of 
| 


becauſe Time teacheth New orthography , altering , ſpelling , as well as ſpeaking. Se- 
condly the beſt Gentlemen anciently were not the beſt Scholars, and ( minding matters 
of more moment ) were ſome what too incurious in their Names. Beſides , Writers 
 ingroſſing Deeds , were not over critical in ſpelling of Names , knowing well where the 
perion appeared the ſame , the Simplicity of chat age , would not fall out about X47/- 
nomer. 

| Laſtly, Ancient Families have been often removed into ſeveral Counties , where 
ſeveral Writings follow the ſeveral pronunciations, What Scholar knoweth not , 
that z-vs their Greek Name for Fupiter , is by their ſeven Diales, written ten ſeveral 
wayes and (though not ſo many Dzalects in England ) there is areal difference berwixt 
our Southern , Weſtern , and Northern Pronunciations. 

Hence it is that the ſame Name hath been ſo often diſguiſed unto the Staggering of 


many , who have miſtook them for different.

As little 
do we intend to touch on thoſe ſmall Tracts of Ground , the Coxnty of Poole and the 
like , being bur the extended Limits and Liberties of ſome Incorporations, 
We add Shires or Counties , uting the words promiſcuouſly as the ſame in ſenſe, I 
contels , I have heard ſome Criticks making this diſtin&tion betwixt them , that ſuch 
are Shires which take their Denomination from ſome principal Town , as Cambridge- 
ſhire , Oxford- ſhire, &c, Whileſt the reſt nor wearing the Name of any Town , are 
to be reputed Counties , as Norfolk , Saffolk , &c. But we need not go into Wales to | 
confute their Curiolity ( where we meet Merioneth- ſhire , and Glamorgan: ſhire » but no

But, under favour | humbly conceive , that though Bark ſhire never had any Tirtular , 
Honourary or Hereditary Earl , till the year 1620, ( when Francis Lord Norrs was 
created firſt Earl thereot ) yet had it in the Saxons time ( when ic was firſt modelled 
into a Shire ) an Of ficiary Count, whoſe Deputy was termed Yice- comes as unto this day. 


Why the Worthies in this Work, are digeſted County-ways. 


Firſt , this Method of Marſhalling them is new , and therefore I hope nevertheleſle 
acceptable. Secondly, it is as informative to our judgements, to order them by Coun- 
ries according to their place, as by Centuries { ſootr done before ) according to the 
time ; ſeeing WHERE 1s as eſſential as WHEN to a mans being, Yea both in ſome ſort 
"may be ſaid to be jure diwvino,underſtand ic ordered by Gods immediatetprovidence,and 
theretore are coupled together by the Apoſtle , As 17.26, And hatn determined the 
times before appointed , and the bounds of their habitation. It of their habitation in ge- 
neral , then more eſpecially of the moſt important place of their Nativity. 

The Spirit of God in Scripture raketh fignal notice hereof , * The Lord ſhall count 
when he writes up the people , That this man was born there, * =_ was of Bethſaida, the 
City of Andrew and Peter ;, and all know how St. Paul got his beſt Liberty , where he 
ſaw the firſt light i# Tarſus 4 City of Cilicie, 

When Auguſtus Ce[ar iſſued out a decree to taxe the whole World, it was ordered 
therein , that * every own ſbould go into his own City , as the moſt compendious way to 

eveht contuſion , and effetually to advance the buſinefle. I find the ſame to ex- 
pedite this work , by methodizing the Worthzes therein according to the reſpeCtive pla- 
ces of their Nativities. If ſome conceive it a pleaſant ſight in the City of Londos , 
to behold the Natives of the ſeveral Shires , atcer the hearing of a Sermon , paſle in 
a decent equipage to ſome Hall , there to dine together tor the continuance and in- 
creaſe of Love and Amity amongſt them : Surely this Spectacle will not ſeen unplea- 
ſant ro ingenuous Eyes y to ſee the Heroes of every particular County , modelled in a 
body together , and marching under the Banners of their ſeveral Eminencies. 

Here may you behold how each County is 1»nated with a particular Genizs, inclining 
the Natives thereof to be dexterous , ſome in one protefſion , ſome in another ; one 
carrying away the credit tor Souldters, another for Seamer, another for Lawyers , ano- 
ther for Divines, 8c. as I could eafily inſtance , bur that I will not foreſtall the Rea- 
ders Obſervation; ſeeing ſome love not a Roſe of anothers gathering , bur delight to 
pluck it themſelves. 

Here alſo one may ſee , how the ſame County was not always equally fruictul in the 
—_— of worthy perſons z but , as Trees are obſerved to have their bearing and 

arren years: So Shires have their riſe and fall in affording famous perſons , one age 
_ more fertile then another , as by annexing the dates to their ſeveral Worthies 
will appear. 

Ina word , my ſerious defire is, to ſet a noble emulation between the ſeveral Coun- 
ties, which ſhould acquit themſelves moſt eminent in their memorable off ſpring. Nor 
let a ſmaller Shire be diſheartned herein , to conteſt with another larger in extent, and 
and more populous in perſons, ſeeing Yiri do not always hold out in proportion to Ho- 
ines.

T was faſhionable for the Clergy ( eſpecially if Regulars, Monks, and Friers ) to 
have their Surnames ( for Syr-names they were not ) or upper-names, becauſe ſu-

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peraaded to thoſe givenat the Font , from the places of their Nativity, and there- 
fore they are as good evidence to prove where they were born , as if we had the de-

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poſition of the Midwife , and all the Goſſips preſent at their Mothers labours. Hence 
it is that in ſuch cates we {eldome charge our Margin with other Authors, their Sirname 
being Author enough , to avow their b:rths therein, 

Some impute this cuſtome to the pride of the Clergy , whole extraftion generally 

was ſo obſcure , that they did inaryuriur ris waliges , were aſhamed of their Parentage. An 
uncharitable opinion, to fixe ſo foul a fault on ſo holy a funRion ; and moſt falie, ma-

And here I cannot but bemoan the jize z«7we, that great Gnlph, or broad blank left in 
our Regiſters,during our Civil Wars,after the laying atide of B:ſbops,8 before the Re- 
ſicution of his moſtSacred Majeſty, Yea, hereafter this ſad Vacuum is like to prove 
fo thick, (like the Agyptian Darkneſs) chat ir will be ſenſible in ouc Engliſh Hiſtories, 

I dare maintain that the Wars betwixt York and Zancaſter, (laſting by intermiſſion 
ſome ſixty years) were not ſo diſtruſtive to Church-records, as our Modern Wars in 
fix years. For during the former, their differences agreed in the ſame Religion, im- 
preſſing them with reverence of all Sacred Muniments, whilſt our Civil Wars founded 
in FatFion, and variety of pretended Religions, expoſed all naked Church Records, a prey 
to their Armed violence, | 

Let me adde, that it conduced much to the exaneſs of Fewiſh Genealogies, that 
their children were ſolemnly G:rcumciſed and Named on the E:2ht-day. On the con- 
trary, the omitting the baptizing of Infants, till they be adult, (which cauſeth, that 
though the weekly 6:rth exceed the burials, the barials exceed the chriſtenings in Lou- 
don,) will perplex thoſe who in the next age ſhall write the nativities of ſuch perſons. 
Say not it matters not though their »ativities be utterly forgotten. For though their 
fathers were faFious Phanaticks, the ſons (by Gods grace) may prove ſober Chriſtians 
and eminent in their generations. 

The laſt Port to which I traffiqued for intelligence, towards our inſuing Work, was 
by making my addrefles by letters and otherwiſe, to the zeareſt Relations of thoſe 
whoſe Lites I have written.

We begin with the Britains the Aborigines,or Native Inhabitants of the South 

of this 7//and, but long fince expelled by the Saxons into the Weſt thereof 3 Nove then 
remaining iny ſome ſince returning into our Land, of whom hereatter, 
We confeſs the Romans Conquered our Country, planted Colonies, and kept Garri- 
ſons therein, bur their deſcendants are not by any character diſcernable from the Zririſh. 
Indeed, it any be found able to ſpeak LZatine naturally, without learning it, we may 
ſafely conclude him of Rowan Extraction, Mean time, ir is rather a pretty conceit, then 
a ſolid notion of that great * Antiquary, who from the alluſion of the name colleReth 
the noble family of the Cecils (more truly Sytſ;lts) deſcended from the Ceciliz a Sena- 
torian Family in Rome. 

The Saxops ſucceed, whole of- ſpring at this day are the main bulk and body of the 
Eneliſh (though not Gentry) Natton, I may call them the whole cleath thereot, though 
it be garded here and there , with ſome great ones, of foreign Extrattion. Theſe

Saxons though pititully depreſſed by the Conquerour, by Gods goodneſs, King Henry 
the firſt favour, their own patzence and diligence, put together the plankes of their 
Shiprack'd Eſtates, and aterwards recovered a competent condition.

he urgeth this as an argument (which much prevaileth with me) why thoſe Surnames

becam? the only viſible Gentry in this Nation, and ſtill continue more then a Mozty there- | 
of; ſeveral Cataloznes of their Names I have lo largely exemplityed in myChurch-hiſtory, 
thar ſome have taxed. me for tedioulnels therein, and I will not adde an zew obſtinacy 
to my old error, 
But beſides theſe, we have ſome Surnames of good Families in England, now 
extant, which though French, are not by any diligence to be recovered in the liſts of 
ſuch as came over with the Conquerour, and therefore we ſuppoſe them to havere- 
mained of thoſe Gentlemen and others, which trom Hexault attended Queen 1/abel, 
wite unto King Edward the ſecond. Ot this fort was Denreux, Mollineux, Darcy, 
Coniers, Longchamp, Henage Savage, Danvers, with many more. 

Of the Br: or Welſh, (after their expulſion hence by the Saxons ) ſome ſignal 
perſons have returned again, and by the -_ 4 Grant, Matches, Purchaſes, &c. have 
tixed themſelves in fair poſleſſions in En2land, eſpecially tince the beginning ct the 
reign of their Country-many King Henry the ſeventh, rewarding the. valour ot many, 
contributing to his Vitory in the battle of Boſworth. Of the Welſh, now re-eſtated 
in England, and often Sheriffs therein, ſome retain their old Suryamesy as the Griffins 
in Northamptonſhire, the Griffiths and Yaughans in Yorkſhire 5 ſome have aſſumed New 
onesy as the Caradocks, now known by the new Name of * the Newtons in Somerſet* «6,4, n.:

Many Scotch (long before the Union of the two Kingdomes under King Fames) | ** + l 
ſeated themſelves in this Land, flying hither for ſuccour from their Ciwil Wars, and 
ſurely it was againſt their mind, it they all went back again : Diſtreſs at Sea hath 
driven others in, as the Stewards High-ſberiffs in Cambridgeſhire, As other accidents 
have occaſioned the coming in of the Scrimpſhires an hundred years ſince High ſheriffs 
in Staffordſhire, more lately the N«ppers in Bedfordſhire, and betore both, the Scors of 
Scots- hall in Kent. 

I much admire that never an eminent 7riſh native grew in England to any greatneſs, 
ſo many Ezgliſh having proſpered in that Country. Bur it ſeems, we love to live 
there, where we may Command , and they care not to come where they mult 
Obey. 

Our great diftance from 7taly, always in Poſition, and fince the Reformation in Reli- 
gion, hath cauſed that few or none of that Nation, have (o incorporated with the Engliſh, 
as to have found iFamilies therein. Yet have we a ſprinkling of 7talian Proteſtants, 
Caſtilian a valiant Gentleman, of Berkſhire, The Baſſances excellenc Painters and 
Muſicians, in Eſſex, which came over into En2land under King Henry the eight, and 
ſince in the raign of Queen Elizabeth, Sir Horatio Palavicine, (Receiver of the Popes 
Revenues) landed in Cambridgeſhire, and the Ceſars (alzas Dalmarii) ſtill louriſhing 
in Hartfordſbire, in Worlhiptul Eſtates,though I never find any of theſe performing the 
office of Sheriff. 

The Hzgh- Datch of the Hans Towns, antiently much converſed in our Land,(known 
by the rame of Zaſterlings) invited hither by the large priviledges our Kings con- 
ferred upon them, ſo that the Steel-yard proved the Gold-yard unto them. Bur theſe 
Merchants moved round in their own Sphere, matching amongſt themſelves, without 
mingling with our Nation, Oanely we may preſume, that the Eafterlines, (corruptly 
called Stradlings) formerly Sheriffs in Wiltſhire, and ſtill famous in Glamorgan(bire, 
with the Weſtphalings , lately Sheriffs of Oxfordſhire z were originally ot German 
Extraction, © | 

The Low Conntry-men frighted by Duke D' 4lvas Tyranny, flocked hither under 
King Zdward the fixth, fixing themſelves in London, Norwich, Canterbury, and Sand- 
wich, But theſe confined themſelves to their own Church diſcipline, and for ought 
I can find, advanced not forward by eminent Matches into our Nation. Yet I behold | 
the worthy Family of De la Fountain in Leceſterſhire, as of Belgian Original, and have 
read how the anceſtours of Sir Simon D's in Suffolk, came hither under King Henry 
the eight, from the Dunaſti or D' us in Gelderland. 

As for the Spaniards, though their King Philip matched with our Queen Mary, but 
few of any Eminence now extant ( if I well remember) derive their Pedigrees 


from them, This I impute to the ſhortneſs of their Reign, and the eDluing| 
| K 2 change 
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change of Religions. Probable it is, we might have had more Natives of that King- 
' dome to have ſerled and flouriſhed in our Nation, had he obtained a marriage 
' with Queen Elizabeth, (of Bleſſed Memory) which ſome relate he much endea- 
; Voured. 

As for Portugal few of that Nation have as yet fixed their habitations, and ad- 
vanced Families to any viſible height in our Land, But it may pleaſe God, here- 
/after we may have a happy occaſion, to invite ſome of that Nation to reſide, and raiſe 
Families in England, Mean time the May's (who have been Sheriffs in Suſſex) are all 
whom I can call ro mind of the. Portugal Race, and they not without a Mixture of 
Fewiſh Extrattion. 

; Come we now to the ſecond Diviſion of our Gentry, according to the Profeſiions 
whereby they have been advanced. And here to prevent #njuſt miſpriſion, be it pre- 
miſed, that ſuch profeſſions Found moſt of them gentlemen, - being the (though per- 
chance Townger ) Sons of wealthy Fathers, able to 9s them liberal education. They 
| were lighted before as to their Gentz{:ty, but now let up in a higher Candleſtick, by ſuch 
calefion which made a viſible and conſpicuous acceſſion of Wealth and Dignity, 
| almoſt to the ecclipſing their former condition. Thus all behold 7frs, increaſed in name 
and water, after its conjunttion with Thame at Dorcheſter, whilſt tew take notice of the 

ft Fountain thereot, many miles more Weſtward in Glouceſterſhire. 

The Study of the Common-law, hath advanced moſt antient extant Families in our 
Land. It ſeems they purchaſed good Titles, made ſure Serlements, and entailed Thrift

The City hath produced more then the Law in number, and ſome as broad in Wealth, 
but not ſo high in Honour, nor long laſting in time, who like Land: floods, ſoon come, 
and ſoon gone, have been dried up before the third Generation. 

Yet many of theſe have continued in a certain channel, and carried a Conſtant 
ſtream, as will plainly appear in the ſequel of our Worthies, 


The Church before the Reformation, advanced many Families. For though Biſhops 
might nor marry, they preterred their Brothers Sons to great Eſtates. As the Kemps 
in Kent, Peckhams in Suſſex, Wickham in Hampſhire, Meltons in Yorkftnre, 

Since the'Retormation, ſome have raiſed Families ro a Knightly and Worſhipfal 

Eſtate, Hutton, Filſon, Dove, Neil, &&c, But for Sheriffs, I take notice of Sanays in 
worceſter and Cambridgeſhire, Weſtphaling in Herefordſhire, Elmar in Suffolk, Rud in Car- 
marthenſhire, &c. | 
| Sure am, there was a generation of People of the laſt Age, which thought they 
would level all Clergy-men , or any deſcendants from them , with the ground, 
Yea, had not Gods arme been ſtretched out in their preſervation , they had 
become a prey to their enemies violence, and what they had deſigned to them- 
_— F, and in ſome manner effected) had ere this been time perfeftly com- 
pleated. 

As tor the inferiour Clergy, it is well it their narrow maintenance will enable them

tage. However fince the Reformation there are ſome Worſhipful Families which 
have beea raiſed by the Stady in this Faculty, 
Yer 
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Yet have our wars (which perhaps might have beea advocated for in Turks and; 
Pagans, Who bid defiance to all humanity, bur utterly miſ-beleeming Chriſtians) 
been a main caule at the moulting of many Eminent and Worthy perſons of this 
Profeſſion, Nor could ic be expected that the Proteflors of humane laws ſhould 
have been allowed favour, during our unnatural Diflentions, (the promoters thereof 
having a conſtant pique at whatever bore but the reſemblance of Order and Civili- 
ty) when the true diſpenſers of Gods Laws, yea the Law of God, yea God himſelf, 
was vilified and contemned. 

The beſt is, that as Divine Providence hath in his mercy been pleaſed to | 
reſtore our Soveraign, ſo with him we have received both our ancient Lays | 
and Liberties. And now it begins to be! fair weather again, as with this ſo with | 
all other neceſlary and uſeful Vocations, which in due time may repair their decayed 
fortunes. | 

Phyſick hath promoted many more, and that fince the reign of King Henry the 
eighth, Indeed before his time, I find a Doctor of Phyſick, Father to Reginald, firſt 
and laſt Lord Bray. Bur this Faculty bath flouriſhed much the #hree laſt fifty years, it 


being true of Phyſick, what is faid of Syla, ſuos divitiss explevit. Sir William Butts 


Phyſicianto King Henry the eight, Do&or Thomas Wendy and Door Hatcher ro Queen 
Elizaheth, raiſed worſhiptul and wealthy Families in Norfolk, Cambridge, and Lincoln- 
ſhire, having born the office of Sheriff in their reſpeRive Counties. 

Some have raiſed themſelves by Sea ſervice, and Letters of Mart, eſpecially in the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth, when we had war with the Spaniard, Bur ſuch Eſtates, 
as flowing (o have ebb'd, with the tide, ſeldome of long continuance. Such Priſes 
have been obſerved beſt to proſper, whoſe Takers had leaſt of private revenge, and 
moſt of publick ſervice therein. Amongſt theſe, moſt remarkable the Baronets Fa- 
mily of Drakes in Devonſhire, ſometimes Sheriffs of that County, 

Some have raiſed themſelves by their attendance at Court, rewarded by the Kings 
Favour. Court, where many have carried away more, for bringing the leſs toic. Here 
ſome Younger Brothers have fond their /oft Birth-right, mending their pace toWealth, 
though they farted late by their Nativity, ButT only generally pozyt at, without 
touching them, that I may not fore-ſtall the Reader, whoſe pains may be pleaſant unto 
him, in his own diſcovery thereof. 

Many have advanced themſelves by their Yalowr in forreign Wars , eſpecially 
in France, as the Kxolls, a noble Family, and the Caweleys, otten Sheriffs in Che- 


ſbire, ſo that Mars in this ſenſe, may be faid ro be the father of Plutas, his Steel 
[Weapons procuring to his followers the more acceptable merrals of Gold and Silver. 
But the worſt is, where forezey Wars have raiſed one, our late Ciwil ones, have ruined: 
tes Families. 

Some may obje>, that as they have deſtroyed, ſo they have raiſed many Families 
(which before in themſelves were mean and contemptible) to high Titles, and large 
Poſleffions.. All I ſhall recurn in anſwer thereunto, is that as molt alive ſaw them riſe 
(per ſalinm) by unwarrantable means to ſuch a pitch of preterment, ſo there is bur 
tew alive, but may (if not willingly and willfully blind) ſee them deſervedly thrown 
down with diſgrace and contempt, to their former mean and deſpicable condition. 

Clothing 'as it hath given garments to Millions of people, hath conterred Coats of 
Armes (and Gentility therewith) on many Families in this Land, As on the Springs 
High ſheriffs of Suffolk. 

The Country with her two full breaſts, Graſing and Tillage, hath raiſed many Families 
* Foſcphus rendreth a reaſon, as weak in it ſelf, as wide from the truth, why Abells Sa- 
crifice was preferred before Cains, viz, Becauſe Abell fairly took, what nacure freely | 
tendred in the increaſe of his Cartle, whilſt Cazz violently wounded the Earth with 
his ploughing. Bur Saint * Pay! teacherth uſe better Doctrine, that faith cauſed the 
reception of the one, and wnbelief the rejection of the other. Surely, both Callings are 
equally acceptable to God, who hath ſo blefled their indeavours, that thereby many ' 
have gained eſtates, inabling them to ſerve Sherifts of their County, Burt I forbear ro 


inſtance them, leaſt what was the hoxour of their Anceſtours to raile ſuch Families, be 
,counted in this Captious Age to be a diſhonour to taeir Poſterity, to be raiſed by ſo plain 


| (though hoyxeſt and neceſſary) an employment. |

An important queſtion, the rather becauſe at chat time the 1ſraclires were in 4- 
rabia the Deſert, where they ſaw nota tree in many moneths trayaile (in ſo much that 
it is Recorded for a wonder, that in Elizp were * ſeventy Palms trees) and now knew the 
worth of wood by wanting it. 

But Bark-ſbire affordeth abundance of trees of all kinds, though her Oakes in Wind- 
ſor-Fereft for the preſent come onely under our commendation, Firſt for their firm- | 
neſs, whereof our Ships are made, The Oake in other Kingdoms may be called cow- 
ardly, as riving and ſplitting round abqut the paſſage of che buller, fearing as it were 
the force thereof ; whilſt our Engliſh, as heart of Oake indeed, though entred with bul- 
let,remaineth firm round about ir, | 

Secondly, for the conyeniencie of Portage. The wealth of a covetous man (want-

2. Fine Cloth (though #«rr0m) for perſons of worth at home to wear, and for for- 
reign Exportation began in England about the beginning of the Reign of King Edward 
the Third. Before which time our Statutes take no Cognizance of Clothing as in- 
conſiderable, (Woel! being tranſported in ſpecie) and needing no Rules to regulate 
it, ſave what prudence dictated to private Husbands with their own families. 

3. BroadCloth (wherein the wealth of our Nation is folded up) made with broad 
loomes, two men attending each of them, began here in the Reign of King Heyry the | 
eighth. And Ihave been informed that Fack of Newberry was the firſt that introduced 
it 1aco this County. Well may the Poers feign Minerva the Goddeſs of Wit, and the 
Foundreſs of Weaving, ſo great is the ingenuity thereof, .

Windſor C aſtle was a Royal ſeat eyer ſince the Conqueſt, but brought to the mo- 
dern Beauty, chiefly at the coſt of King Edward the Third. It is a Caſtle tor Strength, 
a Palace for State, and hath in it a Colledge for Learning, a Chappel for 
Devotion, and an Almes: houſe (of decayed Gentlemen) for Charity, In this Palace 
moſt remarkeable;the Hall for greatneſs, Wincheſter-Tower for height, and the Terrace 
on the North-ſide for pleaſure, where a dull eye may travaile twenty miles in a mo- 
ment, Nor boaſteth ſo much, that it conſiſteth of two great Courts, as that it con- 
teined two Great Kings [Fohn of France, and David of Scotland,' Priſoners therein to- 
gether, as alſo that it was the ſeat of the Honourable Order of the Garter, 

Many neat Houſes and pleaſant ſeats there be in this County, both on the Kennet 
and Thames,which ſeem Cutitu!ly to atrend at diſtance 0nindſor Caftle,as Aldermaſton,

Bray, a Village well known in this County, fo called from the Bizxocts a kind 
of ancient Britons Inhabiting thereabouts.

of toeaſie a nature, that he might well have exchanged a pound of Patience for an ounce 
of Yalowr : Being (o innocent to others, that he was hurcful ro himſelf. He was both 
over-ſubjetted and over-wived ; having marryed Margare: the Daughter of Reinier 
King of Feraſalem, Sicily and Arr agon, a Prince onely Puiſſanc in Titles, otherwiſe 
lictle able to affiſt his Son in Law. Through home-bred Diflentions he nor onely loſt 
the foreign acquiſirions of his Father in France, bur alſo his owa inhericance in Ene- 
land to the Houle of York. His Death,or Murder rather, happened 1471, 

This Henry was twice Crowned, twice Depoſed, and twice Buryed,(ficſt ar Chertſy, then 
at Windſor,) and once halt Sainted. Our Henry the ſevench cheapned the price 
of his Canonization, (one may ſee for his love, and buy for his money in the Court of 
Rome) but would not come up to the ſumme demanded, However this Henry was a 
Saint(thoagh not with the Pope) with the People, repairing to this Monument from 
the fartheſt part of the Land, and fancying that they received much benefit thereby. 
He was the laſt Prince whom I fiad expreſly bora at Yindſor, It ſeems thar afrerwards 
our Engliſh Queens grew out of conceit with that place, as unfortunate for Royal Na-

He wrote a Book (of no Trival Queſtions) 
fetch out of the Scripture it ſelf, the reaſon why 7. Bate * (generally a back-friend to 
Monks) hath ſo good a CharaRerfor him, who flourithed Anno Dom. 1180, 

RoGtk of WinpsoR * was undoubtedly born in this Town, otherwiſe he would 
have been called Roger of St, Albans , being Chanter ia that Convent, Now in 
that Age Monks were reputed men of beſt Learning and moſt leafure. The cauſe why 
our Engliſh Kings alwaies chooſe one of their order (who paſſed by the name of #7fo- 
ricws Regis, the Kings Hiſtorian) to write the remarkable paſſages of his time. K& 
Roger was by King Henry the third ſelected for that fervice, and performed ic rohis 


own great credit and the contentment of others. He flouriſhed in the year of our

Arch- Biſhop of Canterbary, was born at Abbington in this County ; he followed his |

racles of his Brother, being much to blame,if he did nor do all right to ſo near a Rela- | 
tion. He dyed about the year of our Lord 1250. 

RicHarD of WALLINGFORD Was born in that Afarket- Town, pleaſantly ſea- | 
ted on the River Thames, wherein his Father was a Black-Smith, He wear atterwards | 
to Oxford, and was bred in Merton Col, then a Monke,and at laft Abbot of St, Albans, 
where he became a moſt expert Mathematicies,eſpecially tor the Mechanical partthereoi, 
and (retaining ſomewhat of his Fathers Trade) was Dexterous at making privty engines, 
and Inſfiraments. | 

His Maſter-piece was a moſt Artificial Clock, made (faith my * Author) Magno Ia- | 
bore,majore ſwmptu, Arte vtro maxima, with much Pain, more Coſt, and moſt Art, It 
remain'd in that Aonaſftry in the time of  Fohn Bale (whom by his words I colle& an 
Eye-witneſs thereof) affirming that Ergope had not the Like ; So that it ſeemed as 
good as the famoms Glock at Strasburg in Germany,and in this Reſpect better, becauſe an- 
cienterz It was a Calendar as well as a Clock, Shewing the fixed Stars and Planets, The 


Ebbing and Flowing of the Sea, Minutes of the Howrs, and what not * 

I have heard that when Monopolies began to grow Common in the Court of France, 
the Kings Jeſter moved to have this Monopoly tor himlelt, viz. a Cardeſcue of every 
one who carried a Watch about him, and cared not how he employed his Time. Sure- 
ly the Monks of Saint Albans were Concerned to be carefull how they ſpent their 
howrs, ſeeing no Convent in England had the like Curiofity ; This their Clock gathering 
up the leaſt C79m of Time, preſenting the Minetery frattions thereot'y On which ac- 
count, I conceive Richard the maker thereof, well prepared tor the time of his difſolu- 
tion, when he died of the Leprofie, Anno Dom, 1326.

And no wonder if this 
good DoRor toward his death was {lighted by Secaries, ic being uſuall for New-lights 
ro neglect thoſe who have born the heat of the day. His Latin Works give great Evi- 
dence of his abilities in controverſial matters. He was choſen Prolocucor in the late 
Aſſembly of Divines, wherein his moceration was very much commended, and dying 
in Helborn he was buried at Weſtminſter, Anno Dom. 164. 

William LyroRrD was born at Peyſmer in this County, and bred in Magdalen 
Colledgein Oxford, where he proceeded Bachelour of Divinity 1631, He was alſo Fel- 
low ot that founaation, on the ſame token that his Conſcience Poſt fackum was much 
troubied, about his reſigning his place for money to his Succeſſor, bur (as his friends 
have informed me) he before his death rook.order tor the reſtiturion thereof. 

The modeſty of his mind was legible in the comelineſs of his countenance, and 
the meekneſs ot his Spirit viſible in his courteous Carriage: He was afterwards fixed 
| at 4hirbourne in Dorſet- ſhire, where his large Vineyard required ſuch an able and painta]l 
Vine-dreſſer , Here he layed a good foundation (before the beginning of our Civil 
| Wars) with his learned Preaching and Catechiling ; and indeed, though Sermons five 
moſt ail ro mens ſouls, Carechiſing layerh the beſt Ba{aſ in them, keeping them Redy 
from being carricd away wth every wind of Dottrine, Yet he drank a deep Draught of 
che bitter Cup, with the reſt of his brethren, and had his ſhare of Obloquie from fach 
factious Perſons as could not abide the wholſome words of ſound Doctrine. Bur their 
Candle (without their Repencance) ſhall be pur our in darkneis, whilſt his memory 
ſhall ſhine in his Learned works he hach left behind him. He died about the year of

inſomuch that his Y/4izs with cloth filled the high-way berwixt. Reading and London, 
ro the ſtopping of King Heyy the firſt in his Progreſs 3 Who, notwithſtanding (for the 
incouraging of his Subjects induſtry) gratified the ſaid Cole, 'and all of his profeſſion, 


with the ſet meaſure of a Tard, the ſaid King making his own Arme the ſtandard 
O Y chereol,|/ 
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| | thereof, whereby Drapery was reduced in the meting thereof to a greater certainty. 
The truth is this, Monkes began to Lard the lives of their Saizts with Hes, whence 
they proceeded in like manner to flouriſh out the fats of Famous Knights, ( King | 
Arthur, Guy of Warwick, &c.) in imitation whereof ſome meaner wits in the ſame ſort 
- made deſcription of Mechanicks, powdering their lives with improbable paſſages, tothe 
great prejudice of truth: Seeing the making of Broad-c!04th in England could not be 
{o ancient, and ir was the 4rme (not of King Henry) but King Edward the firſt, which 
is notoriouſly known to have been the adequation of a yard.

[n the expedition to Floddene field againſt Fames King of Scotland he marched with an 
hundred of bis own men, (as well armed, and better clothed then any) co ſhew that 
the painfull ro uſe their bands in peace could be valiant, and imploy their Armes in 
War, He feaſted King Hemry the eighth and his firſt Queen Katharine at his own houſe, 
extant at Newberry at this day, but divided into many Texements, Well may his houſe 
aow make ſixteen Clothiers houſes , whoſe wealth would amount ro fix hundred 
of their eſtares, He built the Church of Newberry from the Pulpit weſtward to the

I will not ſay that I have done always right in dividing the Sheriffs reſpeRively; 
but have endeavoured my utmoſt, and may be the better believed, who in ſuch a ſub- 
je could meer witch nothing to bribe or bias my judgment eo parcialicy. 

Be it premiſed,chat though the 1ſt of Sheriffs be the moſt comprehenſive Catalogue 
of the Engliſh Geatry, yec is it not exatly adequare thereunco. For I find in this 
County, the Family of the Puſays ſo ancient, that they were Lords of Puſay, (a village 
nigh Fringden) long before the Conqueſt, in the time of King Canutws, holding their 
lands by the tenure of Cornage (as I cake it,) viz. by winding the Hors, which the 
King aforeſaid gave their * family, and which their poſtericy, ſtill excaac, ar this day 
do produce.

And that ye alſo 
from time to time as ye ſhall ſee meet quickly and ſharply call upon them in Our name, for 
the execution of Our ſaid Commandement ; and if you ſhall find any of them remiſs or 
Negligent in that behalf, we will that ye lay it ſharply to their charge, Advertiſing that in 
caſe they amend not their defaults, ye will thereof Advertiſe Our Councell remaining with 
Our deareſt Daughter the Princeſs, and ſo We charge you to do indeed: And if Our ſaid 
Sheriffe or Fuſtice, or any other Sheriffe or Tuſtice of any Shire next 10 you, upon any ſide ad- 
Joyning, ſhall need or require your Aſdiſtance, for the Execution of Our ſaid Commande- 
ments, We Will and Deſore you that what the be power ye can make of Our Subjetts nd 
Harneys, ye be 10 them Aiding and Aſiiſting from time 10 time as the Caſe ſhall require. 
Not failing hereof as you intend to pleaſe Us, aud as we ſpecially trujt you.

His expreflion licking the Chancery hath left Poſterity to interpret ir, whether raxi 
him for Ambition, liquoriſhly longing for that Place Or for Adulation, by the lots 
ſmoothing of flatery making his way thereunto: Or for Awarice, licking it ſo, that 
he gained great (if good) profit thereby. As for his expreſſion, L:ztle Cleark, it is plain 
it referred not to his ſfarwre, but dwarfneſs in learning. However all this would not 
perſwade him into a reſignation of his B:ſboprick, though it was not long before he 
Loſt both iz and his life, by a fall from a skittiſh- horſe, Anno Domini 125 4. 

I find no Biſhop born in this Courity fince the Reformation, and theretore we may go 
on in our propeunded method.

Sir WiLLIAm ſonto yilliam Hazy ER Was born in the Town of Bedford,but bred 
a Merchant-taylor in the Cicy of London. Where God (o bleiled his endeavours, 
that Anno I'561, he was choſen Lord Mayor thereof. In gricicude to God and the 


place of his Nativity, be erected and * endowed a free-ſchole in Bedford, in which 
Town he lyeth buryed, | 
Henry Grey ſon to Henry Grey was born at Wreſtin this County, Something 
muſt be premiſed of his extration. Richard Grey third Earl of Kent of that family, 
was ſo profuſe a perſon, that he wilfully waſted his Eſtate, giving away what he could 
not ſpend to the K'ng and others; fo little he refleted on Sir Henry Grey his Brother 
(but by a {econd Venter) of Wreſt in this County. Herenpon the faid Sir Henry, 
though heir to his Brother Richard after his death ; yer perceiving himſelf owertztled 
or rather #nder-ſtated, for ſo high an honour, (the undoubted right whereof reſted in 
him) declined the aſſuming thereof. Thus the . Earldome of Kent lay (though not 
dead) aſleep in the family of the Greys almoſt 50, years, viz. form the 15 of King Henry 
the eighe till the 13. of Queen Elizabeth, when ſhe advanced Regzinald Grey, grand- 
child to Sir Hey. Grey aforeſaid, (who had-thriftily recruted himſelt with competence of 
Revenues) to be Earl of Kezt, Anno 157 1. 

This Reginald dying Iflueleſſe within the year, Henry his Brother (the ſubje& of our 
preſent deſcription) ſucceeded to his honour, A perſon truly noble, expending the 
income of his own Eſtate and of his Ladies fair Joynter, (Mary the Relict of Edward 
Earl of Darby) in hoſpitality. 

| He was a moſt Cordiall Proteſtant, on the ſame token that being preſent at the 
execution of the Queen of Scots, when ſhe requeſted the Nobility there, to ſtand by 


* Cams. EUR ; | and ſee her death, he (*fearing ſomething of Superſtition) hardly aſſenred thereunto. 


Yet was he as far from the fa&iop as Superſtition, deſerving the caraRter given unto 
him,

Heleft no Iſue, except ſome will behold him in ſome fort Parent of Sidney Colledge 
in Cambridge, as one of the executors to the Founareſs thereof, who did both Prove and 
Improve tier will, beſides his Perſonall benefaQion thereunto.

ther Beech-leaves cure the one, or the aſhes of Beech-maſt heal the other, Our ordinary 
aie thereof (beſides making of many Utenſils) is for building of Houſes, One asked : 
when Beach would make the beſt Timber, meaning what ſeaſon of the year was beſt 
tro cut it down for that purpoſe : It was anſwered, that Beech would make the beſt 
Timber when no Oake was to be had; a time lT aſſure you which daily approcheth in our 
Land. | 

Hence it was,that ſuch care was taken in the reign of King * Hepry the eighth,(when 
woods were in a far better condition then now adays,) tor che preſerving of the 
Standells of Beech. As alſo it was provided in the * firſt of Queen Elizabeth, that uo 
Timber-trees of Oak, Beech and Aſb, (where Beech deſervedly is made fecond,) being one 
foot ſquare at the Stub,and growing within fourteen miles of the Sea, or any Nawigable 
River, ſhould be converted to coal or fewell, as the debaſing of that, which if Nature 


did not firſt intend, Neceſſity muſt employ tor better ſervice,

The beſt and biggeſt bodied in Englandare the Yale of Ailsbury in this County, 
where it is nothing to give ten pound or more for a Breed-ram. So that, ſhould a For- 
rainer hear of the price thereof, he would gueſs that Ram rather co be ſome Roman 
Engine of battery, than the creature commonly ſo called. | 

I know not, whether his obſervation, with the reaſon thereof, be worth the inſert- 
ing, who firſt rook notice, that our cattle for food, are Engliſh,when feeding in the 
field, but French when fed on in a family.

St. Eos urG daughter unto Reawald King of the Zaft- Angles embraced a Mo- 
| naſticall life at Alcsbury in this County, where her Body was depoſited, and removed 
afterwarcs to Edburgton, (now Edburten) in Suffolk ter Native Country, It ſeems ber 
perſon would make one County proud, which made two happy. - Alesbury obſerving 
her Memory on the diy of — — — whilſt Edburton was renowned for her Miracles, 
By the way, it ſeems woadertull that in Scripture we onely meet with one Poſthume- 
Miracle, viz. the Grave- fellow of Eliſha, raiſed with the towch of his Boxes ; whilſt moſt 
of Popiſh miracles are {reported} born after the Saints death, meerly ro mold mens 
minds to the Adoration of their Reliques. 

St. RuMALD was the ſame with St. Rumbald, (commonly called by Country 
people St. Grumba'd,) 2nd St. Ramwa'd as others ſpell him, bur diſtin from ano- 
ther St. Rumwald of Iriſh extiadtion, a B:ſbop and Martyr, whoſe Paſſion is Celebrated 
at Mcchiyn in Braband.

Joun Bucxlncaram (for ſo his Name is truly written) alias Bokingham and 
Bukingham, took his Name and Nativity no doubt from Buckingham in this County, 4- 
la-mode of that Age. He was bred at the Univerſity of Oxford, and although (ince by 
ſome cauſeleſly ſlandered for want of Learning, was a great Diſþutant, and well ſtudied 
Scholar, as his * works do declare. He was afterwards preferred Biſhop of Lincoln, where 
ſeveral conteſts happened betwixt him and Pope Boniface the ninth, who in revenge ex 
plenitadine Poteftatis removed tim from Lincoln to Litchfield, that is, from the Hall in- 
to the Kitchin, a Biſhoprick of leſs credit and profit. Buckingham grew fallen hereat, 
and would rather ſhut himſelf out, then play at 4 leſs geme, and ſo quitting Epiſcopacy 
1397. lived and died a private Monck at Canterbury , where he lies buried the lower- 
moſt in the body of Chriſft-Chrch, under a very fair Grave-ſtone, as my * induſtrious | 
friend hath well retrived his memory, though the brafle on bis Monument be worn 
or rather torn away. He indented with the Prior and Covert at Canterbury, to build 
him a Chaxtry-Chappel near his Sepulcher, which I find not performed. 

Journ Youxs was born at * Newton-lowgvile in this County, and bred in New- 
colledge in Oxford, on the ſame token that there ere no fewer chen ten Youngs in their 
Regiſter, reckoned Fellows of that Foundation z and one ſaid, that Seeing the Colledge 
was always New, well may many Fellows be Toung therein, This Fohn Toung became 
Warden thereof, and afterwards was made Bifhop of the fair City of Callipoli in Greece, 
An excellent place to fat a(neither Camel nor Lie but)Camelion 1n,and ſeeing the great 
Turk was his Tenant, little the rent he paid to this his Landlord. However this titular 
Biſhoprick gave him Precedency, a Vote in General Councils, and Power of Ordina- 
tion, But ſome Engliſh Earth doth not well with ſuch Grecian Aire, and for his better 
ſupport he was made Meſter of the Rewles Fan. 12, in the firſt of King * Hemry the 
eighth, aud either died or reſigned his Office ſome eight years aſter. As I remember he 
lieth buried wich a braſs Inſcription in New- colledge Chappel, | 

Joun HoLryMmAN was born at *Codingies in this County, bred in New-colledge in 
Oxford,and afterwards became a Benediftine in Readiyg,untill that Monaſtery was diffol- 
ved. Queen Mary in the firſt of her reign preferred him Biſhop of Bri#oll, whilſt his 
predeceſſor Paul Buſb(deprived for being _—_ was yet alive. He lived peaceabl 
not embrewing his hands in Proteſtants bloud, and died ſeaſonably for himlelf, a lee)

Joun HaxL=y was bornin the Pariſh of Newport» Paganel in this County, as a 
learned * Antiquary (a native of the ſame place) hath informed me, where ſome of 
bis kindred were lately (if not ſtill) in being. He was bred firſt Fellow, then School- 
Maſter in Magdalen-colledge in Oxford, in_the dangerous days of King Hexry the 
eighth, he was an hearty bur concealed Proteſtant. "I 

In the firſt week of the reign of King Edward the fixth,whilſt moſt mens minds ood | 
at a gaze (it being dead-water with them, which way the tide would turn,) Maſter 
Harley inthe Parich-Charch of Saint Peters in _— and a ſolemn Lext- Sermop, pub- 
liquely preached Antipapal dodrine,and powerfully preſs'd juſtification by faith alone 
whereupon the over-officious * Vice-Chancellor hurried him up to London for an He- 
retick, there to anſwer for his contempr, 

But the caſe was ſoon altered, Harley was acquitted, commended, preferred to be 
Tutor to the ſons of Feb» Earl of warwick, atterwards Duke of Northumberland 
He was thence made Biſhop of Hereford. 

It is ſaid of * Abraham, he was buried in a good old age, "It cannot be ſaid of our 
Harley, he died in an old age (finding him not above fifty,) though expiring in a good 
age in two reſpeRs; in relation to the piety of his life paſt, and in reference to the fy. 
ture troubles, which immediately followed, Surely had he ſurvived a liccle longer, he 
of Q. Mayy. 
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Door LaursxncE HumenHRED, Harley his Scholar in Magdalen-colledge hath 
conſecrated this Diſtick tothe memory of his Maſter, though the Muſes in my mind

For though his 
aRions were but weak, his affeRions were ſincere therein. * Born he was at Burnham 
in this County, bred in Kings: colledge in Cambridge, 'Proftor of that Univerſity anno 
1525. About which time many letters paſſed betwixt him and his familiar friend 
Eraſmus, who ſtileth him Blande eloquentie juvenxem, He was afterward School- ma- 
 ſter, then Fellow and Provoſter of Eaton, and at laſt made Biſhop of Carlile, ann 1537. 
' by King Henry the eighth. He was never a through paced Papift, (much leſle a perſe- 
 cutor of Proteſtants,) though a complyer with ſome ſuperſticions. He died at Horn- 
caſtle in Lincoln: ſhire, (a houſe belonging to his See) in the reign of Queen * Mary, 
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Wirttiam ALLEY was born at * Wickham in this County, bred firſt at Zatoy, 
then in Kings-colledge, where he was admitted Anno Domini 1528. Hence he went 
| away being Batchelour of Arts, and afterwards became Lefurer in Saint Pauls, 1 ſay 
Lefturer, which name though fince it hath ſounded ill in ſome jealows cars as infeted 
with fa&#ien, was an ancient office founded in ſome Cathedralls to read Divinity there, 
and this Maſter A/lzys learned leRures (according to that age) are Extant in Print. He 
was Conſecrated Biſhop of Exeter, Fly 14, 1560. and dying 1576, lyeth buried un- 
der a fair Marble in his own Cathedrall,

In the firſt of Faward the fixth 
his deteſtation of Superſtition may rather be commended, then his diſcretion in ex- 
preſſing it, when (before the publique aboliſhing of Popery) at Evening- prayer he 
brake the conſecrated Hoſt with his hands, and * ſtamped ir under his feer, in the Col- 
 ledge-chappel. Afterwards he fled over into Fraxce,living an exile at Paris & Orleans all

ſickneſle , troubleſome times, and then death ſurpiizing him : Had it been 
finiſhed, we had had Church- Anzalls to put into the Ballance with thoſe of Baronius , 
and which would have ſwayed with them for Learnine,and weighed them down tor Truth, 
He dyed Anno Dom: 1641.

1573. in 
the Pariſh of Saint Maries in Ely, and there bred at the Free-ſchool under Maſter 
Spight, till he was ſent to Feſws-colledge in Cambridge, being firſt Scholar, then Fellow 
thereof, He was Curate,or Aſſiſtant rather,to Biſhop Fe{ton, whilſt Minifter of Saint 
Mary le Bow in Cheapſiae, afterward ReQor of Hornſey, nigh, and Great Sint Bay- 
tholomews in London, where in his preaching he went thorow the four Evangelifis, He 
was afterwards made Arch-Deacon ot Saznt Albans, and ar laft Biſhop of Briſtol, a 
place proffered to,and refuſed by him rwerty five years before. For then the Biſhoprick 
was offered to him to maintain him; which this contented meek man, having a ſelt- 
ſubſiſtence, did then decline, though accepting of it afterwards, when proffered to him 
to maintain the Biſhoprick, and ſupport the Epiſcopall dignity by his fignall devotion.

He afterwards was 
Chancellor of Wincheſter,and the Yicar generall to the Arch: biſhop of Canterbury: his me- 
mory will never dye whilſt his book called the view of the Eccleſraſtical Laws 1s living z 
a book of ſo much merit,that the Common Lawyers (notwithſtandingſthe difference be- 
ewixt the profeſſions) will ingeniouſly allow a due commendation to his learned per- 
formance in that ſubje&, He died Anno Domini 1629. on the two and twentieth day 
of January. | 

AzTHur HilLDERSHAM Was born at Strechworth in this County, deſcended by his 
mothers ſide from the Bloud-Royal, being great-great-grand-child ro George.Duke of 
| Clarexce, brother ro Edward the fourth. Yet was he not like the proud Nobles of 

Tecoa, who counted themſelves too good to put their hands to Gods work. But being 
| bred in Chriſts-colledge in Cambridge, he entred into the Miniſtry. How this worthy

Our Parker was bred in,and became Fellow of C as- 
colledge, an excellent Herauld, Hiſtorian, and Antiquary, Author of a ſhort, plain, trac, 
and brief Manuſcript, called Sceletos Cantabrigienſis, and yet the bare Bones thereof, are 
Fleſhed with much matcer, and hath furniſhed me with the Nativities of ſeverall Biſhops 
' who were Maſters of Colledges. 

I am not of the mind of che 7talian, (from whoſe Envy God deliver us) Polidore 
Virgil, who having firſt ſerved his own tura with them, burnc all the rare Engliſh Ma- 
nuſcripts of Hiſtory he could procure, fo to raiſe che valuation of bis own works. Bur 
from my heart I with, ſome ingenious perſon would Print Mr. Parkers Book, for the 
uſe of Poſterity, He was a melancholy man, negleRing all Pretermenr, to enjoy him- 
ſelf, and died in the place of his Nativity, as I conjeRure, about 1624. 

Micratr DaiToN Eſquire, He was bred in che ſtudy of our Muznicipall-law in 
Lincolns Inn, and attained great Skill in his owa profeſſion.

THoMAs Go ab D. D. was ſon to Dr. Roger Goad (for more then fourty years Pro- 
voſt of Kings-colledge) but whether born in the Proveſts Lodgings in Cambridge, or at 
Milton in this County, I am not fully informed, He was bred a Fellow under his Fa- 
ther, afterwards Chaplain to Arch-biſhop Abbot, Reffor of Hadly in Suffolk, Prebendary of 
Canterbury, &c. A great and Generall Scholar, exa&# Critick, Hiſtorian, Poet, (delight- 
ing in making of verſes, till the day of his death) School-man, Divine. He was 
ſubſtituted by K. Fames, in the place of Doctor Hall, (indiſpoſed in health) and ſent 
over to the Syned of Dort. He had a commanding preſence, an uncontrolable ſpirit, ins- 
patient to be oppoſed, and loving to ſteere the diicourſe (being a good Pilot ro that par- 
poſe) of all the Company he came in. I colle him to have died about the year 
1635. 

Bs rEW MARVAIL Was born at * Mildredin this County, and bred a maſter of 
Arts in Trinity- colledge in Cambridge. 

He afterwards became Miniſter in Hull, where for his life time he was well beloved. 
Moſt facetions in his diſcourſe, yet grave in his carriage, a moſt excellent preacher, who 
like a good husband never broached what he had new brewed, but preached what he 
had pre- ſtudied ſome competent time before.

Heap- 
pointed the Water-conduit at Biſhop: gate to be built, to the great convenience of rhe 
City, formerly much wanting thac uſefull Element. Be it here obſerved for the in- 
cour3gement of the induſtry of Cambridg-ſhire Apprentices, that by the premiſes it 
doth appear that this ſmall County in the compals of eighteen years afforded three 
L. M:yors and Benefa&tors,which ao other Shire of equal or greater quantity ever pro- 
duced.

Jorun Crane was born in Wiſhbeech in this County, bred an Apothecary in Cambride. 
ſo diligent an youth, thar. ſome judicious perſons prognoſticated that he would be a r:ch 
man, Dr. Butler took (o great a fancy unto him, that he /zved and dved in his Family, 
yea and left the main body of his rich Eſtate unto him, 

This Mr. Craze had a large heart, to entertain his friends, and Annually very nobly 
treated all the Oxford men at the Commencement. He gave at his death noleſs then 
thrce thouſand pounds to charitable ules, beſtowing rhe houſe he lived in(and that a very 
fair one) aſter his Wives death, on the Publick Profeſſor of Phylick,and in ſetclement of 
his oiher Benefa@tions, diſcreetly refleted on Wiſhbeech where he was born, (to which 
he gave 100l, to build a Town-hall) Cambridze, where he lived, Zin, where he was 
well acquainted, Ipſwich, where DoGor Butler (the firſt founder of his eſtate) was born, 
and K:ngſton where his lands lay. He in ſome ſort gives Preventing phyſick to the 
3cholars now he is dead, by giving 1001, to be lent gratis co an honeſt man, the better 
ro enable him to buy good Fiſh and Fowl for the Univerſity, having obſerved much 
ſickne(s occaſioned by unwholſome food in that kind.

ter Follower of Rem, ſo that he may be termed the Top-twic of that Brapch, 

Ic is ſeldome ſeen, that the ym 1 of Logick (good ro kneck a man down art a 
blow) can ſo open it ſelf as ro ſmooth and ffroak one with the Palme thereof. Our 
Downham could doe both, witneſs the Oration made by him at Cambridge, (prepoſed 
to his book of Logick)tull of Flowers of the choiceſt eloquence. He preached the Sermon 
April 17, 160%, at the Conſecration of Fames Mowntague Biſhop of Bath and Well, ir- 
retragably proving therein Epilcopacy jure Divino.

I have heard in common diſcourſe, when this Main Amber hath been made the Em: | 
bleme of ſuch mens diſpoſitions, who would liſten ro all counſel, and ſeem inclined 
chereunto, but are (o fixt, that no reaſon can alter them from their 5rſt reſolution. 

But know Reader, that this Wonder is now Unwonared, tor 1 am credibly intormed

But the worſt was,two years his Confirma- 
tion was deferred untill he had paid nine thouſand fiveh undred marks. Lec him thank the 
Pope,who gave him the odd five h»ndred,not mounting it co even ten thouſand, Belides 
he had this favour, not (as many others) to be conſecrated by a Proxy, but the very 
hands of P, Clement the fifth, This paiment reduced him to ſuch poverty, he was re- 
lieved by the Clergy of his Province, by way of Benevolence. This, not doing the 
deed, to make him a Sever, he was fain to crave another help of the ſame Hand, un- 
der the new * name gf a S»bſidie. Indeed ic was pity that the Father of the Diaceſs 
ſhould want any thing, which his Sons could contribute unto Him, He highly favou- 


red the Templars, though more pitying, then proficing them, as perſons ſo ſtiffly op- |* 


poſed by the Pope and ?kilip King of France,that there was more tear of his being (up- 
preſſed by cheir Foes, then hope of their being ſapported by his Friend(hip. He was 
preſent in the Councel of Yienza, on the ſame token, thac therein he had his place af- 
ſigned next the Arch-biſhop of Trlers, and that I afſure you, was very high, as be- 
neath che loweſt Z/e/For, and above Wortzbury or Herbipolis, and other German Prelates, 
who alſo were Temporal Princes.

Butinearneſt, few of that profeſſion haye here grown up to any ſupereminene 
beight-of Learning, Livelyhood or Authority, Whether becauſe of the far diſtance 
of this County from the Sapremer Courts, or becaule of the multiplicity of petty 
ones nearer hand, (pertaining tothe Dwtchy, * Stannerie's, and other Franchifes,) ena- 
bling Atturneys and the like of ſmall reading to ſerve the peoples turne, and ſo catting 
the psofit from better-ſtudyed Comnſellers. | 
Some conceive that Sir Robert Trefilliay, chief Juſtice of the Kings-Bench in the 
fifth of King Richard the Second, to be this Country-man, though producing no other 
evidence ſave 7re the initial ſyllable of his Surname, as a badge of Corniſh excration.

Sir RicHarD HuTToN * was born at Perith of a Worlhipfull Family, (his elder 
Brother was a K»izht,) and bred in Feſws Colledge in Cambridge, He intended his Stu- 
dies for Divinity, till diſlwaded by the importunity of his friends (amongſt whom 
George Earl of Cumberland moſt eminent,) he became Barriſter in Grays- 7», But in

However though Male-Clerk, had he been Bor- Homme a Good- Man, the matter had 
been mach mended, Bur I fiad little praiſe of his manners. Indeed he was Lord Trea 
ſurer of England, and found falſe both in Word and Deed, avowing his Accounts even, 
when he was juſtly charged with an 4undred pound (a ſumme in that age, in the purſe 
of a poor King) debt to the Exchequer, This coſt him much moleſtacion, ſo that at 
laſt he reſigned his 8:ſboprick, which by my * Author is beheld as no kindly a& of mor- 
tification, but that he came unjuſtly by his place, and was afraid ro loſe, though a- 
thamed to keep it any longer. He afterwards became a Friar ar Oxford, as if lacking 
learning in his Youth, he would recover it in his Old Age, where he dyed OfFober 28,

then DoRor of Divinity, in Oxford, where he became a great Champion and Aſſerter of 
the Dodtine of Fohn FVickliff, which cauſed him much crouble, and many ſtrict ex- 
aminations. Bur, alas, he became like the ſced on * ſtony ground, which not having root 
in it ſclf, endured but for a while, and withered away in perſecution: for he ſolemnly 
recanted his opinions, * Newvemb. 24. Anpo 1383, And to give the better affurance 
that he was a true Ag#-YYickiiffite, trom a. Profeſſor he became a Perſ#cutor, and after- 
wards was termed Rampington by thoſe pooy people, whom he lo much moleſted. 
Then preferment flowed in thick and threefold upon him, from a Caxon, he became 
Abbot of Leiceſter 5 and Anno 1400, he was made Chancellor of Oxford, 1405. Biſhop 
of Lincoln, 1408. by Pope Gregory the twelfth, he was created Cardinal of Saint Nerims 
and Achilleizs ; though that Pope had ſolemnly ſwora he would make ao more Cards 
nals, till the Schiſme in Rome were ended. The beſt is, the Pope being Maſter of the 
Oath- Office may give himſelt a Pardon for his own perjury. Whar moved this Re- 
pington willingly to refign his Biſhoprick 1420. is to me unknown.

It is hard to ſay, whether Pope Nicholas the fifth,} 
or our King Henry the gxth, cqatributed moſt to his free EleRion cothe Biſhoprick of 
Eely ; whileſt ir 'is our of doubt, his own deſerts concurred molt effeRually thereunto. 
He ſate in that See twenty four years, and wrote many * Books, which the envy of 
time hath denied to poſterity, Biſhop Godwin by * miſtake maketh him Chancellor of 
England, whereas indeed, he was Lord Treaſurer in the ninth of King Edward the 


chat Office, until Biſhop F«xtop in our days was preferred thereunto. He died Awg.4-

The maid is allowed in 
ſtarting, the advantage oi a third part of the race, ſo that it is impoſible, except wil- 
ling of her ſelf, chat ſhe ſhould ever be overtaken. It che Maid overrun her Suitor,| 
the matter is ended, he muſt never have her, it being penal for che Man again to 
renew the motion of Marriage. Bur if the Virgin hath an affe@ion for him, chongh at 
the firſt running hard, to try the truth of his love, the will (without Atalantaes Golden 
Balls to retard her ſpeed) pretend ſome caſualty, and make a voluntary hault betore 
ſhe comerh to the mark, or end of the 7466.

was a better Latiniſt or Grecian, a berrer Grammarian or Phyfician, a better Scholar 
or Man for his moral deportment. By his endeavours, Galen ſpeaks betrer Latine in 
the Tranſlation, than he did Greek in the Original. The laſt Volume whereof Lina- 
cer promiſed to dedicare to Arch- Biſhop Warham, and excuſeth his failing therein by : 
2 Latine Letter, which for ſeveral reaſons I have here exemplified. Fuſt, tor che 
quickneſſe of conceir and purity of ſtyle therein, Secondly, becauſe never tormetly 
Printed.

Natural Commodities. 


Silver, 


This formerly was found in great plenty in the Pariſh of Comb-AMartin (Miners be 
ing fercht out of Derby-ſ#ire for the digging thereof) in the Reign of King Edw. 1, 
(which as appeareth by *Record on theaccount of thoſe truſted therein) turned to a 
conſiderable profit, 


Inthe two and twentieth Year of the Raignof King Edward the firſt, Wiliam Wy- 
mondham accounted for two hundred and ſeventy pounds weight of Silver. It was 
forged for the Lady E/jazor Dutcheſle of Barr, and Daughter to the ſaid King , mar- 
ried the year bctore.

(faid King Fames) 1 mean not thus to part with the man. The Lord perceiving his ſuit 
hopeleſs, yowed moſt ſolemnly, that he did it only to try his royal reſolution, pro- 
reſting that his Majeſty had nor one of more merit amongſt all his Chaplains. Indeed 
he was obſerved to run (with emnlation without envy) in the race of vertue even with 
any of his Order, ſtriving-to exceed them by fair induſtry, withour offering proudly ro 
juſtle their credir, much leſs falſly co ſupplant their repuration, 

He was firſt Dean of Glouceſter, afterward of Saint Pauls, and laſtly was choſen 
Biſhop of Linceln, 1642. being one of thoſe fix choice perſons eleted, Ut nutantis 
Epiſcopatns molem, pictatts ac probitatis ſue fulcimine ſuſtentarent, All in vain, being 
borne down under the ruines thereof. Since that goverament hath been happily 

reſumed, and long may it flouriſh in its full luſtre. He died Anno Dom. 1654, 
and was buried at Lamburne in Eſſex, having formerly been the painfull Miniſter 
thereof, He was ſeventy eight years of age, and hath a handſome Monu- 
ment erected to his Memory, the Epitaph whereof being too long to tranſcribe, 
thus beginneth ;

conſiſtent with the nature of Salt-petre, and the ventoſity thereof cauſing the violent] 
exploſioa, of the bullet. Ir is queſtionable, whether the making of Gun-powder be 
more proficable or more dangerous, the Mills in my Pariſh having been five times 
blown up within ſever years, bur, bleſſed be God; without the loſs of any one mans 
lite.

fot colouring their Cloath, being the ſweer Rivoler of Strowd, which arifing about 
Brasfield, runneth crofs chis Shire into the Severn.

Swines- fleſh by the way is obſerved moſt nutritive of mens bodies, becauſe of its aſſi- 
milation thereunto. Yet was the eating thereof forbidden to the Jewes , whereof 
this Reaſon may be rendred , ( beſides the abſolute Will of the Law-giver,) becauſe 
in hot countries Mens bodies are ſubjet to the Meaſles and Leprofies , who have 
their greateſt repaſt on Swines-fleſh, For the Climate of Canaan , was all the year 
long as hot, as England betwixt May and Michael-maſs , and it is penal for any Butch- 
ers with us in that Term to kill any Pork in the Publick Shambles. 

As for the Manufacture of Clothing in this County , ( diffuſed throughout the 
ſame ) ſuch as deny the goodneſs of Hant-ſhire Cloath, and have occaſion to wear it, 
will be convinced of its true worth by the price which they muſt pay for it.

The Buildings. 


The Cathedral in Wincheſter yeildeth co none in England for venerable magni- 
ficence. It could not be 0pws unins [ecult, perteted by the contributive endeavours 
of ſeveral ſucceſſive Biſhops, whereot ſome lie moſt ſumpruouſly iucerred in their 
Chappel-like- Monuments. 

Oa the walls of the Quire on each fide, the duſt of the $axox- Kings, and ancient Bi- 
ſhops of this Church were decently Intombed (many hundred years after.) by Richard 
Fox Biſhop of this See , till in the beginning of our Civil Wars, they were barbarouſly 
thrown down by the Souldiers, 

Foſephus reports (what lome _— believe) how Herod took many talents of Trea- 

ſure our of the Sepulchre of David; ſure I am they met with no ſuch wealth here in 
this Mine 'of Mortality amongſt the aſhes, which did none any injurie, and therefore 
why Malice ſhould ſcratch out thar, which did not bite it , is ro me unknown, 
As for Civil Structures, Baſing , built by che firſt Marqueſs of Winchefter, was the 
oreateſt of any SubjeRts Houſe in England, yea larger than moſt ( Eagles have not 
the biggeſt Nets of all Birds ) of the Kings Palaces. The Motto Love Loyaltie, was 
often written in every window thereof, and was well practiſed in ir, when for reſiſtance 
on that account, it was lately levelled to the Ground. 

Next +. ——_ builr by the laſt Lord Zouch ina bleak and barren place, was 
a ſtately Structure, eſpecially before part thereof was defaced with a caſual fire.

1. He had ſcarce half a Kingdome in the beginning of his Reign, Lewy of 
Fraxce, being brought in to be King by the Eng/zſh in their hot, and caſt 
out in their cold Bloyd. 

2. He had no part of a Kingdome in the middle of his Reign, Imbroyleg 
_ War with his Barons, Beaten in Battle, Imprifoned , and no King 
in effeQ. 

3. He had all the Kingdome in the end of his Reign, For as ſoon as Prince 
Edward began to Man it, This His Son may be accounted his: Father, by 
whom he attained a comfortable Old Age. 

He was not fo weak, but that he knew who were wiſcr then himſelf, and would be 


governed by them, One main cauſe which procured his Death in Peace, and Burial in 


' Pomp, In the Abbey ot Weſtminſter of his own foundation, Anno Dom, 1273. 


E:zanok tenth Daughter , ſixteenth and youngeſt Child of King Edward

Some will wonder at his 
name, whereof no Alliance, nor Engliſh Prince, fince the unhappy Arthur Duke of 
Britain, ſuppoſed to be made away by King Fohn, his cruel Uncle, Bur becauſe this 
Prince by his Fathers fide, was, with King Arthur of Britiſh extraftion, and becauſe 
born at Wincheſter where King Arthur kept his Court, and His [ pretended ] Round 
Table ſtill ro be ſeen, that name was beſtowed upon him, He died at LZaalow, in the 
fixteenth year of his Age, Anno 1502, and 1s buried in the Cathedral of Worceſter, 
more known to Poſterity by the Widow he left, the Lady Katherine Dowager, (and the 
effeRs enſuing thereon ) then by any of his own perſonal performances,

Rich, commonly called the Rich Cardinal. la his time the King and Courtiers caſt a 
coverous eye on Church-Endowments; but were diverted from longer looking on 
them by the (owncel of Arch-Biſhop Chickly, and Corn of this Biſhop Beavforr, The 
tormer putting che Ki#z upon the War with Frexce, the later lending him, on good 
ſecurity, twenty thouſand Pounds, a Sum ſounding high in thoſe dayes: He was alſo 
called x«r" i#oxir, rhe Cardinal of England , though we had another ( and his Sexivr ) 
at the ſame time of the ſame order, viz. Thomas Langley, Biſhap of Durham.

King 
Edward the firſt much priled and preterred him Brjhop of London, He gave two hun- 
dred pounds whilit liviag,and left more when dead,to repair the Eaſt part of St. Pauls,on 
the ſame roken,that upon occaſion of clearing the Foundation,an incredible number of 
Heads of Oxen were tound buried in the Ground, alledged as an argument by * ſome 
to prove Thar anciently a Temple of Dian. Such who object thar heads of Stagges » 
had been more proper tor her , the Godd:ſſe of the Game, may firſt ſatisfie us, Whether 
any Creatures fer.e Nature ( as which they could not certainly compals at all ſeaſons ) 
were uſually offered for Sacrifices, This Ralph dyed Fuly the 24. 1313. Being bury- 
ed under a Marble Stone in St, Maries Chappel in his Cathedral. 

Jonu-n Banrxesr hadhis Nameand Nativity from a Market-Town in this 
County , ſufficiently known by the Road paſſing thorough it. He was firſt by the 
Pope preferred 1361, to be Biſhop of Worceſter , and atterwards was tranſlated to 
Bath and Wells. Say not this was a Retrograde motion, and Barret degraded in point 
of profic by ſuch a Removal. For though worceſter is the betrer Biſhoprick in our 
age , in thoſe dayes Bath and Wells ( betore the Revenues thereof were reformed un- 
der King Edward the ſixth ) was the richer preterment : Hence he was tranſlated to 
Ely , and for 6, years was Land Treaſurer of England , He dyed at * Biſhops Hatfield , 
June 7.1373. 20d was buried there on the South-fide of the high Altar,under a Mo- 
nument, now miſerably defaced by ſome Sacrilegious Executioner, who hach beheaded 
the Statue lying thereon. 

Tyuomas Rupsun N z , nodoubt,according to the faſhion of thoſe dayes, 
took his Name from Rudburne a Village within four mules from St. 4/bans, He was 
bred in Oxford , and Proctor thereof Anno * 1402, and Chancellour 1420. An excel- 
lent Scholar , and skilful Mathemartician z of a meek and mild temper ( though at 
one time a little tart againſt the Wic-livites) which procured him much love with great 
perſons. He was Warden of Mertos Colledge in Oxford , and built the Tower over 
the Colledge Gate. He wrote a * Chronicle of Englazd, and was preferred Bithop 
of St. Davids, ,He flouriſhed Anno Domini , 1419. though the date of his Death be 
unknown,

In 
teſtimony of his true affetion to the dead Father in his living Son, this Gentleman is 
thought to have penned that moſt judicious and elegant Epiſtle ( recorded in Holin- 
ſheds Hiſtory pag, 1266. ) and preſented it to the young Earl , conjuring him by the co- 
gent arguments of example and rule, to patrizate. 

His other Patron was Sir Henry Sidney ( ſo often Lord Deputy of Ireland) where- 
by he became incorporated into the familiarity of his Son Sir Philip Sidpey , between 
whom , and Sir Zdward, there was ſo great freindlinefſe , that they were never 
better pleaſed then when in one anothers Companies, or when they correſponded 
each with other. | ; | 

And we find after the Death of that worthy Knight, that he was a cloſe-concern-| 
ed Mourner at his Obſequies , as appeareth at large in the printed Repreſenration of 
his Funeral Solemnity. | 

His third Patron was Sir Fohn Perot Deputy alſo of ireland, who ſo valued his 
Counſel;that in ſtate-zffairs he would do nothing without bim, So great his employ- 
dps betwixt ſtate and ſtate , that he crofled the ſeas Thirty ſeven times , 
deſervedly at laſt he came into a Port of Honour , whereirflhe ſundry years anchored , and 
found ſafe harbour. For he received the Honour of Knighthood , was ſworn of her Ma- 
jeſties Privy Council for 7reland , and Chancellourof the Exchequer therein. 

Now his grateful ſoui comfing about how to anſwer the Queens Favour, laid it ſelf 
wholly out in Her ſervice z wherein twaygot his ations moſt remarkable. Firſt he was 
highly inſtrumental in modelling the Kmngdome of 7reland into ſhires as now they are; 
ſhewing himſelt ſo great a Lover of the Polzzie , under which* he was born , that he

He dyed Anno Dos. 1372. buryed ſay ſome in the Convent of the Williamites , at 
Leige in Germany, Which St. Albans will not allow,claiming his Burial , as well as his 
Birth, where a Ryming Epitaph is appendant on a Pillar neer the ſuppoſed place of his 
Enterment. 

Nicnotas Gonna wm a Dominican, We cannot blame the Frenchmen, if| 
deſirous to gain ſo great a Scholar to be their Countryman ;z nor muſt the French blame 
us , if loath to loſe what is duly and truly our own. 

Three things are pretended to countenance his French Nativity , 1, His Long living 
{ and dying at laſt ) in that Land. 2. The preferment he got there , being Confeſſor to 


the King of Fraxce , which may ſeem a Place of t00 much Privacy to be conferred en 
a Forratgner, 3. The great credit and eſteem which his Writings have gained in France, 
where his Manuſcript-works , are extant in many Libraries.

Ham in Gorham , is notoriouſly known for no French, but a Saxon ordinary termination 
of a Town.

St. Pauls in London, and Parſon of St. Peters in Cornhil whence he was ſucceſſively 
preferred ,firſt Deane, then Biſhop of Carlile, after Biſhop of Norwich, and at laſt of Eh, 
He had ſeveral ſolemn Diſputations with Popiſb Prieſts and Feſuites ( Father Fiſher and 
others) and came off with ſuch good ſucceſle,that he reduced many ſeduced Romanifts 
to our Church. He often choſe Daniel Featly D.D. his aſſiſtant in ſuch diſputes; ſo that 
may call this Prelate and his DotFor, Ionatham and his Armour-bearer (being confadent 
thac the Doctor, if alive, would not be difpleaſed with the compariſon as any diſparage- 
ment unto him) joyntly viorious over the Romifh Philiſtines.

| | No Enzliſh fruit is Dearer then thoſe at firſt, Cheaper at laſt, pleaſenter at all times; 
nor is it lefle wholſome then delicious. And it is much that of ſo many feeding ſo freely 
on them, ſo few are found to ſurteit. Their. ſeveral ſorts doe ripen - ſo. ſucceſſively 
that they continue in ſeaſon well nigh a quarter of a year. Ir is incredible how many 
| Cherries one. Tree in this County did beare in a plentiful year, I mean not how 
-many pound. -(being the fruit of oth+r trees) have been weighed thereon {the Common 
fallacy of the word bear amongſt the Country folke) but imply how many did naturally

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The Wonders. 


A marvellous accident happened Auguſt 4. 1585. in the Hamlet of * Motrin gham 
(pertaining to E/thas in chis County) in a Field, which belongeth to Sir Percival Hart. 
Betimes in the morning the ground began to fiak, ſo much that three great Elm-trees 
were ſaddenly [wallowed into the Pit z the tops falling downward into the hole : and 
before ten of che Clock they were ſo overwhelmed, that no part of them might be 
diſcerned, the Concave being ſuddenly filled with water. The compaſle of the hole 
was about 80, yards, and ſo profound, that a ſounding -line of fifty Fathoms could 
hardly find or feel any bottom. Ter yards diſtince from that place, there was ano- 
ther piece of ground ſunk in like manner,near the High-way, and ſo nigh a dwelling - 
houſe, that the Inhabirancs were greatly terrified therewith,

Queen E:izasnsr a, ſenſible of this miſchief, erefted a Navy- Royal (con» 
tinued and increaſed by her ſucceſſors) of the beſt ſhips Europe ever beheld. Indeed 
much is in the matcer; the excellency of our Exegliſh- 0akezmore in the making, the cun- 
ning of our ſhipwrights, moſt in the 43ning, the courage of our Sceamen, and yet all 
to Gods  bleſsing who ſo often hath crowned them with ſucceſs, 

If chat man who hath verſatile ingenium be thereby much advantaged for the working 
of his own fortune; Our ſhips, ſo ave to turn and winde at pleaſure, muſt needs be mare 
uſeful than the SpaniſhpGallions, whoſe unwieldineſs fixerh them almoſt in one poſture, 
and maketh them the ſtedier markes for their- enemies. As for Flemiſh bottoms, 
thougti they are finer built, yet as the ſlender 2arbe is not fo fir to charge with, they 
are found not ſo uſeful in fight, The great SOY ERATG N built at Dulwich,a Leiger - 
ſhip for State is the greateſt Ship our 1/land ever ſaw, But great Medals are made 
for ſome grand ſolemnity, whileſt leſſer Coyn are, more current and paſlable in pay- 
ment, 

I am credibly informed, that:that Myſtery of Ship-Wrizhts for ſome deſcencs 
hath been preſerved ſucceſſively in Families , of whom the Petts about Chattam 
are of ſingular regard ; Good ſucceſs have they with their Skill, and carefully keep fo 
precious a pearl, leſt otherwiſe amongſt many Frjexds ſome Foes attain unto it, It is no 
| Monopoly which concealeth that trom common enemies, the concealing whereof, is for 
the common good. May this Myſtery of ſhip-making in England never be loſt cill 
this foting world be arrived at its own Havenythe End and Diſſolution thereof.

In the ſecond of King Richard che ſecond our Engliſh Seas wanted ſcouring, over- 
run with the ruſt ot Piracies, buc chiefly with a Canker fretting into them, one Fohs 
Mercer a Scot, with bis fifreen Spaniſh Ships. To repreſſe whoſe infolence, our #hil- 
pot on his owa coſt ſet forth a Fleet, a projet more Os Romy co the Treaſury of 
a Prince, than the purſe of a private ſubjeRt. His ſuccefle was as happy as his underra- 
king honourable, and Mercer brought his Wares to a bad Marker, being taken * with 
all his Ships and rich plunder therein.

for his belly, and died very poor about the year 1630.

Here they will cell you of a foraign Embaſſador, who proffered a yaſt price to 
tranſport the Eaſt Window of the 2uire beyond the Seas. Yet Artiſts who commend 
the Colours, condemn the Figures therein, as wherein proportion is noc exactly ob 
ſerved. 

According to the Maxime, PidFures are the Books, painted windows were ia the time 
of Popery the Library of Lay men ; and after the Conqueſt grew in general uſe in Eng- 
land. 1tis much ſuſpeRted Aneyling of Glaſs (which anſwerech ro Dying in grain in 
Drapery) eſpecially of Tefow, is loſt 1n our age, as to the perfeRion thereot. Anciently 
Colours were ſo incorporated in Windows, that both of them laſted and faded roge- 
ther: Whereas our modern Painting (being rather oz than #» che Glaſs) is fixed ſo 
faintly, that it often changeth, and ſometimes falleth away. Now, though ſome be- 
ing only for the innocent White, are equal enemies to the painting of Windows as Fa- 
ces, conceiving the one as great a Pandey to ſuperſtition, as the other ro wantonneſle;

So Chaucer calleth his Book, being a colleRion of ſeveral Tales, pretended to be told 
by Pilgrims in their paſſage to the Shrine of Saint Thomas in Canterbury, But fince that 
time Canterbury-Tales are parallel to Fabule Mileſie, which are CharaQered, Nec we- 
re, nec veriſmiles, meerly made to marre precious time,.and pleaſe tanciful people. 
Such are the many miracles of Thow as Becket ; ſome helpful (though bur narrow, as 
lonly for private conveniency ) as when perceiving his old Palace at Orford to want 
water, he ſtruck his ſtaff into the dry ground (ſtill called Saint Thowas hi well) whence 
water runneth plentifully to ſerye that houſe (lately re-builr) unto this day. Others 
ſpightful : as when (becauſe a Smith dwelling in that Town had clogged his Horſe) 
he ordered, that * no Smith afterwards ſhould thrive within that Pariſh.

As cauſleſs their complaint, who cavil atthe inequaliry of Chapters, che eiehth of 
the frſ# of Kings, being ſixty fix, the la#F of Malachy bur fix verſes, ſeeing the entire- 
neſs of the ſenſe is the ſtandard of theit length, or ſhorcneſs, It is conteſled ſome few 
Chapters end, and others begin obruptly : and yer, ic is queſtionable, whether the a- 
reration thereof would prove advantageous, ſeeing the retorming of a (mall taulc, with 
a great change, doth often hurt more than amend: and ſuch alterations would diſcom- 
poſe Millions of Quotations, in excellent Authors conformed co the aforeſaid received 
diviſions. 

Here ic muſt not be concealed, that notwithſtanding chis general tradition of Lave- 
tons chaptering the Bible, ſome learned men make char delign of far ancienter date, and 
particularly that able Antiquary * Sir Henry Spelmen. This I am confident of, that 
Stephen Langton did ſomething mucti material in order thereunto, and the 1mprover is 
uſually called the Inventor, by a complemencal miltake. 

However, though | believe Langton well employed in dividing the Bible, he was ill 
buſied in rending aſunder the Church and Kingdom of Zxgland, reducing King 1ohn 
to ſad extremities. He died, and was buried at Canterbury Anno Dom. 1228,

W1rLL1iam Prue, Eſquire, (vulgarly called Proud) was born in this City, where 
his ſtock have continued tor ſome hundreds of years, bred a Souldier in the Low Coun- 
treys, where he attained to be Liewtenant Colonel, He was {lain Iuly 13, 1632, at the 
fiege of Maſtrich. His body (which I aſſure you was no uſual honour) was brought 
over into England, and buried in the Cathedral of Canterbury, in Saint Michaels Chap- 
pel on the South fide of che Quire, with this Inſcription on bis Monumear ,

An-admirable Muſician, which 
quality endeared bim (though an Engliſhmes) to Lankfrank, the Lordly Lombard, and 
Arch- Biſhop of Canterbary, He was the Engliſh * Fxbel,' as to the curioſity thereof in |\ 
our Churches. An Art, which never any ſpake againſt who #nderftoodic y otherwiſe 
Apollo is in a (ad caſe, if Midas his ears muſt be his Judges. However in Divine Service 
all Muſick ought co be runed co edification(thar all who hear may anderftand'it) others 
wiſe it may tend to delight not devotion, and true zeal cannor be raiſed where knowledge 
is depreſſed. This 05bern wrote the life of Saint Dunſtan in pure Latine, according to 
that age, flouriſhing under William the Conqueyer, Anno 1070, | 
S1MzoN LANGTON, was by his Brother Stephen Langton the Arch-Biſhop, prefer- 
red Arch- Deacon of Canterbury z who, Carne & ſanguine revelante (ith the* Record) 
made the place much better, both to him and his iuccefſors, in revenue and juriſdici- | 
on. A troubleſome man he was, and, on his Brothers ſcore, a great adverſary to King 
Toby, even after that King had altered his Copy, and became, of a fierce Foe, a Son-- 
Servant tothe Pope, by refigaing his Crown unto him. But our Simen. could not | 
knock off when he ſhould, having contraRed ſuch an habit of hatred againſt K.7ob», that 
he could not depoſe ir, though commanded under the pain of excommunication. This 
cauſed him to trudge to the Court.of Rome, where he found lictle fayour. For, ſuch 
who will be the Popes white Bojes, muſt watchfully obſerve his fignals, and nor only 
charge when he chargerh, but retreat when he recreaterh. This Siow (belide others) | 
wrote a Book of the penitence of Magdalent, in relation-(it ſeems)ro himſelf, though 
ſhe found more favour in the Court of Heaver, than he at Rome. He died 4nn0 Dom.

of Wincheſter. He was bred firſt in Cambridge , where he was Preſident of Pembroke- 
ball ( and gave Hangings thereunto with a Fox woven therein) and afterwards in 0x- 
ford , where he founded the fair Colledge of Corpus Chriſti ( allowing per awnum to it, 
401.1,8, 5.11.4, ) which fince hath been the Nurſery of ſo many eminent Scholars. 
He expended much Money in Beautifying his Cathedral in Wincheſter , and methodi- 
cally diſpoſed the Bodies of the Saxon Kings and Biſhops ( diſperſedly buryed in this 
Church) in decent Tombs ereRed by him on the Walls on each fide the 2wire, which 
ſome Sowldiers ( to ſhowe their Spleen art once againſt Crowns and Miters) valiancly IF 
fighting againſt the Duſt of the dead, have ſince barbarouſly demoliſhed, Twenty 
ſeven years he ſate Biſhop of this See till he was ſtark blind with age. All chought him to 
dye to ſoon, one only excepted,who conceived him to live too long,viz.Thomas Wolſey, 
who gaped for his Biſhoprick , and endevoured to render him to the Diſpleaſure of K. 
Henry the Eigth , whole Malice this Biſhop though blind diſcovered, and -in ſome 
meaſure defeated, \ He dyed anno Domini 1528, and lyes buryed in his owa Cathedral.

Returning into England, 
he became a feirce , fiery and furious oppoſer of the Church Diſcipline eſtablithed in 
England, as in our Eccleſsaſticall Hiſtory may appear, The certaine date of his death is 
to me unknown. 

Joun Fo x was born at Boſton in this County , and bred Fellow in Magdalen Col- 
ledein Oxford, He fled beyond the Seas in the Reign of Queen Mary , where he ſer 
forth the firſt and leaſt edition of the Book of Martyrs, in Latrne, and atterwards return- 
ing into England, inlarged and twice reviſed the ſame in our own language. 

The ſtory is ſufficiently known of the two * Servants , whereof the one told his 
Maſter, he would do every thing, the other (which was even Eſop bimelf, ) ſaid he could 
do nothing, rendering this reaſon, becauſe his former fellow ſervant would leave him no- 
thing to do. But in good earneſt, as to the particular fubjeR of our Engliſh Martyrs , 
Mr. Fox hath done every thing, (leaving poſterity nothing to work upon) and to thoſe 
who ſay, he hath overdone ſomthing, we have returned our anſwer * before.

R1cnanrp Sur r ox, Eſquire, was born at Knaith in this County , bred 4 
Souldier in his Youth, and was ſomwhat of Pay-Maſter by his place , much mony there- 
fore paſſing through, ſome did lawfully ſtick on his fingers, which became the bottom 
of his tuture Eſtate. He was afterward a Merchant in Loxdes, and gained great 
Wealth therein, Such who charge him with Purblindneſs ia his ſoul, looking too 
cloſe on the earth, do themſelves acquit him from oppreſſion, that though Terax, he 
was not Rapax, not Guilty of Covetouſneſs , but Parcimony.

Sir Thomas Frovvick Knight, was born at Elznge in this County, ſon to The- | 
mas Frowick Eſquite 3 By his Wite, who was Daughter and Heire to Sir Fob Sturgeon, | 
Knight, (giving tor bis Armes, AXure three Sturgeons, Or, under a fret Gules)) bred in 
the ſtudy of our Municipal Law, wherein he attained to ſuch eminency , that he was 
made Lord Chief Fuſtice of the Common Pleas, on the 39 of September , in the 18 year 
of the Reign of King Hepry the ſeventh, 
Four years he fate in his place, accounted the Oracle of Law in his Age , though one 
of the youngeſt men that ever enjoyed that Office, He is reported to have dyed florids 
Juventute , betore full forty years old, and lyeth buryed with Foane his Wite , 1n the 
Church of Finc/ley in this County, the Circamſcription about his Monument being 
defaced ; onely we underſtand that his Ceath hapned on the ſeventeenth of Ofober , 
1506, He left a large Eſtate to his two Davghters, whereof Elah the Eldeſt was mar- 
ried to Sir Fohn Spelman (one of the Fuſtices of the Kings Bench) Grand- Father to Sir 
Henry that Renowned K night. 
Sr W1iiilam STAMFORD, Knight , was of Staffordian extraftion , 
rt his Grand: Father living at Rowley in that County. But William his Father was 
Merchant in London, and purchaſed Lands at Hadley in Middleſex , where Sir William 
born Avguſt 22, 1509.

As Lame as St, Giles Criple-gate.} 

St. Giles was by Eirth an Athenian » of noble ExtraRion and great Eſtate , but 
quitted all for a ſolitary Life. He was viſited with a Lamenefſe ( whether natural or 
caſual I know not ) but the Tradition goes, that he deſired not to be healed thereof 
for his greater mortification: if ſo, his Judgement differed from all the good Lame- 
en 1n the Goſpel , importunate tor eaſe trom their infirmity. He is accompred the 
Patron of Crzples ; and whereas Churches dedicated to other Saints of better Footman- 
ſhip , get the ipeed ot him and come into the City, generally Lame St. Giles laggeth 
behind in the Suburbs , as in London, Cambridge, Saligbury , &c. 

Criplegate was fo called betore the * Conqueſt, from Criples begging of Paſſengers 
therein. And indeed they may preſcribe for their Cuſtome , ever {ince the Lame- 
max begged an Alms ot / eter and Tohy at the beautiful Gate of the Temple. 

This Proverb may ſcem guilty of falſe Herauldry, Lamenefſe on Lameneſſe , and. 
in common Diſcourle, is ſpoken rather metrrily then mourafully of ſuch, who for {ome 
light hurt , lagg behind, and ſometimes is applied to thoſe , who out of Lazineſle

However, ſeeing in later times it hath 
been counted but a Courſe and homely name, and ſome Proverbs of Contempt haye 
been caſt thereon : it hath ſince been mollified into Fare, ( ſounding finer it ſeemes 
toan Engliſh eare ) though this modern name will hardly be found in any Engliſh wri- 
ter three hundred yeares ago.

His Learned book, in what cafe a Divorce is lawtull, with his Sermons againſt $4- 
criledge, and ſtating of the Popes ſupremacy, in 4 Sermons, injoyned on him by King 
James, ( to clear his cauleleſle aſperſion ot favouring Popery ) and never fince reply- 
ed unto by the Rowiſh party, have made him famous to all poſtericy. He was atter- 
wards removed to the Biſhoprick of Durham, but continned not long therein z tor he 
dyedin the 75 year of his Age, 6th of February, Anno Domini 1631, and was buried 
in St, ”auls in London, 

Joun Davzsnanr D.D. botmin Watling ſtreet, was fon to Fohn Dave- 
nant a Wealthy Citizen, whoſe father was of Dawenants lands in Eſſex, When an 1n- 
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fant newly able to go, he fell dowa a high pair of ſtaires, and rifing up at the borrome 
ſmiled, w:thout having any harme ; God and his good Angels keeping tif for turther 
ſervice in the Church. 

When a child, he would rather own his own frowardneſſe , than anothers fattery, 
and when ſoothed up by the ſervants, that not John but ſome other of his brothers did cry; 
He would rather appear in his own face, than wear their diſguiſe ; returning, that it was 
none of his brotherc, but John only cryed. 

He was bred firſt Fellow-Commoner, then Fellow, then Margaret Profeſler, then 
Maſter ot Queens: Colledge in Cambridge. Ar a publick Eletion, he gave his negative 
voice againſt a near Kiniman, and a moſt excellent * Scholar z Coſen ( (aid he ) / will 
ſatssfie your father, that you have worth , but not want enough to be one of our Society. 

Returning from the Synod of Dort, he was elected Biſhop of Sarum, 1621, 

Aſter bis Conſecration being to pertorm ſome perſonal Service to King Fames at 
Newmarket , , he retuſed to ride on the Lords Day, and came ( though a Day later to 
the Court ) nolefle welcome to the King , not only accepting his excuſe; bur alſo 
commending his ſeaſonable forbearance, 

Taking his leave of the Colledge,and of one Fohn Rolfe, an ancient ſervant thereof, 
he deſired him to pray for him, And when the other modeſtly rerurned, that he rather 
needed his Lordſh:ps Prayers : Yea Fohn (ſaid he) and I need thine too, being now to 
enter into a Calling wherein | ſhall meer with many and great Temptations. Prefuit 
qu profuit, was the Motto wtitten in moſt of his Books , the ſenſe whereot be practi- 
led in his Converſation, 

He was humble in himfelf , and (the Conſequence thereof ) charitable to others. 
Indeed once invited by Biſhop Field, and not well pleaſed with tome Roiſting Com- 
pany there, he embraced the next opportunity of departure after Dinner. And when 
Bilhop Field, proferred to light h:m with a Candle down Stairs , My Lord z my Lord 
(ſaid he?) let ws lighten others by our unblameable Converſation , for which Speech ſome 
lince have ſeverely cenſured him , how juſtly I interpoſe not. Bur let others unrela- 
ted unto him write his CharaRter,whoſe Pen cannot be ſuſpeRed of Flatrery, which he 
when living did hate, and dead dd not need. 

Weread of the Patriarch ! ſrael that the time drew nigh , that he * muſt dye ; Muſt, 
a neceſſity of it, Such a decree attended this Bifl,op happy to dye,before his 0rder (to!

He was atterwards preterred Maſter of Peterhouſe , Dean of Windſor » Biſhop of 
Norwich and Zly: Some in the Long Parliament fell ſo heavily on him , that he wa 
impriſoned in the Tower almoſt fifteen years, and his cauſe never heard. Surely had the 
inppoſers been the ſufferers hereof , they would have cryed it up tor a high piece of inju- 
ſftice.

*Sir Tnomas Mon ns was, Ann Domini 1480 born in Milkftreet London, 
(the brighteſdtar that ever ſhined in that Yia lad7ee) ſole Son to Sir Fohn More Knight, 
one of the Juſtices ot the Kings Bench. 

Some have reported him of mean parentage , meerly from a miſtake of a modeſt 
word y in an Epitaph of his own making on his Monument in Chelſey Church. 

W here Neb:lis 15 taken not in the civil but Common Law ſenſe, which alloweth none 
Noble under the degr2e of Barons. Thus men cannot be roo wary what they ig- 
{cribe on Tombs , which may prove a Recard ( though not in Law, in Hiftory ) to po- 
ſerity. | 

He was bred firſt in the Family of Arch-biſhop Morten, then in Canterbary Colledge| 
(now taken into Chriſt Church) in Oxford, where be profited more in two, then many aj 
ten years continuance. | 
Thence he removed to an Inn of Chancery called New Inn , and from thence to 
Lincolns Inn , where he became a double Reader. Then did his worth prefer him to be 
Judge in the Sheriffe of Londons Court, whilſt a Pleader in others. And although he 
only choſe ſuch cauſes which appeared juſt to his Conſcience, and never took Fee of 
Widow, Orphane or poor perſon ; he gained in thale days fowr hundred pounds per 
annum. | | 
Being made a Member of the Houſe of Commons, he oppaſed King Heyry the Se- 
venth, about money for the Marriage of his Daughter Margaret : Whereat the King 
was much diſcontented » when a Courtier rold him, that a Eardlſe Boy ( beard was ne- 
ver the true Standard of brains ) had obſftruited his defires. Which King being as cer- 
tain , but more ſecret then h#s ſon in his revenge, made More the mark of his Diſplea- 
ſure , who to decline his anger had travelled beyond the Seas, had not the Kings going 
into another World ſtopped his journey. | 

King Henry the Eighth coming tothe Crown , and defirous to ingratiate himſelf by 
preferring popular and deſerving perſons , Kaighted Sir Thomas , and made him 
Chancelour of the Dutchy of Lancaſter, the Kings perſonal patrimony. 

Finding him faithful in leſſer matters ( according to the method of the Goſpel ) he 
made him in effect Ruler of all , when Lord Chancelour of England ; a place wherein 
[he demeaned himfelt with great integrity , and with no leſs expedition. In teſtimo- 
ny of the later , it is recorded , that calling for the next cauſe , ic was returned unto 
him , there are no more to be heard , all Suits in that Court depending , and ready 


= hearing , being finally determined, Whereon a Rhythmer. 
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When More ſome years had Chanceler bcen , 
No more ſuits did remain ,

Falling into the Kings diſpleaſure for not complying with him about the Queens di. 
vorce , he ſeaſonably re{igned his Chancellours Place , and retired to his Houſe in 
Chelſey, chiefly imploying himſelf in writing againſt thoſe who were reputed Hererticks. 
And yet it is obſerved to his Credit ( by his great friend Eraſmus ) that whileſt he was | 
Lord Chancellor no Proteſtant was put to death,and it appears by ſome paſlages in his

| Herather ſoyled his Fingers then dirtied his hands :n the matter of the holy Maid 
of Kent , and well wiped ic off again. Bur his refuſing ( or rather not accepting ) the 
Oath of Supremacy, ſtuck by him , for which he was 16. Months impriſoned in the 
Tower » bearing his afflitions with remarkable patience He was wont to ſay that his 
paturdl temper was ſo tender, , that he could not indure a philip ; But a ſupernatural Princs- 

(we ſee) can countermand, yea help natural impertections. 

In his time (as till our Memory ) Tower Priſoners were not dyeted on their own , 
but on the Kings charges ; The Lieutenant of the Tower providing their Fare for them. 
And when the Lieutenaar ſaid that he was ſorry that Commons were no better, 7 like 
( ſaid Sir Thomas ) Tour Dyet wery well, and it I diflike it , 7 pray turn me out of Dores. 

Not long after he was beheaded on Tower hill, 153. . He left not above oxe hun- 
dred pounds a year Eſtate, perfeRly hating Covetoulneſle as may appear by his refu- 
fing of four or five* thouſand pounds offered him by the Clergy. Among his Latin Books 
his 4:9pi4 beareth the Bell , containing the 7dea of a complear Common-wealch in an 
Imaginary Ifland (but pretended to be lately diſcovered in America) and that (o live- 
ly counterfeited , that many at the reading thereot miſtook ir for a real truth. Inſo- 
much,that many great Learned men, as Budews y and Fohannes Paladanus , upon a 
fervent zeal , wiſhed that ſome excellent * Diwizes might be ſent thither ro preach 
Chriſts Goſpel; yea,there were here amongſt us at home ſundry good men and Learned 
Divines , very defirous to undertake the Voyage to bring the People to the Faith of 
|Chriſt , whole manners they did fo well like. 


By his only Son Mr. Fob More , he had five Grandchildren , Thomas and Auguſtin 
born in his Life time , who proved zealous Romaniſts ; Edward, Themas and Fartholo-' 
mew (born after his Death) were firm Proteſtants,and Thomas a married Miniſter of the 

Church of Englaus. |

He afterwards effeually applyed his Studies in our municipal Law,wherein he attain- 
ed to great eminency.He was by King Henry the Eighth,created Baron of Titchborne at 
Hampton Court , fanuary the firſt, 1543. and in thenext year about the beginning of 
May by the ſaid King made Chancelor of England, Bur in the firſt of King Edward the 
Sixth , he was removed from that place ( becauſe a conſcienciouſly Rigorous Roma- 
niſt ) though in ſome reparation he was advanced to be Earl of Southampton, He dyed 
at his Houſe called Lzncolns place in Holborn, 1550. the 30. of 1uly , and lyes buryed at 
St. Andrews in Holborn. 

William Pacsr Kaight, was born * in this City of honeſt Parents, 
who gave him picus and learned education , whereby he was enabled to work out his 
own advancement; Privy-Councellour to 4 ſucceſſive princes, which, though of diffe-' 
rent perſwaſtons , agreed all in this , to make much of an able and truſty Miniftr of 
State. 

1. King Henry the Eighth made him his.Secretary , and imployed him Embaſſador 
to Ch, the Emperor and Francs King of Fraxce. 

2. King Edward the Sixth made him Chancellor of the Dutchy , Comptroller of 
his Houſhold, and created him Baron of Beaudeſert. 

3- Queen Mary made him Keeper of her privy Seal. 

4. Queen Elizabeth diſpenced with his attendance at Court, in favour to his oreat 
Age, and highly reſpe&ed him. 

Indeed Duke Dudley in the dayes of King Edward ignominiouſly took from him the 
Garter of the Order z quarrelling, that by his extraction he was not qualified for the 
ſame. Bur if all be true which 1s reported of this Dukes * Parentage, he of all men 
was moſt unfit to be active in ſuch an imployment. But no wonder it his Pride wrong- 
tully ſnatched a Garter from a Subject , whoſe Ambition endevoured to deprive two 
Princes of a Crown. This was reſtored unto him by Queen Mary, and that with Ce- 
remony and all ſolemn accents of honour, as to a * perſon, who by his pradence had me- 
rited much ot the Nation. He dyed very old, anno 1563, and his Corps (as I remem- 
ber ) are buryed in Lzchfield , and not in the Vault under the Church of Drayton in 
Middleſex where the reſt of that Family , I cannot ſay lye ( as whoſe Coffins are ere- 
Red ) but are very compleatly + 4 wr in a peculiar poſture , which I meer not with 
elſewhere z the horrour of a Vaulc,being much abated with the Lightneſſe and Sweet-

Tromas WenrtvvoRrTH, was born ( his Mother coming caſually to

Narrow 
ſearch was made afrer his perſon, yea a thouſand _ (a bair his politique enemies 
made ſure would have been bir at,) promiſed to fuch who ſhould betray hini, Yer 
God (whoſe Angels»were his Life-guard) miraculouſly preſerving hum our of the 
hands of his enemies, he ſafely paſſed over invo France tothe Queen his mother, 
During his continuance beyond the Seas, great were the proffers rendered unto him 
if fotſaking the Proteſtant Religion ; bur alas ! as foon mighr the impotent waves te- 
move the moſt ſturdy rocks, as they'once unfix him; ſuch is conſtancy, whom nei- 
ther the frowns of 'his afflitions;tior ſmiles of ſecular advantages, could make to wap 
from his firſt principles. 
Ar length his piery and Patience were rewarded by God, with a bappy reſtitation 
co his undopbted Dominions, and he after a long and redious exile, landed at Dover, 
May 25, 1660. to the great joy of his three Kingdomes.

And now it is my hearty prayer,that God who appeared ſo wonderful in his Reſtau- 
ration, would continue ſtill Gracious to uSin his Prefervarion,confounding the plots of 
his adverſaries, that upon him and his poſterity the Crown may flouriſh torevet, 
M a x r eldeſt daughter 'of King Charles the firſt and Queen Mary, was born at 
Saint Fames's November 4.

Yet ſuch her 
ſignal patience that ſhe underwent the weight of 'ſo many heavy afflitions (ſufficient 
to break the back of a mean Chriſtian) with a courage far ſurpaſſing the weakneſs of 
her ſex, But amidſt theſe her calamities God was pleaſed to remember mercy, blel- 
ſiog her the November enſuing with a hopeful ſon. | | 

The complexion of the cimes beiag altered in England, ſhe came over to congratulxe 
the happineſs of her Brother his miraculous reſtitution. When behold ſicknels arreſts

He help'd in the building of the new ſtructure of Lincolns-1nn, when having a Trowell 
in his hand, he had a book in his pocket. 

Some gentlemen pitying that his parts ſhould be. buried under the rubbiſh of ſo 

mean a Calling,did by their bounty manumiſe him freely to follow his own ingenuous 
inclinations. Indeed his parts were not {o ready to rus of themſelyes as able to anſwer 
the ſþkr, {0 that it may be truly ſaid of him,that he had an Z/4borate wit wrought out 
by his own induftry. He would fit filent in learned company, and ſuck in (befides 
r7ne) their ſeveral humors into his obſervation. W hat was ore in others, he was able 
to refine to himſelf, 
He was paramount in the Dramatique part of Poetry, and taught the Stage an ex- 
at conformity co the laws of Comedians, His Comedies were above the Yolge, 
(which are onely tickled with down right obſcenity) and took not fo well at the firſt 
oke as at the rebound, when beheld the ſecond time; yea they will endure reading,and 
that with due commendation, fo long as either ingenuity or learning are faſhionable in 
our Nation, It his Jater be not ſo fpriteful and vigorous as his firſt pieces, all that are 
old wiil, and all that defire to be old, ſhould excule him therein. 

He was not very happy in his children, and moſt happy in thoſe which died firſt, 
though none lived-to furvive him, This he beſtowed as part of an Epitaph on his eldeſt 
lon, dying in infancy.

I con- 
eſs, there isa lazy kind of learning,which is onely 1uaical ; when Scholars (like adders 
which onely bite the horſe heels) nibble but at the Tables, which are calces librorum, 
vegleRting the body of the book, Bur, though the idle deſerve no Crutches, (let 
not a ſtaff be uſed by them, but on them,). pity it is the weary ſhould be denied the 
benefit thereof, and induſtrious Scholars prokubited the accommodation of an Index,

That they ſhall difiribute to the ſeweral Hoſpitals of Chriſt-church,

My Will, Intent, and Meaning 3s, that the ſaid Mayor, and Commonalty, 
and their Succeſſors, and that the ſaid Wardens and Commonalty of the 
Mercers, ſhall permit and, ſuffer ſeven perſons, by them from time to 
time to be eleGied and appointed as aforeſaid,to meet and ſufficiently I:arned to 
read the ſaid ſeven LeSures, to have the occupation of all my ſaid Manſion 
houſe, Gardens, &c, for them aud every of them there to inhabite, ſtudy, 
and daily to read the ſaid ſeveral Lefiures.

It is ay ill wind which bloweth no man good, even Storms bring pYrecks to the Ad- 
miral, The cruelty of Duke D' Alva, as it blew the Dutch out off their own, brought 
them into this City, and with them their ManufaQures, which the Engliſh quickly 
learned trom them, until Norwich became the Staple of ſuch Commodities for the 
whole Land. For the nimble wooffe its artificial dancing in ſeveral poſtures about the 
ſtanding r-arpe, produceth infinite varieties in this kind. 

Expect not I ſhould reckon up their ſeveral names, becauſe daily increaſing, and 
many of them are binominews, as which, when they begin to tire in fale, are quickned 
with a new name. In my child-hood there was one called Stand-far-of, (the —_ 
ot Hypocriſie) which ſeemed pretty at competent diſtance, bur diſcovered its courl- 
neſs, when nearer to the eye, Allo Perpetuano, ſo called from the laſting thereo!, 
(though bur a counterteit ot the.cloaths of the 7ſraelites, which endured in the PVill- 
derneſs 40. * years,) Satiniſco, Bombicino, Italiano, 8c. Comineus (aith, that a Favw7te 
mult have an handſome name, which his Prince may eaſily call on all occaſions; fo a 
pretty pleaſing name, complying with the Byers fancy, much befriendeth a S:uffe 10 
the ſale thereof.

The Buildings. 


The Cathedral therein is large and ſpacious, though'the root in the Cloyſters be 
moſt commended. When ſome twenty years fince, I was there, the top of the 
Steeple was blown down, and an Officer of the Churce rold me, That the wind had 
done them much wrong, but they meant not to put it up, whether the wrong or the ſteeple, 
he did not declare. 

Amongſt private houſes, the Duke of Norfolks palace is the greateſt I ever ſaw in 
a City out of London. Here a covered Bowling-alley (the firſt I believe of that kind 
in England, ) on the ſame token, that when Thomas, laſt Duke of Norfolk, was taxed 
for aſpiring (by marriage of the Q, to the Crown of Scotland, ) he proteſted ro Queen 
Zlizabeth, char, when he was in his Bowling: alley at * Norwich) he accounted himlſelt as 
a King in Scotland. . 
As tor the Biſhops Palace, it was formerly a very fair ſtruRure, but lately unleaded, 
and new covered with tyle by the purchaſers thereof. Whereon a wag not unwittily,

Indeed there be many thatch'd houſes in the City, ſo that Zuther (if ſummoned by 
the Emperour to appear in this place) would have altered his expreſſion, and ſaid in- 
ſtead of Tyles of the houſe, th at if every Straw on the roof of the heuſes were a Divel, not- 
withtandipe he would make his appearance. However, ſuch hatch is ſo artificially done

Phyſicians. 


Jonn Gos rt 1 born in this * City, was firſt Fellow, and afterwards Maſter 
of Caius-colledge in Cambridge, Protor of the Univerlity, and twice Vice-chancellour 
thereof : a general Scholar,eloquent Latiniſt, a rare Phyfician, in which faculty he was 
Regis Profeſſor. A ſri man in keeping, and Magiſtrate in preſſing the Statutes of 
Colledge and Univerſity, and a ſevere puniſher of the infringers thereot. And here, 
courteous Reader, let me inſert this pleaſant paſſage (ſeeing Cato himſelt may ſome- 
times ſmile) withour offence. 

I remember when this Door was laſt Vice-chancellour, ic was highly penal for 
any Scholar to appear in boots, as having more of the Ga/{ant,rhen Civil Student there- 
in, Now a Scholar undertook for a ſmall wager, much beneath che penalty, to ad- 
dreſs himſelf ocreated unto the Vice-chancellour, which was beheld by others as a de- 
ſperate adventure, Carrying his ſtate ia his Urinal, he craved his adviſe for an here- 
ditzry numaeſs in his legs, (and ſomething of truth therein) which made him in his 
habite ro treſpaſs on the Univerſities Statutes, to keep them warme, The Vice- 
chancellour pitying inſtead of pun ſhing him, prefcribed him his beſt receipts, and ſo 
by this fraus honeſta, he effeted his defires. 

This Doctor was a worthy BenefaRour to Katharine-hall (tro which he had no rela- 
lion, ſave what his bounty created,) beſtowing thereon the fair Bull-iz», of conſide- 
rable value. It he who giveth a nights lodgrng to a ſervant of God, ſhail not loſe 
his reward, certainly he that beſtoweth 7» and al! upon the ſons of the Prophets, ſhall 
ind full compenſation. The rather, becauſe that Hall pent tormerly tor lack of 
ground, and complaining with the ſons * of the Prophets, — the place where we 
dwell, is too ftrait for us ; may now ſay with * Iſaac, The Lord hath mage room for us ; 
by this convenient addition. He died in his Vice-chancellour ſhip Anno 1625. 

Joun Ca1us born ia this City, ſon to Robert Cains, was bred Fellow in Gon- 
vile hall in Cambridge. Hence he travailed into Italy, where he ſtudied mach and 
wrote ſeveral learned Treatiſes. Returned home, became Phyſician to Queen Mary, 
and improved Gunwile-hall into a Colledee He beſtowed good land qn,erected fair build- 
'ngs in, bequeathed thritty ſtatutes ro, produced a proper Coat of Arms tor, and im- 


poled a new name on this Foundation, Gonvile and Caine Colledge, He wrote an 
excel.

the ſame to ſuch who with him ſuffered baniſhmeot ifor their Religion,) wherein he 
relateth the accidents of his life, I cannot attain to any certainty in the date of his

BenefaSors to the Publique. 


Wi1itliam BalrmMmaAn was born in this * City, bred in Cambridee, and 
afterwards became firſt Arch- deacon, and then by King Edward the third made Biſhyp 
of this his Native See, - One of an high ſpirit to maintain the profit and priviledges 
of his place, and I charicably preſume him watchful over his (beep, (ſouls ſubjeRed to 
his charge) becauſe he was ſo careful of his Deer, for the ſtealing whereof, he enjoyn- 
ed * penance to Robert Lord Morley, and making him perform them, in the Cathearal of 
Norwich, notwithſtanding the X7»es threatning Letters to the contrary, 

This Prelate in his travails beyond the Seas, perceiving that our Eneliſh Common- 
law was Out-lawed in thofe parts, and apprehending the abſolute neceſſity thar the 
En7liſh ſhould have Skill in the Cannon and Civil-laws,(tor the managing of foreign Ne- 
eotzations) erected a Colledge in Cambridge, called Trinity-hallytor the Study thereof, As 
he was Father to Trinity, he was Foſter-father to Gonwil- hall, in the ſame Untverſuy, re- 
moving it to a more convenient place, building, and ferling the Revenues thereof, ac- | 
cording to the Will of the Founder. King Edward the third, reſolving to follow his 
Title tothe Crown of France, (ent this Biſhop to the Pope, to acquaint him with his x- 
'tentions, in which Embaſſage he died at Avenion 1354,

Northamptonſhire challengeth that all the Rivers running through, or by it, are its 
Natives, as bred in it, (which arguerh the elevation, and height ot-the ground thete- 
of,) which I believe no other County in E»eland can ſay. Beſides, it lendeth me 
conſiderable Rivers Avon to Warwick, and Cherwell to Oxfordſhire. | 

'The language of the common people is generally the beſt of any Shire in England, 
A proof whereof, when a Boy, Ireceived trom a hand-labouring-man herein, which 
ſince hath convinced my Judgement : We ſpeak 7 believe (ſaid he) as good Engliſh 
any Shire in England, becauſe, thongh in the ſinging Pſalms, ſome words are uſed to make 
the Meeter unknown to us; yet the laſt tranſlation of the Bible, which no doubt was done 
by thoſe learned men in the beſt Engliſh, agreeth perfeitly with the common ſpeech of un 
Conntry.

In latine Sal Petre, rather ſo called, becauſe exudat e petris, it uſually ſweats out of | 
rocks, then, becauſe it is wiought up at the laſt ro a rocky or a ſtony conliſtency. | 
Some conceive it utterly unknown to the ancients, which learned Hoffman will not | 
allow, onely it was diſguiſed unto them, under the name of Sal »;trum, though our | 
modern uſe was unknown unto them, that Pulvis nitroſus, or Gun-powder might be 
made thereof. Ir is iveuc5@-, what will eaſily take fire, the beſt Teſt of the goodneſs: 
chereot. 

But, why is Salt-peter (common to all Counties) inſiſted on in Northamptonſhire * 


ſtrucions, which are made by that, which is made thereof, All that I will adde of 
Salt-peter, is this, I have read in a learned * Writer that Salt- peter-men, when they have 
extraited Salt- peter out of a floor of earth one year, within three or four years after, they | 
find more generated there, and do work it over again.

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Pigeons. 


Theſe of all fowls, live moſt ſociably in a Common-wealth together, ſeeing their 
government 15 not, as Bees, Monarchical. They are generally reported withour gall, 
anderſtand it, their gall is not (ſequeſtred into a diſtin& veſle), as in other creatures. 
Otherwiſe we find the effeRs thereof in their animoſities among themſelves, (whoſe 
Bills can peck as well as kiſs) as alſo (it their Crops be not clearly drawn,) in the bir- 
terneſs ot their flzſh, They are moſt (witt in flight, and the ſteerage ot their Tails 
conduceth much to their ſteddy mounting upright. An envious man, having caughc 
his neighbours Pigeons in a Net, feeding on his Stack, pluck d off their Tails and ler 
them go. Which, though they could fly forward home, yer were ſoon after found 
dead 1n the Dove: coat, famiſhed tor want of tood, as unable ro fly up perpendicularly, 
and ſo outat the Lower. 

Pigeons, againſt their wills, keep one Lent for ſeaven weeks in the year, betwixt the 
poing out of the old, and growing ap of the new grain. Probably, our Engliſh 
would be found as docible and ingenious, as the Turk:ſh Pigeons, which carry letters 
from Aleppo to Babilon, it trained up accordingly. Bur ſuch practices, by theſe Wine- 
poſts, would ſpoil many a Foot-poſt, living honeſtly by that paintul vocation, 
| find a grievous Inditment drawn up againſt the paor Pigeons tor felony, as the 
grand plunderers of grain in this Land. My * Author compuring ſix and twenty 
thouſand Dove-houſes in England and Wales, and allowing five hundred pair in each 
Houle, four buſhels yearly tor each pair, hath mounted the annual waſt they make to 
an incredible ſum. And, if the moity of his proportions hold true, Doves may be 
accounted the cauſers of dearth, and juſtly anſwer their Ecimology in Hebrew Fonah, 
which is deduced trom a root, ſignifying to ſpoil or to deſtroy, The Advocates for 
Pigeons plead, that they pick up ſuch looſe corn, which otherwiſe would be loſt, and 
uſeleſly troden into the earth ; that probably Divine Providence, which feederh the 
fowls, by ſome natural inſtin&t direteth them to ſuch grain, which would be barren 
and fruitleſs, that their dung, incredibly fruitful for the manuring of ground, abun- 
dantly recompenſerh the ſpoil done by them. 
| However, if Pigeons be guilty of ſo great ſtealth, they ſatisfie the law for the ſame, 
being generally kill'd for mans meat, and a corredFed-pigeom (let blood under both 
wings)is both pleaſant and wholeſome nouriſhmear. 


The ManufaGures. 


This County can boaſt of none worth naming, whereof this the reaſon, ſufficient 
the fruitfulneſs thereof in Corn, Graſs, (and what not zeceſſary tor nature * ) for it's 
plentiful ſubſiſtance. The Elder Brother who hath the znheritaxce of his own to main- 
tain him, need not to be bound an Apprentices let the younger turn Tradeſ-man, and #n- 
large his narrow portion by his znauſtry. It is enough tor Northamptonſhire to ſell their 
Wool, whilſt that other Coxntrys make cloath thereot. I ſpeak not this (though it be 
my Native .ountry) to praiſe Northampton(hire men for not uſing, but that Northamp- 
tonſhire men may praiſe God tor not weeding Manufattures, However the Town of 
Northampton may be ſaid to ſand chiefly on other mens Leggs, where (it not the beſt) 
the moſt and cheapeſt boots and ffockens are bought in England. 

I am credibly informed by a good friend, that the ManutaQture of Cloathing hath 
by prudent and able perſons, been endeavoured effectually (underſtand me in defign 
not ſucceſs) in this County, and yet (though fine cheir Wool) their Cloath ran (o 
coarſe, it could not be ſold without loſs z Thus God hath innated every Country 
with a Peculiar Genizs, and when Art croſleth Nature, neither ſucceed, bur both ex- 
Ceed, where both concurre.

Caſtle 4ſbby che Noble Manſion of the Earl of Northamptos ſucceeds, moſt beauti- 
fuil betore, a caſual fire deformed part thereof, But ſeeing fire is ſo furious a plug- 
derer, that it giveth whatſoever it taketh not away, the condition of this houſe is not 
ſo much to be condoled, as congratulated. Beſides theſe, there be many others, no 
County in Ergland, yeilding more Noble men; no Noble men in England, having 
fairer habitations. And although the Freeſtone whereot they be builr, keepeth not 
ſo long the white innocence, 25 Brick doth the bluſhing modeſty thereof z yer when the 
freſh luſter is abated, the full ſtate thereof doth fill remain, 


The Wonders. 


There is within the Demeaſnes of Boxehton, (the Barony of the Right Honorable 
Edward Lord Mountague,) a Spring which is conceived to rurn woodinto fone. The 
cruth is this, the coldneſs of the water incruſtateth wood (or what elſe fallech into it) 
on every fide with a ſtony matter, yet ſo that - it doth not tranſubſtantiate wood into 
ſtone. For the wood remaineth entire within, untill at laſt wholy conſumed, which 
giveth occaſion to the former erroneous relation, The like is reported of a Well 
in Cardia with the ſame miſtake, that 2uicquid inciait lapideſcit. But I have ſeen in 
Si4ney-colledge 1n Cambridge, a Skull brought thence, which was cazazed over with fone 
within and without, yet ſo as the bone remained intire in the middle, as by a caſual 
breach thereof did appear. This Skull was ſent for by King Charles, (and whilſt I| 
lived in the houſe) by him ſately again returned to the Colledge, being a Prince as 
defirous in ſuch caſes to preſerve others propriety, as to ſatisfie his own aurzofity.

Wellingborough-well. 


Some may conceive it called Wellingborough, from a ſovereign Well therein 4ncl- 
ently known, afterwards obſtructed with obſcurity, and re-diſcovered in our days.

Miirks per annum to Trinty-colledge, tor the ground whereon it is built, and left it free, 
aligning it a rent tor the diſcharge thereof. When the Kings Ditch in Cambridge made 
to defend it by its Strength, did in his time offend it with its Stenche , he expended a 
hundred marks to bring running water into ir, to the great conveniency of the {{niver- 
ſity. He was aterwards Bithop firſt of Bath and YYells,then of YYincheſter,being hugh- 
ly in favour with King Fames, who did ken a man of merrit, as well as any Prince in 
| Chriſtendome, He tranilated the works of King Fames into Latine, and improved his 
greatneſs to do good offices therewith. He died Anno Domini 1618. and lyeth bu- 
ried within his farr Monument, within his fairer Monument, I mean a goodly Tombe, in 
the Church of Bath, which oweth its well berng and beanty to his Munificence.

The Church of Lanaaffe was much beholding ro him; yea, the whole Church 
of England, yea, the whole Church Militant ; yea, many- now in the Church Trium- 
phant had had their memories utterly loſt on Earth, if not preſerved by his painfull 
enceavours in his Catalogue of Engliſh Biſhops. Iam ſorry to ſee that ſome have 
fince made fo bad ule of his good labours, who have lighted their Candles from his 
Torch, thereby meerly to diſcover the faults of our Biſhops, that their Perſonal fal- 
1ngs may be an argument againſt the Prelatical funition. He was tranſlated by Kng

Lord Chancellour of England.

import,) but it was in plain truth a perpetual Almanack. I ſay Almanack, which word 
though many make of A4rabick extractions a great * Antiquary will have it derived 
from the Dutch, Al-mon-aght, that is to ſay, Al-mon-heed, the regard or oblerva- 
tion of all Moos. However this work of Fohn was beheld as a Maſter-piece of 
that age, and ſence commented upon by other Writers. He flourithed 4uno Do- 
mini 1340. 

Royzznxr Hor cor was born ina * Village of this County ſo named, bred 
in the Univerſity of oxford, and afterwards became a Dominican in Northampton. A 
deep Scholar, and yet commended to be prudent 13 * rebus agendas, and accounted 
one of the greateſt School-men in that age.

of people nineteen courteſies together, and yet you may looſe their love, if you do but go 
over the ſtile before them, He was a bountitul Benetactor ro Szdpey-colledge, and build- 
ed and endowed an Almes- houſe at YVeckley in this County.

bread of fern roots. Bur this Sir Stephen Brownſent certain ſhips ro Dartz, whole ſea- 
ſonable return with Rye, ſuddenly ſunk grain to reaſonable rates, whereby many a 
languiſhing life was preſerved, Heis beheld one of the firſt Merchants who in want 
of Corn, ſhewed the Londoners the way to the Barx-door, I mean, into Spruſeland,

Bur this Robert Perpoint was Robert the younger, in diſtintion trom his Name-ſake- 
Anceſtor, who lived in great dignity under King Edward the Third, as by the follow-

He was afterwards termed the Black Prince, not ſo called fromhis 
complexion, which was fair enough (ſave when Sun-burnt in his Spantſh expedition) nor 
from his conditions, which were courteous (the conſtant attender of Yalonr;) but trom 
bis atchievements diſmal and black, as they appeared to the eyes of his enemies, whom 
he conſtantly overcame, *- 

Bur grant him black in himſelf, he had the fairef Lady to his Wife this Land agd 
that age did afford, vis. Foawe' Counteſs of Salisbury and Kent, which though for: 
merly twice a Widow, was the third time married unto him. This is ſhe whoſe Gay 
ter (wtfich now flouriſheth again) hath laſted longer than all the Wardrobes of the 
Kings had Queens in Englavd fince the Conqueſt, continued in the Kaighthood of 
that Order.

This Prince died before his Father at Canterbury in the 46. year of his age, An

and Lancaſter had been ended before begun, I mean, prevented in him, being a perſpn 
of merit and ſpirit, and in Senzor:ty before any ſuſpicion of ſuch diviſions. He left two 
Sons, Edward whio died at ſeven years of age, and Richard, afterwards King, ſecond of 
that name, both born in Fraxce, ' and therefore not coming within the compals of our 
Caralogue.

. :FHomaAs of Woedſtock, youngeſt Son of King Edward the third, and Queen Phi- 
lippa, was firnamed of Woodſtock, from the place of his Nativity, He was atterward 
Earl of-Zuckingham and Duke of Glonceſter, created by his Nephew King Richard the 
ſecond, who ſummoned him to the Parliament, by the Title of the Kings loving Upcle, 
He married 7ſabel one of the Co-heirs of Hamphrey Bohun Earl of Eſſex, in whoſe right 
he became Conſtable of England; a dangerous place, when it met with an «nroly me 
nager thereof. 

Bur this Thomas was only guilty of ill tempered Loyalty, loving the King well, but 
his own h»mors better, rather wilful than hurtful; and preſaming on the old maxime, 
Patrums eit loco Parentis, An Uncle ts in the place of a Father. He obſerved;the King t90] 
nearly, and checked him too ſharply ; whereupon he was conveyed to Calzs, and there 
ſtravgled, By whoſe death King Richard being freed from the cauſeleſs fear of an 
Uncle, became expoſed ro the cunning Plots of his Couſin German, Henry Duke of 
Lancaſter, who at laſt depoſed him. This Thomas founded a fair Colledee at Playſiein 
Eſſex, where his body was firſt buried with all So/emnity, and atterward tranſlated tg

From this place without ever having any orher preterment, Pope Clement the fitth 
created him Cardinal of St. S«b:nez though ſome conceive he wanted breadth propor- 
tionable to ſuch an height of dignity, having no other revenue to maintain it, Cardinals 
being accounted Kings fellow: in that Age. Others admire at the contradiQion be- 
twixt Fryers pi otefſion 3nd practice, that perſons ſo /ow ſhould be ſo high, ſo por ſo 
rich; which makes the ſame men to ſuipeR, that ſo chafte might be ſo wanton.

He did not, as .2vintilien faith of ſome, Occultis theſanr is 
incumbcre ;, but his learning was, #u #umerato, for his preſent uſing thereof. He was 2s 
o00d in the Schools as in the Pulpit, and very happy in his Diſputes with Papifts, tor 
in the Conference with F, Fiſher, (when Fiſher was caught in hs own Net) though 
Dr. White did wiſely caſt that Ner, Dr, Featly did help ſtrongly to draw it to the 
ſhores 

It ſcems, though he was in, yet he was not of, the late Aſſembly of Divines, as 
whoſe body was with them, whileſt his heart was at Oxf#rd: Yea, he diſcovered ſo 
much in a Letter to the Archbiſhop of Armagh, which being intercepted he was pro- 
| ceeded againſt as a Spie, and cloſely impriſoned, though finding ſome tayour ar laſt, he 
dyed in the Priſon College at Chelſey, Anno Dom. 1643. His Wites ſon hath ſince 
communicated to me his Pocket- Manual of his memorable obſervarions, all with his 
own hand ; but alas to be read by none but the writer thereof. 

Joun WaiTE (deſcended from the Whites in Hant-ſhire) was born at * Stantoy- 
St. Fohns in this County, bred firſt in zwincheſter, then New-college in Oxford, whereof 
he was Fellow ; and fixed at laſt a Miniſter art Dercheſter in Dorcet ſhire well nigh forty 
years, A grave man, yer without _ , as who would willingly contribute 
his ſhot of tacetiouſneſs on any juſt occafion, A conſtant Preacher, fo that in the 
coutſe of his Miniſtery he expounded the Scripture all over, and halt over again; ha- 
ving an excellent faculty in the clear and ſolid interpreting thereot. A good Gover- 
nor, by whoſe wiſdom the Town of Dorcheſter (notwithſtanding a caſual mercileſs 
fire) was much enriched; Knowledge cauſing Piety, Piety breeding Induſtry, and In- 
duſtry procuring Plenty unto it. A beggar was not then co be ſeen in the Town, all 
able Poore being ſet on work , and impotent maintained by the profit of a publique 
Brew- houſe, and other colleions, 

He abſolutely commanded his own Paſſions, and the purſes of his Pariſhioners, 
whom he could wind up ro what height he pleaſed on important occaſions, He was 
free from covetouſneſs, if not treſpaſſing on the contrary : and had a Patriarchal influ 
ence both in 0/d and New- England, yet towards the end of his dayes Factions and fond 
Opinions crept in his flock; a new generation aroſe, which either did not know, or 
would not acknowledge this good man z diſloyal perſons, which would not pay rhe due 


reſpe@ to the Crown of his old age, whereof he was ſadly and filently ſenfible. 
| He was choſen one of the Aflembly of Divines, and his judgment was much relied 
on therein. He married the fiſter of Dr. Burges, the great None-conformiſt, (who at- 
terwards being reclaimed wrote in the defence oft Ceremonies) by whom he left four 
ſons, and dyed quietly at Dorcheſter, Anno Dom.164 .. |

It fell chen under conſideration, that it was pity fo greac a bounty (ſ#bſtantial 
enough to ſtand of it ſelf) ſhould be * adjedFed to a former: Foundation z whereupon a 
new Coll-ge(tormerly called Broad-gates-hall in Oxford) was erected therewith by the 
naine of Pembroke-College, which ſince hath mer wich ſome conſiderable BenefaRors. 
May this the youngeſt College in England have the happinels of a youngeſt child, who com- 
monly have in their mothers love, what they lack in the /azd of their father, 

We muſt not forget, that the aforeſaid Thomas Tiſdall gave many other charitable 
Legafies, and deſerved very well of Abington-ſchool, founding an Uther cherein.,

GrorGr PLANTAGENSE T, youngeſt ſon to Edward the fourth, and Elizabeth

This County afforded none; as the word is reconfined in our Preface. Burt if it be a 
little enlarged, it bringeth within the compaſle thereof, 

Taxamas Garaxtr * younger ſon of William Gataker, wasa branch of an An- 
cient Family , ſo firmely planted by Divine providence at Gatacre-Hallinthis County, 
thatrhey have flouriſhed the owners thereof, by an nonintercupted ſuccceſſion, from 
the time of King Edward the Confeſlor, This Thomas being deſigned a Student for the 
Law,wasbrought up in the Temple, where in the raign of Queen Mary he was often 
preſent atthe examination of perſccuted people. Their hard uſage made him pity their 
perſons, and admirable patience to approve their opinions. This was no ſooner percei- 
vedby his Parents (being of the 01d perſwaſion) but inſtantly they ſent him over to Lovain 
nthe Low-Countries, to win him to a compliance tothe Popiſh Religion, and for his 
better encouragement ſerled on him an eſtate of One hundred pound per annum,old Rent, All 
would notdo. Whereupon his Father recalled him home,and revoked his own grant; 
to which his Son did ſubmit, as unwilling to oppoſethe pleaſure of his Parents, though 
no ſuch Revocation could take effect without his free conſent. He afterwards diverted 
' his mindfrom the moſt profitable , ro the molt neceſſary Study from Law, to Divinity : 
and finding Friends to breed him in Oxford,he became the profitable Paſtor of S. Edmonds 
In Luzbard ſtreet, London, where he dicd Anno leaving Thomas Gataker his Learned 
Son, (* of whom formerly) heirto his Paynes and Piery, 
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Prelates. 

Rournrr of Suxews BURY was in the reignot King John (but I darenotf, 
by him) preferred Bilhop of Bangor 1 197. Atterwards the King, waging war with 14. 
line Prince of Wales,took this Biſhop priſoner inhis own Cathedra/Church, and enjoyned | 
him to pay * Three hundred Hawkes for his ranſome.

Such who admire where the Biſhop ona ſudden ſhould furniſh himſelf with a ſtock 
of ſuch Fowl, will abate of their wonder, when they remember that about this time 
the Men of Norway (whence we have the beſt Hawkes) under Magnw their General, had 
poſſeſſed themſelves of the Neighbouring land of + Ang/e/ea. Beſides he might Rock 
himfelf out of the Aryesof Pembrook-/hire, where | Perigrines did plentifully breed, How 
evcr,this Biſhop appeareth ſomething humerous by one paſſage in his Will, whercinhe 
gave order that his Body ſhould be buried in the middle of the Market place F of Shranf: 
bury. Imputc it not ro bis profaneſs and contempt of Con/ecrated ground, but citherts 
his humility accounting himſelf unworthy thereot, or to his prudential fore-fight, that 
the fury of Souldiers (during the inteſtine War betwixethe Engii/band Welſb) wouldfal 
fierceſt on Churches, as the taireſt market, and men, preferring their profit before their 
Piety, would preſerve their Market-places, though their Churches were deſtroyed, 
He dicd Anno 1215. 

Roszrxr Burns, was fon to Robert, and brother to Hugh Lord Burnel, whoſe 
Prime Scat was at Afon-Barnel-Ceſtle in this County, He was by King Edward the Firſt 
preferrcd Biſhop of Bathand VVelks, and firſt Treaſurer, then Chancelor of England, He 
was well vers'din the Wellh affairs, and much us'd in managing them, and thathe 
might the more effc&ually attend ſuch employment , cauſed the * Court of Chancery 
to be kept at Brifu/, He got great Wealth wherewith he cnriched his kindred, andis 
{uppoſcd to have rebuilt the decayed Caſtle of AFon-Burnel on his own expence, And 
to decline envy for his ſecular ſtruRares left to his heirs, he built for his Succeſſors the 
beautiful Hall atYVels, the biggeſt room of any Biſhops Palace in Eng/and, pluckddown 
by Sir John Gabos (afterwards executed for Treaſon) in the rcign of King Edwadthx 
Sixth, 

Engliſh and Welſh affaires being ſetled to the Kings contentment , heemployed 
Biſhop Burnel in ſome buſineſſe about Scor/and, in the Marches whereof he died, 4m 
_— 1292. and his body, ſolemnly brought many miles , was buriedin his own C+ 
thcdral. 

Warrttr de Wtnr o cx Abbot of Weftminſter,was,no doubt,lo named from his 
Nativity in a Market Town in this County, I admire much that Matthew of VVef- 
minſter writeth him YVilliam de VVenleck, and that a Monk of VVe/iminſier ſhould (though 
not »7call) miſ-namethe Abbot thereof. He was Treaſurer * of England to KingE award 
the Firſt berwixt the twelfth and fourteenth year of hisreign , and enjoyed his Abbots 
Office fix and twenty years lacking ſixdayes. He died on Chriſtmaſle day at his Mannor 
of Periford in Gloceſter-ſhire 1307 , and was buried in his Church at VVe/tminſter, belides 
the High-Altar beforethe Preſbutery, without the South.dore of King Edward Shrine, 
where Abbas VYakerus non fuit Auſternsis part of his Epitaph, 

Ratyn of Suxzws BURY, born therein, was in the third of King Edvard the 
Third preferred Biſhop of Bath & V Fells. Being conſecrated without the Popes privity (3 
daring adycnture in thoſe dayes) he paid a large ſum to expiate his preſumption therenn. 
He was a' 200d Benefactor to his Cathedral , and beſtowed on them a Cheſt Port- 
cullis-like \barred withiron , able to hold out a ſiege inthe view of ſuchas beheldit 
Bur, what is of proof againſt Sacriledge? Some Thieves (with what Engines, unknow!) 
4n rhe reign of Queen Eheabeth, * forcedit open. 

But this Biſhopis moſt memorable for ereing and endowing a ſpacious ſtrudure for 
the Vicars-Choral of his Cathedral to inhabit together , whichinan old Picture 1 thus

He much 
ingratiated himſelf with the Country people by disforaſting Mend/p , Beet better plea- 
ſing the Huſbandmans palate than Veniſon. Heſate Biſhop thirty touryears, anddying 
AuguFt 14. 1363. licth buried in his Cathedral, where his Statue is done to the lite , 
Vives vivenes vultus vividiſſimi exprimens, ſaith my Authour.

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Rozzxr Mascat, Was bred (faith Bele in) and born (faith * Pitz poſitively) at 
Ludlow in this County , where he became a Carmelite. Afterwards he ſtudied in Oxford, 
and became ſofamous for his Learning and Piety,that he was made Confzor to Henry the 
Fourth, and Counſcllor to Henry the Fifth, Promoted by the tormer Biſhop of Hereford. 
He was one of the Three Engliſh Prelates which went to (and one of the Two which re- 
turnedalive from) the Council of Conftance. He died 1416 being buriedinthe * Church 
of Wiite-Friersin London, to which he had beenaneminent BenetaQtor. 

Ricuary Tarizors wasbornof Honourable Parentage in this County,as* Bro- 
ther unto JehxTalbote , the firſt Farl of Shrewsbury, Being bredin Learning, he was con- 
ſecrated Arch-biſhop of Dublin in Ireland 1417. He late rwo and thirty years in that See 
(being all that time a Privy Counſellor to King Henry the Fifth and Sixth) twice Chief 
Juftice, and once Chancelor of Ireland. 

He deſerved well of his Church (founding ſix petty Canons, and as many Choriſters 
therein) yea, generally of all re/and , writing * a Book againſt James Earl of Ormond, 
wherein he detected his abuſes during his Liewtenancy in Ireland. He died Auguſt the 15. 
1449. and lieth buried in Saint Patricks in Dwb/in under a marble ſtone , whereonan 
Epitaph is written not worthy the — 

The ſaid Richard was unanimouſly choſen Arch-biſhop of Armagh, a higher place, but 
refuſed to remove, wiſely preferring Safety, abovecither Hoxor or Profit. 

GzorGe Dar was born in this * County, and ſucceſſively Scholer, Fellow and 
Prove/e of Kings Colledge in Cambridge. Which he reteined with the Biſhoprick of | 
Chicheſier , to which he was conſecrated 1543- A moſt pertinacious Papiſt, who though 
he had madeſome kind of Recantationina Sermon (as I find it entred in king Edward 
the Sixth his own Diary) yet either the ſame was not ſatisfactory ; or elſe he relapſed 
into his errours again, for which he was deprived under the ſaid king, and reſtored 
again by Queen Mary, He died Anno Dom, 1556.

Sir Thomas BrxowLEr, was borne at Bromley in this County , of a right ancient 
Family, 1 aſſure you;bredin the Inner Temple, and General/Solicitorto Quzen Elizabeth, He 
afterwards ſuccecded Sir Nicholas Bacon, in the Dignity of Lord Chancellor , Aprill 25. 
1579. 

Now although it was difficult tro comeafter Sir Nicholas Bacon , andnot to come after 
him : Yet ſuch was Sir Thomas his Learning and Integrity (being charactred by my 
* Authors, Virjurs prudentiainſignts : ) That Court was not ſenſible of any conſiderable 
alteration, He poffeſſed his place about nine years, dying <Anno 1587, not bcing 60 
years* old, Hereby the pregnancie of his parts do appear, ſeeing by proportion oftime 
he was made the ®@weens Solicitor betorehe was 40, and Lord Chancellor before he was 50 
years old, Learning in Law may ſeem to runintheveins of that name, which ſince had 
a Baron of the Exchequer of his Alliance, 

Sir C1:ment EpmonDs was born at * Shrawardine in this County, and bred 
Fellow in <Ali-Souls ("olledgein Oxford, being generally skilled in all Arts and Sciences, 
Witneſs his faithfull Tranſlations of, and learned 1lu/trations on, Ce/ars C ommentaries. 
Say notthat Comment on Commentary was falſe Heraldry , ſeeing it is ſo worthy a work, 
that the Auchour thereof may paſs for an eminent inſtance to what perfeQion of 
Theorie they may atrain in matter of War, who were not acquainted with the Pra#ic 
part thereof, being only once employed by Queen Elizaberh, with a diſpatch to Sir Frar- 
ci Vere which occaſioned his prelenceat the Battail at Newport : For he doth ſo ſmartly 
diſcuſſe proand con, and ſeriouſly decide many Martialt Controverſies, that his judge- 
menttherein is praiſed by the beſt Military Maſters. 

King Iames taking notice of his Abilities, made him Clerke of the Council, and Knighted 
him : And he wasat laſt preferred Secretary of State, in the yacancy of that place, but, 
prevented by Death , a&tcd not therein. He died Anno 16 . . and lies buricd at Preſion 
in Northamptonſbire, where he purchaſeda fair E/ate , which his Grandchi/de doth poſſels 
at this day.

Some will have it To called from 
the Summerlinege, or temperate pleaſantnefſe thereof, With whom we 
= concurre, whilſt they confine their Etimologies to the Air, diſſent, if 
they-extend it to the Earth , which in winter isas winterly , deep anddirty, as any in 
England. The truth is, it is ſo named from Sommerton, the moſt ancient Town inthe

No Shire can ſhew finer ware which hath ſo large meaſure , being generally fruitful / 
though little moiſtry be uſed thereon.

Plumbers. For being of a harder Narure it is generally tranſported beyond the Seas, and 
imploy'dto make Bulletsand Shot, for which purpoſe't is excellent.

forſupport but oſtentation,)ſo that Salmuth ſaith, fourteen thouſand men were imployed 
for ſome years in building thereof. Our Baths-waters conſiſt of ? 

1 Bitumen, (which hath the predominancy,) fovercign to diſcuſs,glutinate, diflolve, 
open obſtructions, &«c. 

2 Niter, which dilatcth the Bitumen, making the ſolution the better, and water the 
clearer, It clenſcth and purgeth both by Stool and Vrine, cutteth and diſſolvcth grols 
Humours. 

3 Sulphur, In regard whereof, they dry, reſolve, mollific, attract, and are good for 
Vterine effects, procceding from coldand windy Humours. 

But how theſe Waters comeby their great heat, is rather controverted than conclu- 
dedamongſt the Learned. Some impure itto Wind or Airy Exhalations, included in 
the Bowcls of the Earth, which by their agitation and attrition (upon Rocks and narrow 
paſſages) gather Hear, and impart it tothe Waters. 

Others aſcribe it to the heat of the Sun, whoſe Beams picrcing through the Pores 
of the Earth, warm the Waters, and therefore ancicntly were called 4gu# Sold» both 
becauſe dedicated to, and made by the Sun, ——_ 
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Others attribute it to quick-lime,which we ſee doth readily heat any water caſt upon 
ir, and kindleth any combuſtible ſubſtanceputtherein, 

Others referre it to a Subterranean fire kindled in the bowels of the Earth, and 
aRually burning upon S#/pher and Bltwmen, 

Others imputethe heat (which is not deſtructive but generative joyned with moi- 
ſture) to the fermentation of ſeveral minerals. 

[tis the ſafer to relate all, than reje& any of theſe Opinions, each having both their 
Oppoſers and Defcnders, 

They are uſed alſo inwardly, in Broths, Beere, Juleps, &'c. with good effet. And 
although ſome miſlike it becauſe they will not mixe eMedicamenrs with Ali- 
ments, yet ſuch praftice beginneth to prevail. The worltI wiſh thefe waters is, that 
they were handſomly roofedover (as the moſt eminent Bathes in Chriſtendome ate, ) 
which, (beſides rhatit would procure great benefit to weak perſons,) would gain more 
| reſpect hither in Winter Time or more carly in the Spring , or more late in the Fall.

I can addnothing to, but muſt ſubtract ſome- 
thing from, what I have written of him in my Charch- Hitory, True itis he was the firſt 
Abbot of Exg/and, not in time but in honour , Glaginbury being the Proto- Abbaty then 
and many years after, till Pope Adrian advanced Sr. «Albans aboyeit. But, whereas it 
tolloweth if my * Book, That the tithe of Abbot till his time was unknown in England, 1 
admireby what caſualty ircrept in, confeſs ita foul miſtake, and defirethe Reader with 
his Pento delete it. More have not to ſay of Dxn#an , ſave that he died, Anno Dom. 
988. and his kill in S-ichery was ſo great, that the Gold-ſmiths in Londonare incorpo- 
rated by the Name of the Company of St. Dunſtaus.

Now whereas his Predeceſſors ſtiled themſelves Biſhops of Glafton, (eſpecially for 
ſome few years after their firſt Conſecration) He firſt fixed: on the Title of Bathand 
wells, andtranſmitted itto all his Succefſors. In his time the Monks of Glagenbary, being

very defirous tobeonly ſubjected to their own Abbot , purchaſed their Exemption, by 
parting with four fair Mannors to theSee of Wells. | 

This Foceline, after his return from his five years Exile in France , (baniſhed with 
Archbiſhop Langronon the ſame account of obſtinacy againſt King Johz)layed our him- 
{clf wholcly on rhe beautifying and enriching of his Cathedral. He ere&ed ſome new 
Prebends , and tothe uſeot the Chapter, appropiated many Churches, increaſing the 
revenues of the D/gntties , ( ſo fitter called than Profits ſo mean then their mainte- 
nance) andto the Epiſcopal See, he gave three Mannors of great value. He with Hugo 
Biſhop of Lincoln was the joynt Founder of the Hoſpital of St. Fobns in Wells, and on 
his own ſole coſt, built rwo very fair Chappels, one at VVokey , the other at YVels. But 
the Church of YYell; was the Maſter-piece of his Works, not ſo much repaired , aS1c- 
built by him, and well might he therein have been afforded a quiet repoſe. And yet 
ſome haveplundered his Tomb of his Effigies in Braſſe , being ſorudely rent off, it hath 
not only defaced his Monument, but even hazarded the ruin thereof. He fat Biltop 
(which was very remarkable) more thanthirty ſeven years , (God to Square his great 
undertakings giving him a long life to his /arge heart) and died 1242. 

Furxz of Samronv wasborn inthis County , bur in which of the Samford 
(there being tour of that name therein 8 none elſewhere in England) is hard (and not 
neceſſary) to decide. He was firſt preferred Treaſurer of St. Pawrin London, and then 
by Tape/ Bull declared Archbiſhop of Dublin , * 1256. Mr. Pars calleth him Fulk Baſſet 
by miſtake. He diedin his Mannor of Finglas 1271, and was buried inthe Church of 
St. Patrick, inthe Chappel of St. Maries which likely was erected by him.

He wrote many Books, though we have none of them extant at this day (ſome few 
fragments excepted,inſerted —_ the Manuſcript Canons) bur his aforeſaid Hiſtory. 
| This makes me more to wonder that ſo Learneda Cyitich as D*, * Gerrard Yoim ſhould 
attribute the Comedy of Aulzlaria in Plautms to this our Gildes , meerely becauſe that 
| Comedy is otherwiſe commonly called Suerulus. Whereas indeed their language is 
' different , that in Alularia tolerably pure (though perchance courſer than the reſt in 
Plhutw) whilſt the ſtyle of Gilda is hardly with ſenſe to be climbed over, it is ſo 4arſ& and 
bartarous.

I bchold Bri#ol as the ſtaple-place thereof, where alone it was anciently made, For 
| though there be a place in London nigl1 Cheap/ide called Sopers-/ane ,.it was never ſo named 
from that Commodity made therein (as ſome have ſuppoſed) but trom Alen le Soper, the 
long ſince owner thereof. Yea, it isnot above an hundred and fifty years, by the con- 
fſion of the * Chronicler of that Cty , ſince the firſt Sope was boyled in London. 
Before which time the Land was generally ſupplyed with Ca//zle trom Spain, and Gray- 
ſpe from Briſtol, Yea , atter that London medled with the making thereof, Bri/tol-ſope 
| (notwithſtanding the portage) was found much the * cheaper. 

Greatis the neceſſity thereof , ſeeing without Sope, our bodies would be no better 
than 4ire , before they are turned into duſt , men whilſt living , becoming noiſome to 
themſelves and others. Nor lefſe itsantiquity; For although our modern Sope made of 
Pot-aſhes and other ingredients, was unknown to the Ancient, yet had they vi 'ardaeyy , 
lomething which effectually ſupplicd the place thereof, making their Woollen clear, 
thcir Linnen-Cloth cleanly. C4ri/tis comparcd by the*Prophet to Fullers ſope, in Hebrew 
Borith, which word Arias Montazw in his Interlineary Bible reteineth untranſlated, but 
mhis Comment (following the example of St. Hierom) on the place, rendreth it Herba 
| fallonuw, expounding it to be Saponaria, in Engliſh gopeworth. Indeed, both Dodonew and 
| Gerardys writcth thereof, This plant hath no nſe in Phyſick, Yer, ſeeing nature. made nothing

Firſt, for his ſelf-conceale- 
ment, being No/cens omnia, & notus nemini, Secondly , for his intelligence , who can 
diſplay the decds of midnight at high noon, as ifhe hid himſelf inthe holes of their bed- 
ſtaves, knowing who were Cardinals Children, better than they knew their Fathers. 
Thirdly, for his unpartial boldneſs, He was madeall of tongue and teeth, biting what 
ere he rouch'd, anditbled what e're he bit; Yea, as if a General Council and P/quil 
were only above the Pope, he would not ſtick to tell where he trod his holy Sandals 
avry. Fourthly, forhis longevity, having lived ( or rather laſted) in Rome ſome hun- 
dreds of years, whereby he appears no particular perſon , but a ſaccefſive corporation of 
Seyriſte, Laſtly, for his impunity , eſcaping the Inquifirion whercot ſome aſſign this 
Raſon, becauſe hereby the Court of Rome comes to know her faults, or rather to know

He wrote no fewerthan three hundred Treatiſes, whereof 
moſtare extant in Manuſcript in Weſtminſter Library , which D*. Williams (his Succeſſor 
in the Se2 of Lincoln) intended þ to haye publiſhed in three fair Folio Volumes, had not the 
late troubleſome Times diſ-heartned him, Thus our Civil Warrs have not only filled us 
with Legions of lying Pamphlets, but alſo deprived us of ſuch a Treaſure of Truth, as 
this worthy Mans works would have proved to all _ 

He was a ſtout Oppoſer of Topi/h- Oppreſſion in the Land , and a /darp Reprover of the 
Corruptions of the Court of Rome, as we have largely declared in our Eccleſaſtical 
Hiſtory. Such the Piety of his Life and Death, that, though loaded with Curſes from 
the Pope, he generally obtained the Reputation of a Sai. 

Bellarmine (tarts a*,2ueſtion,whether one may pray lawtully to him & paint his Piture 
inthe Church, who is not Canonized by the Pope? and very gravely he determineth (a /Fort 
bne will ſerve ro fadom a allow water) that privately he may doit, and that a Picture of 
ſuch a Man may be painted in the Church, provided his head be not encompaſſed with 
a Radiated Circle as particular to Canonized Saints. Thus our Learned and Pions Robert muſt

| Ricxnaryd ANGERVILz, fonto S*, Richard Angervile Knight, was born at* Bury

' He was Governour to King Edward the Third whilſt Prince , and afterwards advanced 
by Him to be ſucceſſively his Coffercr, Treaſurer of his Wardrobe, Dean of wells, 
' Biſhop of Dure/me , Chancellour, and laſtly Treaſurer of England. He beſtowed on the 
poor every week Eight Puarters of * Wheat baked in Bread. When he removed from 
Dureſme to Newcaſtle (twelve ſhort miles) he uſed to give eight pounds /erling in Almsto 
the Poor, and ſo proportionably in other places berwixr his Palaces, He was a great 
lover of Books, conteſſing himſelf * Ex/tatics quodam librorum amore potenter abreptum, 
in ſo much that healone had more Books than all the Biſhops of England in that Age 
| put together, which ſtarely Library by his Will he ſolemnly bequeathed to the Vniyer- 
 fity of Oxford. The moſt eminent Foreigners were his Friends, and the moſt Learned 
| Engli/omen were his Chaplains,untill his death which happened Anno 1345. 
| Jonun Pascnar, waypornin this * County (where his name ſtill continueth) 
' of Gentle Parentage, bred a Carthuſtan and D, D. in Cambridge. A great Scholar and po- 
; pular Preacher. Bateman Bilhop of Norwich, procurcd the Popeto make him the umbra- 
| tile Biſhop of Scutari, whence he received as much profit, as one may get heat froma 
' Glow-worm. It was not long before, by the favour of King Edward the Third, he was 
removed from a very ſhadow toa lender ſubſtance, the Biſhoprick of Landafe ; wherein 
| hedied Anno Domini 1361. | 
| $1Mown SUDBURY, alias, Tis at ÞD, was bornat Sudbury, as greatas moſt, and 
 ancientasany Towninthis County. After many mediate preferments (let him thank 
the Popes proviſions) at laſt he became Arch-bilhop of Canterbury. He began two Synods 
with Latin Sermons in his own perſon,as rare in that age as blazing ſtars, and as ominous; 
forthey portended ill ſucceſſe ro Wickliffe and his followers. However this Si/mox Sud- 
bury, overawed by the God of Heaven, and Jobn Duke of Lancaſter, did not (becauſe he 
could not) any harms unto him. He was killed in the Rebellion of J. $5raw and Wat. 
Tyler, Anno Domini 1381, 

And although his fadowey Tomb (being no more than an honourary Cenotaph) be 
ſhown at Chriff-Cmrch in Canterbury; yet , his ſubſtantial Monument , wherein his 
Bones are depoſited, is to be ſeen in St. Gregories in Sudbury, under a Marble ſtone ſome- 
times inlayed all oyer with Braſs, /ame four yards long, and two broad, laith mine * eye- 
witneſſe- Authour (though I confeſſe I never met with any of like dimenſion) ſo thatin 
ſome ſenſe I may alſo call this a Cenotaph , as not proportioned to the bulk of his Body, 
but height of his Honour and Eſtate. 

Tromas EDwaxpsrton, ſo named from his Birth-place Edwarſfon in this 
County (a Village * formerly famous for the Chief Manſion ot the Ancient Family of 


Mounchenſey) bred firſt in Oxford, then an Auguſtinian Eremite in Clare. He wasa great 
Scholar, as his Works evidence, and Confeſſor to Lione/ Duke of Clarence, whom he 
attended into 7raly, when he married Jolend daughter to John Galeaceia Duke of Milan. 

J. Pits concciveth him to have been an Arch-bilhop in Ireland, which is utterly dil- 
owned by Judicious Sir F James VVare. And indeed if *Bale//words(whence Pits deriveth 
| his intelligence) be conſidered, it will appear, he never had Title of an Arch-biſhop, /zd 

enjuſdam Archi- Epiſcopatus curam accepit, He undertook care of ſome Arch-biſhoprick, probably 
commended in the vacancy thereot to his inſpetion. And why might not this be fome 
Italian Arch-biſhoprick, during his attendance on his Patron there , though afterwards 
(preferring privacy before a pompous charge) he returned into his Native Country, 
and died at Clare. Anno 1396.

Patrons thereof. Sothat King James was the firſt King of Eng/and that did ever;

However the Bilhopricks in the South of the Land , were ever in thedi/pyal of Our 
Kings, amongſt which Ofſory was one, beſtowed on our Peverel. From Ireland he was | 
removed to Landaffe in Wales, then to VVorcheſter in England, being one much eſteemed for 
Learning , as his Books do declare.

He was the chict Contriver of what we may call Gardiners-Creed , though conſiſting 
but of //x Articles, which cauſed the death of many,andtrouble of more Proteſtants, He 
had almoſt cut off one who was, and prevented azother for ever being a Queen, I mean 
Katharine Par and the Lady Elizabeth, had not Divine Providence preſerved them. He 
complied with King Henry the Eighth , and was what he would have him ; oppoſed 
King Edwardthe Sixth, by whom he was impriſonedand depriy'd; a&ted all under Queen 
Mary, by whom he was reſtored, and made Lord Chancellour of &ng/and. 

Heis reported to have died more than halt a Proteſtant , avouching that he believed 
himſclfand all others onely to be juſtified by the merits of Chriſt; which if ſo, then did |

By the means of 7homas Lord Wentworth, he was converted to be a Proteſtant. This is 
that Bale who wrote a Book De /criptoribus Britaunich, digeſted into nine Centuries, not 
morebcholding to Leland, than I hive beento Bale in this Work, and my Church-Hiſtory. 
Anno 155 2, February the 2d. he was conſecrated at "Dublin, Biltop of Ogoryin Ireland, 
whence onthe death of King Edward rhe Sixth, he was forced to flic ({ome of his ſer- 
vants being ſlain betore hiseyes) andin his paſſage over theſea, was taken priſoner by 
Pirates, ſold, ranſom'd, and after many dangers fatcly arrived in Switzerland. 

After the death of Queen Mary, he returned into England , but never to bis Iriſh 
Biſhoprick, pretcrring rather a private litc, being a Prebendary of the Church of Center- 
bary. One may wonder, that being ſo Learneda Man, who had doneand ſuffered ſo much 
for Religion, higher promotion was not forced upon him, tecing about the beginning of 
Queen Ehzabeth, Biſhopricks went about begging able men to receive them, Bur pro- 
bably he was a perſon, more Learned than diſcreet, fitter to write than to govern, as un- 
able ro command his own paſſion, and Bilio/is Bale paſlcth for his true Character. 
He died in the /xty eighth year of his Age at * Canterbury ( Anno Domini 1563, inthe 
moneth of November) and was buried inthe Cathed:al Church rherein_. 

Joun May was bornin thisf County, bred in the Univetfity of Cambridge,where- 
of he became Profor 15 45, Elected Maſter of Katharine-hall 15 64, Vice-Chancellour 1569, 
and at laſt conſecrated Bilhop of Car/ile, Sept. 27, 1577 , continuing eleven years in that 
Sce, anddicdin <April 15 98. 

Jonn OvzsRari,D.D. bornat Hadleyin this County, was bred in the Free-School 
thereinztillſentro St. Johns,thento Trinity Colledge in Cambridge whereof he was Fellow, 
and there choſen Regzus Profeſſirs one of the moſt protound School-Divines of the Eng/;/4 
Nation. Afterwards by the Queens abſolute mandate (to enda contention betwixt rwo 
Corrivals ) not much with his will he was made Maſter of Katharine-hall, For when 
Archbiſhop Whitgift joyecd him of the place, he returned that it was Terminus diminnens, 
taking no delight in his preterment, But his Grace told him, That ( if the injuries , much 
more) the leſs courteſies of Princes muſt be thaukfally taken, as the Uſhers to make way for 
greater, as indecdit cameto paſle. 

For, after the death of D*. Nowel, he was ( by the eſpecial recommendation of $*. Fu/ke 
Grevil) made Dean of St. Pauls. Being appointed to preach beforc the Queen, he pro- 
tels'd to my Father (moſt intimate with him) that he had ſpoken Laz/n ſo long it was 
troubleſome to him to ſpeak Exg/#/b in a continued Oration. He frequently had thoſe 
words of the Pſalmiſt in his mouth, * VVhen thou with rebukes doft corret# man for iniquity, 
thou makeſt his beauty to conſume away like 4 moth, ſurely every man i vanity. 
I citc it the rather out of the new Tranſlation (ſomething different from the old) be- 
cauſe he was ſo eminent anInſtrument employed therein, King Fames made him Biſhop 
of Normwich, where he was a diſcreet prefler of Conformity, on which ſcore he got the 
ill will of many diſ-affeed thercunto, and died Anno 1618. 

LzoxaxD Maw, was born at * Rendleſþam in this Connty , a remarkable place 


Laflure you, which,though-now a Country Village, was anciently the Reſidence of the 
Kings of the £2/f-Ang/es, Where King Redwald, a Mongrel Chriſtian , keptat the ſame 
time Altare & * Arulam,the Communion Table, and Altars for Idols. 

He was bred in Cambridge , where he was Proctor of the Univerſity , Fellow , and 
Maſter of Perer-houſe,after of Trinity Celledge, whereot he deſcryed well, ſhewing what 
_ = done in five years by good Huſbandry to diſ-ingage that Foundation from a 
great debt, 

He was Chaplainto King Charies whilſt he was a Prince, and waited on him in $pazn, 
by whom he was preterred Biſhop of Bathand Wells. He had the Repuration of a good 
Scholar, a grave Preacher, a mild man, and one of Gentil Deportment. He died

Rartyn Brounkic, D. D. was born at Ipſwich of Parents of eMerchantly con- 
dition. His Father died in his Infancy,and his Mother did not carelefly caſt away his youth

ſentto Pembroke-hall in Cambridge, and afrerwards became Scholarand Fellow thercot. 

King James coming to Cambridge, was ( amongſt others) entertained with a Philoſophy

I was preſent at his Conſecration Sermon, made by his good Friend DoQtor Younge,taking 
for hisText,The waters are riſen, 0 Lora,the waters areriſen,&c,wherein he very gravely com- 
plaincd of the many invaſions which Popular viotence made on the Priviledges of Church 
and State, This Biſhop himſelf was ſoon ſadly ſenſible of ſuch Inundations, and yet by 
the 77rocerity of his parts and piecy, he not only fafely waded thorough them himſclt , but 
alſo, (when Vice-Chancellour of Cambridge) by his prudence raiſed ſuch Banks, that thoſe 
ove flowings were {0 not deſtrufive, as otherwiſe they would have been to the Univerſity, 
He continued conſtant to the Church of England, a Champion of the needful uſe 
of the Liturgte, and tor the Priviledgesof Ordination to belong to Biſhops alone. Vn. 
moveable he was in his principles of Loyalty, witneſs this inſtance. . 

0. P. with ſomeſhew of reſpe& unto him, demanded the Biſhops Judgement {xox 
plus'tit ſeems himſelf) inſome buſineſs, to whom he returned, My Lord, the beft counſil 1 
can give you, is, Give unto Czlar the things that are Czlars, and unto God the things that 
are Gods, with which tree anſwer O, P, was rather fenced than /atisfied. 

Abouta year before his death, he was invited by the Society of both Templerto be 
their Preacher, admirably ſupplying that place , till ſtrong fits of the Srone, with Hydro- 
pical Inclinations , and other diſtempers incident to phletorick Bodies, cauſed his 
death, 

I know all Accidents are minuted and momented by Divine Providence,and yet I hope 
may ſay without ſin, his was anwmz#mely death, not to himſelf(prepared thercunto)but asto 
his longer life vyhich the prayers of pious people requeſted,the zeed of the Churchrequi- 
red,the datc of Naturecould have permitred, but the pleaſure of God (to which all muſt 
ſubmir)denied, Otherwiſe he yvould havebeen moſt inſtrumental to the compoſure of 
Church differences,the deſerved opinion of whoſe goodne/; had peaceable poſſeſsion in the hearts 
of the Presbyterlan party. I obſervedat his Funeral that the prime perſons of all Ferſwaſfons 
were preſent, whoſe Judgements going ſeveral wayes met all in a general priet for his 
deceaſe. He was buried on the coſt of both Temples, to his great, butrheir greater honour. 

The Reader is reterredfor the reſt, to the Memorials of his life, written by the Learned 
Door John Gaxden, who preached his Funeral Sermon, andfince hath ſucceeded him, 
both in the Templeand Bilhoprick of Exeter. His diſſolution happened in the 67th, year 
of his Age, Decemb. 7, 165 9,and was buricd the week following inthe Temple Church,

And therefore when Queen Elizabeth 
coming thither in progreſle, rold him, My Lord, your houſe ts too little for you ; No 
Maaam (returned he no lcis wizzz/y than gratefully) But it & your Highneſs that hath made 
me too great for mine houſe. Now as he was: juſt practiſer of the firſt partof this Motto 
Mediocria, ſo no doubt, he will prove a true Prophet inthe ſecond part thereof Firma, 
having left an Eſtate rather good than /reat to his poſterity , whoſe cldeſt ſon Sir Edward 
Ba;onin this County was the firſt Baronet of Eng/2nd. He died on the 20th. of February, | 
1578, and licth buried in the Quire of St. Pauls. In a word he was a good man, a 
grave States-man,a Father to his Country,and Father to Sir Fxancis Baco n, | 

Sir Wittiam Drutxy, was born in this County, where his Worſkipful Fa- 
mily had long flouriſhed ar Hau/ed, His name in Saxon ſoundetha Tearle, to which he 
anſwered in the pretiouſnels of his diſpoſition, c!zar and hard, innocent and valiant, and | 
therefore valued deſervedly by his Queen, and Country. 

His youth he ſpent in the French Wars, his middle in Scotland, and his o'd Age in Ire- 
lard, He was Knight Marſhal of Barwick, at what time the French had poſſcſled them- 
ſelves of the Caſtle of E4znburgh, in the minority of King James. Quecn Elizabuth em- | 
ployedthis Sir #il;am with 1500 men to beſiege the Caſtle, which ſervice he right wor- 
thily performed, reducing it within few dayes to the truc owner thereof, | 
\ Anno1575 he was appointed Lord Prefident of Mounfer,whether he went with com- | | 
| petent Forces, and executed impartial Juſtice in deſpite of the Oppoſers thereof. For 
as the Sign of Leo, immediately precedeth Yirgo and Libra in the Zodiack, ſo no hope 
| that innocency will be prote&#ed , or Juſtice edminiftred in a Barbarous Country where power 
and frength do not firſt ſicurea paſſage unto them. But the Earl of Deſmond oppoſed this | 
good Preſident, forbidding him to enter the County of Kerry,as a Palatinate, peculiarly 
appropriated unto himſclf, 

Know by the way as there were but four Palatinates in England , Cbefler » Lancaſter. 
Durbam and Ely, (whereof the two former many years ſince were in cffc& inveſted in th.

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Crown) there were no fewer than eight Palatinates in Ireland, pollciſcd by their Reſpetine 
Dynaſls, claiming Regal Rites thercin, to the great retarding of the abſolute Conqueſt 
of that Kingdom. Amongſt theſe (ſaith my Author) Keryy became the San&yary of /zy, 
and Refuge of Rebels, as out-lawed from any Engliſh Juriſdiftion. 

Sir William, no whit terrified with the Earls threatning, entred Kerry, witha com- 
petent Train, andthere diſpenced Juſtice toall perſons, as occafion did require.

Ic is almoſt incredible, how many are made of the iron in this County. Count 
Gondomer well knew their goodneſs, when of K. Fames he ſo often begg'd the boon to 
tranſport them. 

A Monke of Mentz (ſome three hundred years fince) is generally reputed the firſt 
Founder of them, Surely ingenuity may ſeem tranſpoſed , and to have croſs'd her 
hands, when about the ſame time a S8ulgdier found our Printing z and it 1s queſtiona- 


ble, which of the two Inventions hath done more good, or more harm. As tor Guns, 


it cannot be denied, that though moſt behold them as 1nſ{ruments of cruelty ;, partly, 
becauſe ſubjeRing walovr to chance z partly, becauſe Guns give no quarter ; (which the 
{word ſometimes doth,) yet it will appear, that fince their invencion, victory hath nor 
ſtood ſo long 'a Neuter, and hath been determined with the loſs of fewer lives. Yer 
do I not believe what Souldiers commonly ſay, that he was curs'd in bis Mothers belly, 
who is kill d with « Cannon, (eeing many prime perſons have been flain thereby. 
Such as defire to know the pedigree, and progreſs of great Gus in England, may be 
pleas'd to take notice, 
I. Anno 1535, Fehn Oaven was the firſt * Engliſh-man, who in England caſt 
braſs Ordnance, Cannons, Culyerings, &c.

Sir NicHOLAs THROCKMORTON Knight, fourth Son of Sir George 
Throckmorton of Couzhton in this County, was bred beyond the Seas, where he attain- 
ed to great experience, Under Queen Mary he was in G#ld- Hall arraigned for Trea- 
ſon (compliance with -7yat) and by his own warie pleading, and the Jurie's upright 
verdi& hardly eſcaped. Queen El:zzabeth employed him Her Leiger a long cime, firſt 


in France, then in Scotland, finding him a moſt able Miniſter of State, yer got he no 
great wealth, and no wonder, being ever of the oppoſite party to * Burleigh Lord 
Treaſurer ; Chamberlain of the Exchequer,and Chief Butler of England, were his bigh- 
eſt preferments. I ſay Chief Butler , which office like an empty covered cup, pretend- 
th to ſome ſtate, bur affordeth no conſiderable profit. He died ar ſupper with eating 
of ſalates, not without ſuſpicion of poiſon, the rather becauſe hapning in the houſe of 
one no mean artiſt in that taculty, R. Earl of Leiceſter. His death as it was ſudden, was 
ſeaſonable for him and his, whoſe aive (others will call ic tarbulent)ſpicit had broughe 
him into ſach trouble as might have coſt him, at leaſt, the loſs ot his * perſonal eſtate. 
He died in the fifty ſeventh year of his age, February the 12. 1570. and lyech * bury- 
edin the South-ſide of che Chancel of St. Katharine Cree-Church London. 


Eowaxp Conway Knight, Son to Sir Fob» Conway Knight, Lord and Owner 
of Ragleighin this County. This Sir Fohn being a Perſon of Great skill in Military 
affaires, was made by Robert Earl of Leiceſter(Generall of the Engliſh Auxiliaries in the 
united Provinces) Governour of oftend, His Son Sir Edward (ſucceeded to his Fathers 
Martial skill and valour, and twiſted therewith peaceable policy in State-affaires, ſo 
that the Gown and the Sword met in him in moſt Eminent Proportion, and thereupon 
King Famers made Him one of the Principal Secretaries of State. 

For theſe his good ſervices, he was by him created Lord Conway of Razleigh in this 
County, and afterwards by King charles, Viſcount Killultaghin the County of Antrim. 
Andlaſtly in the third of King Charles, Viſcount Conway of Conway in Carnarvarſhire, 
England, Ircland and Wales, mutually embracing themſelves in His Honours, He dy- 


ed F4nuary the third, Anno 1630. : 
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Joun Dicsy Baron of Sherbory, and Earl of Briſtol, was born in this County, a 
younger Son of an ancient tamily,long flouriſh'ng at Coleſhul! therein. To paſs by his 
Infancy, (all Children being alike in their long Coats) his Towth gave pregnant hopes 
ot that Eminency, which his mature age did produce, 

He didken the Embaſſador- Craft, as well as any in fiis age, employed by King 
Fames, in ſeveral ſervices to frreign Princes, recited if his Patent (which I have pery- 
ſed) as the main motives of the Honors conterr'd upon him, Bur his managing the 
Matchleſs Match with Spain, was his Maſter-piece, wherein a Good(I mean a Great) num- 
ber of Srate-Traverſes were uſed on both ſides. . 

His conteſt with the Duke of Buckingham, is freſh in many mens Memories, charges 
of High Treaſon muruilly Aying about. Bur this Lord fearing the Dukes Power (as 
the Duke this Lorc's policy)it at laſt became a Draws Battail betwixt them; yet ſo, that 
this E url loſt che love of King Charles, living many years in his Diſ-favour : Bur ſuch 
as are in a Court-Clond, hive commonly the Countries $»»-ſhine, and this Peer during 
his Eclyps was ve:y Popular wich moſt of the Nation. | 

It is E1dom ſeen, that a favorite once Broken at Court, ſets wp again for himſelf, 
the hap (rather then happtneſs) of this Lord, the King graciouſly reflcCting on him, ar 
the beginning of the Long- Parliament, as one Beſt able to give him the ſafeſt Connſel 
in thoſe dangerors Times. But how he incenſed the Parliament ſo far as to be excep- 
red Pardon, I neither do know nor dare enquire. Sure I am after the ſurrender of Exe- 
ter, he went over into Fravce, where he met with chat due reſpe& in forratgn, which 
he miſſed in his Native Country. The worſt 1 wiſh ſuch, who cauſeleſly ſuſpect him of 
Popiſh inclinations, 15, that I may hear trom them bur half ſo many ſtrong Arguments 
for the Proteſtant Relrgion, as I have heard from him, who was ro his commendationa 
Cordial Champion tor the Church of England, He dyed in France about the yea 
1650,

lities of an Hiſtorian, Faith and Method, writing truly and orderly, onely guilty of Comrſ- 
neſs of ſtyle. This may better be diſpenced with in him, becza Hiſtoria eſt res veritals 
no Eloquentie, becauſe bad Latin was a catching diſeaſe in that age. From the be- 
ginning of the 3r/toxs he wrote a Chronicle(extant in Bennet Colledge Library)to his own 
time. He flouriſhed Anne 1217. 

VixcexnT of CoveNTRIE Was born in the chef City in this fbire, and bred a 


* Franciſcan (though Learned Leland miſtakes him a Carmelite) in the Univerſity of

His order at their firſt entrance into England, looked upon learning as a thing be- 
neath them ; fo totally were rhey taken up with cheir Devotion. This Yincent was the 
firſt who brake the 7ce (and then others ot his order drank of the ſame water) firſt ap- 
plyed himſcit ro Academicall tudtes, and became a publick * Profeſſor in Cambridge, 
te ſer a Coppy for the Carmelites therein to imitate, who not long after began their 
publick Lettures 1n the ſame place, he left ſome books to poſterity, and flouriſhed An- 
no Dom.1250, 

Jour ot Ktt1incwoRTH born in that Caſtefed-wikage in this County,bred in 
Oxford,anexcellent Philoſopher, Aitronomer and Phyfitian. He ſtudyed rhe 5tars 10 
long, that at laſt he became A STAR himſelfin his own Sphere, and out-ſhined all 
others of that Faculty. He was Father and Founder co all the Aſtronomers in that Age, 
I never did ring ſuch a Covye of Mathematicians all at once, as 1 met with at this| 
time, Cervinmus or Hart, Cure, Fohn Stacy and Blach, * all bred in Merion Colledge. 
W hich Soctety in the former Century applyed themſelyes to School-Divinity, inthis to 
Mathematicks, and attained ro Eminency 1n both, ſo good a Gepizs ated within the 
walls of that worthy foundation. He flouriſhed abouc the year 1360. 
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He in his Youth was afflied wich an a»htalable Sprain in his Hip, and was commonly |

Tromas Drxax D.D. was born ar Stonely in this County, his Father being a 
Younger Brother of a Worlhipfull family, which for many years had lived ar Wood: hall 
in Tork- ſhire, he was bred; in Chriſts-colledge in Cambridge, He was a Piows man, and 
an excellent Preacher, as by ſome of his Printed Sermons doth appear.

Indeed the Lord 24ountjoy reduced that Country to obedience, the 
Lord Chicheſter to ſome civilicy, and this Lord Grandiſos firſt advanced it to confidera- 
ble profit to his Maſter. I confeſs * T. Walſingham writerh, that Ireland afforded unto 
Edward che third, thirty thouſand pound a year paid into His Exchequer, bur it appears 
by the* Iriſh-records (which are rather to be believed) that 1c was rather a burden, an- 
the conſtant revenue thereof beneath the third part of that proportion. But now, the 
Kingdome being peaceably ſertled, the income thereof turned to good account, (0 
that Ireland (called by my Author the Lazd of Ire, for the conſtant broiles therein for 
400. years,) was now become the Land of Concord. Being re-called into England, he lived 
many years in great repute, and dying withour iſſue, left his Honour to his Siſters ſon 
by Sir Edward Villiers, but the main of his eſtate to his Brothers ſon Sir Fohn Saint 
Fohn Knight and Baronet. 

Sir James Lzy Knight and Baronet, ſon of Henry Ley Eſquire, (one of great An- 
ceftry, who on his own coft with his men, valiantly ſerved King Henry the eighth, at the 
fiedge of Bulle) was born at Tafant in this County.

Laws of the Land in Lixcolzs-1nn, wherein ſuch his proficiency, King Fames made him 
Lord Chief Fu#ice in Ireland. | 

Here he practiſed the charge King Fames gave him at his going over, (yea, what his 
own tender Conſcience gave himſelt,) namely, Not to build his Eſtate on the ruines of « 
miſerable Nation, but aiming by the unpartial execution of F#ſ#zce, not co enrich him- 
ſelf, but civilize the People, he made a good Progreſs therein. Bur the King would 
no longer loſe him out of his own Land, and therefore recalled him home about the 


time when his fathers inheritance,by the death of his five elder brethren deſcended upon 
him.

y learning, his experience above his parts, his induſtry above his poo, and

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(fome will ſay) «his ſucceſs above all ; fo that at the laſt he became Chancellour of 
the Exchequer, Baron of Hanworth in Middleſex, and (upon the reſignation of DuQor 
Fuxon) Lord Treaſurer of England, gaining allo a very great eſtate. But, whar he 
got in few years, he loſt in tewer days, fince our Civil Warrs, when the Parliament 
was pleaſed(for reaſons onely known to themiſelves)ro make him one of the examples 
of their ſeverity, excluding him pardon, but permitting his departure beyond che 
ſeas, where he dyed about the year 1650, 
Capitall Judves. 

Sir Nic 40LAas Hype Knight, was born at Warder in this County, where his fa- 
ther in right of his wife, had a long leaſe of that Caſtle, from the family of the Ar#n- 
dels, His ftacier, 1 ſay, (deſcended from an Antient Family in Cheſhire,) a fortunate 
Gentleman in all his Children, (and more in his Grand-children) ſome of his under- 
boughs out-growing the top-branch, and younger children (amongſt whom Sir N:cho- 
l4) in wealth and honour exceeding the heir of the family. 

He was bred in the Midadle- Temple, and was made Sergeant at Law the firſt of Febrw- 
ary 1626, and on the eighth day following was ſworn Lord Chiet Juſtice of the Kings:

THOMAS of WiLToN D.D. was for his Learning and Abilities made firſt Chay- 
cellour,and then Dean of Saint Pawisin Londen, in his time (in the raign of King Edward 
the tourch,) happened a tough conteſt berwixt the Prelats and the Frzars ; the latter 
pretending to poverty, and taxing the Biſhops for their pompe and plenty. Our Wil. 
ton politickly oppoſed the Friars, Now as the onely way for to withdraw Hannibal 
from his invaſive war in Italy, was by recalling him to defend his own Country near 
Carthage, ſo wilton wiſely wrought a diverſion, putting the Friars from accuſing the 
Biſhops, to excuſe themſelves.

WiLlLAm Lawes ſon of Thomas Lawes 2 Ficar Choral of the Church of Salibary, 
was bred in rhe Cloſe of thac Cty, being from his Childhood inclined to Muſick. Ed- 
ward Earl of Hertford obtained him from his Father, and bred him of his own coſt in 
that Faculty, under his Maſter Giovanni Coperario an Italian, and moſt Exquiſite Maſi- 
cian. Yet may it be ſaid that che Scholar in time did Equal, yea Exceed his Maſter, 

He afterwards was of the Private Muſick to King Charles, and was reſpected and be- 
loved of all ſuch Perſons, who caſt any looks towards Yertue and Honour. Beſides his 
Faricies of the three, four, five and fix parts to Yyol and Organ, he made above thirty 
ſeverall ſorts of Muſick, tor Yoyces and Inſtruments, neither was there any Infirument 
chen in uſe, but he compoſed to it ſo aptly, as if he had only ſtudied thar, 

In theſe diffraFed rimes his Loyalty ingaged him in the war for bis Lord and Maſter 
and though he was by General{ Gerrard made a Commiſſary on deligne to ſecure him 
(ſuch officers being commonly ſhot-tree by their place, as nor Expoſed to danger,) yet 
ſuch rhe adiviry of his Spirit, he diſclaimed the Coverr of his office, and betrayed

Joun Lows was born in this * County, bred an Auguſtinian Frier at Wich therein ; 
afterwards he went to the Univerſities, and then ſerled himſelf in Londoy. Hence he | 
was preferred by King Henyy the fixth to Saint Aſaph, and thence was removed (defi- 
ring his own quietneſs) from one of the beſt Biſhopricks in JFales, ro Rocheſter the| 
meaneſt in England. He was a great Book-monger, and on that ſcore, Bale (no friend 
to Friers) giveth him a large Teſtimonial, that Biſhop * Geawin borrowerth from him 
(the firſt and laſt in that kind) the whole charaRer of his commendation, and this a-} 
mongft the reſt 3 Opuſcula quedam ſeripſi purgatis auribus digna.

He was very gracious with 
the 2ueen, and effeCtually laid out all his intereſt with her, (ſometime even to offend, 
but never 20 injure Her,) ro procure Pardoa of the Faults, or Mitigation of the Puniſh- 
ments, for poor Proteſtants. | 
By Queen Elizabeth, he was highly honoured, and profered (as is currantly tra- 
ditioned) the See ok Canterbury which he refuſed, and was kept in eaſy reſtraint, For 
alchough he found not the ſame favour with Foſeph, ro whom the Gavler committed 
the care of all his family, making him S»per-intendent of all other Priſoners, yer had 
he always ReſpeZFive Uſage, and oftimes Liberty on his Paro!. By his Bounty to the 
Poor, he gained the good-will (faith Maſter Camden) of all Perſons, whilſt I behold his 
Bounty to Others as the Queens Bounty to him, exabling (becauſe not diſenabling ) him 
for the ſame, and permitting him peaceably co poſſeſs his Eſtate. He died a very aged 
man in Wisbich-caftle, (as I colleRt) Anno 1585.and the Character which Pirzews givech 
bim, may ſuffice for his Epitaph. * Erat in eo infignu pictas in Deum, mira charitas in | *Pitz, de ſcript.

The moſt of theſe for com- 
mon uſe of Country-people, are made in this County; whereof the blunteft, with a 
ſharp ſtemack ,. will ſerve to cut meat , if before them, Sheffeild, a remarkable 
Markec, is the Staple Town for this Commodity, and ſo hath been theſe three hundred 
years, witneſs Chaxcer ſpeaking of the accoutrements of the * Aller.

One may juſtly wonder how a Knife may be ſold for ove penny, three trades anciently 
diſtin concurring thereunto, Bladers, Haft- makers, and Sheath- makers, all ſince united 
into the Corporation of Cutlers, Nor muſt we forger, that though plain-knite-make- 
ing was very antient in this County, yet * Thomas Mathews on Fleet-bridge London, was 
the firſt Engliſhman, who Quinto Elizabethe made fine Knives, and procured a Prohi- 
bition, that no more ſhips-lading of Hafts ſhould be brought from beyond the ſeas,

A Pin paſſeth for that which is next nothing, or (if you will) is the terwinw 4 que, 
from which ſomething doth begin, and proceed from 4 Fin to 4 pound, &c, However 
it 1s confiderable both as hurifull and uſefull; Hwrtfull, if advantagioully placed ic may 
prove as mortall, as a Poneyard ; the life of the greateſt man lying at the mercy of the 
| meaneſt thing ; uſeful, not onely to faſten our ornaments, but fil up the clupks be- 
twixt our cloathes, leſt wind and weather ſhould ſhoot rhorough them. 

Many and very good of theſe are made in this County, a Commodity not to be 
lighted, fince the very duſt that falls from them is found profitable. We commonly 
ſay that it is not beneath a proper perſon to ſtoop to take up a Pin, untill he be worth 
Ten thouſand pound), according to the thrifty rule in Latine : 2ui negligit minima nun- 
quam diteſcet. Such who admire, that ſo many millions of Pins, made, ſold, uſed, and 
loſt in England, ſhould vaniſh away inviſible, may rather wonder how ſo many thar 


wear them, (being no more then Pins in the hand of their Maker,) doe decay, dre, and 
ſlip- down in the duſt, in ſilence and obſcurity, I will adde, that the world is well altered 
with England, as to this Commodity, now exporting ſo much of rhem into forraign 
parts, whereas formerly * Strangers have ſould Pins in this land to the value of threeſcore

About a mile and a half from Xmnares- borough Weſtward, in a moriſh boggy ground 
ariſeth a ſpring of a Vitrioline caſt and Odour. It was diſcovered by one Maſter

He was afterwards Biſhop of Loxdoy, and ar laſt of Darham. A great Grecian, Orator, 
Mathematician, Civilian , Divine, (and to wrap up all in a word) a taft triend to 
Eraſmus, 

In the raign of King Henry the eight, he publiquely confuted the papall ſupremacy | 
in a learned Sermon, with various and (ſolid arguments, preached on Palmes-ſunday 
before his Majeſty Anno Domini 1539. And yet (man is bur man) he returned to his 
errour in the raign of King Edward the ſixth, continuing therein in the firſt of Queen 
Elizabeth, tor which he was deprived of his Biſbeprick. He ſhewed mercy whea in 
Power, and found it in his Adverſity, having nothing but the Name of 4 priſoner,in which 
condition he died, and was buried at Lambeth 1560, 

RarteH BAINES was born in this*County, bred Fellow of Saint Fohns- colledee in 
Cambridze. An Excellent Linguiſt in Zatine, Greek and Hebrew, 1 ſay Hebrew then in 
its Nonage, whereof Baines was 2 good Guardian, firſt in learning, then in teaching the 
Rules thereof, 

Hence he went over into Fraxce, and became Hebrew Profeſſor at Paris, He wrot a 
Comment on the Proverbs in three Yolumes, and dedicated ic to King Fraxc the firſt 
of France, that Grand Patron of good Men and great Scholars. 

Pitz telleth us, * ferunt, it is reported, that the Minifters of Geneva, have much de- 
praved many of his writings in ſeverall places, which I doe not believe. Such paſſages 
(doubtleſly according to the Authors own writing) being reducible to two Heads. 
Firſt, bis fair mentioning of ſome learned Linguiſts though Proteſtants, with whom he 
kept an Epiſtolary Correſpondency. Secondly, ſome expreſſions in preferring the Original | 
of Scriptare, to the Diminution of the Yulger Tranſlation. 

Returning into England, he was by Queen Mary 1555, made Biſhop of Coventry 
and Litchfield, Hitherco no ill could be ſpoken of his 1ztellefFualls, and hereafter no 
good of his Moralls in point of his Cruelty, he cauſed ſuch perſecurion in his Dioceſs, 
His greateſt Commendation is,that chough as bad a Biſhop as Chriſtopher ſon, he was ber- 
ter then Bonxer, In the firſt of Queen Elizabeth he was deprived of his Biſhoprick, and 
dying not long atter of the Scone, was buried in Saint D#nſtans 15 60.

ſome parcels of Land their Kings had in ENGLAND ſouth of TWE ED, 
He wrote alſo a Chronicle of our Engliſh Kings, from BRUTUS to King 
EDW ARD the fourth, and that in Engliſh Verſe; and in my Judgement he 
had drank as hearty a draught of Helicon as any in his age. He was living 1461, then 
very aged, and I believe died ſoon after. ; 

HaNxy PArKER was bred from his infancy in the Carmelite Convent at Don- 
caſter, afterwards Door of Divinity in * Cambridge.

For this the Biſhop of Londen pur him in priſon, which Parker 
patiently endured (in hope, perchance, of a reſcue from his Order) till being informed, 
chart che Pope efteRually appeared on the party of the Prelates, ro procure his liberty, 
he was content at Paxls-Croſs to * recant.

The truth is this, he lived in theſe parts in that juni7Zure of time 
when the two Northern Rebellions happened, the one in Zincoly, the other in Torkſhive, 
and when the Pop:iſh party gave it our, that the Reformation would ruine Church and 
State, levell all dignities and degrees ; Wilfrid to Contute the Prieſts truthleſs Reports, 
and the Peoples cauſleſs Fealoaſies, ſtared the Controverſie, Truely, Clearly and Wittily, in 
the manner of a Dialogue, He ſurvived not many months atter the ſetting forth of chis 
book Anno 1536. 


THomAs RontrsSON was born in this ® County, and being DoRor of Divinity

Then 
Fronts Duceus (a French Cardinal as I take it) cauſed them to be Printed there with 
implicite faith and blind obedience, letter for letter as he received them out of Ene- 
land, onely joyning thereunto a Latine trayſlation and ſome other inconfiderable Ad- 
ditions. Thus two Editions of Saint Chryſoftome did together run a race in the world, 
which ſhould get the ſpeed of the other in publique fale and acceprance. Sir Henry his 
Eaition ſtarted firſt by the advantage of ſome Months, But the Pariſian Edition came 
up cloſe to it, and adyantaged with the Latine Tranſlation (though dearer of ptice) 
out-ſtript itin quickneſs of Sale, bur ot late the Savilian Chryſoſtome hath much mend- 
ed its pace, ſo that very few arelefr of the whole Impreſſion, 

Sir Henry left one onely Daughter richly married to Sir William Sidley of Kent Baro- 
net. He dyed at Eaton, where he lyeth buried under a Monument with this Inſcription 
Hic jacent Ofſa & Cineres Hentici Savill ſub ſþe certa reſurrefionts, natus apud Bradley 
juxta Halifax in Comitatu» Ebor, Anno Domini 1549. #/tizo die menſis Novembris, 
Obiat in Collegio Etonenſi Anno Domini 1621, xix die menſss Februarii. 

It muſt not be forgotten, that he was a moſt excellent Mathematician, witneſs his 
learned LeQures on Exclid, Yet once caſually happening into the Company of Maſter 
Briggs of Cambridge, upon a learned encounter betwixc them, Maſter Briggs demon- 
ſtrared a truth, beſides (if nor againſt) the judgment of Sir Hezry, wherewith chat 
worthy Knight was ſo highly affeed, that he choſe him one of his Mathematick Pro- 
teſlors in Oxford, wherein he founded two, allowing a liberall ſalary unto them. 

- THomAs TAYLOR was born at Richmond in this County, where his father (a| 
bountifull entertainer of people in diſtreſs) was Recorder of the Town, He was after- 
wards bred in Chriſts-colledge in Cambridge, and choſe a Fellow thereot, | 

This _ grave when green, entred very young but not raw, into the Miniſtry | 
at 21, years of age, and continued in the ſame at Reading and Londoy for the ſpace of | 
thirty five years, His Sermons were generally well ſtudied, and he was wont to ſay,| 
That oftimes he ſatisfied himſelf the leaſt, when be beſt pleaſed his people, not taking ſuch 
pans wn his preacking, His flock was firmly founded and well bottomed on — 
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' within an Hour he in the preſence of ſome of them was peaceably diflolved. - 
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Nicall Divinity. Ic being obſerved thar his Auditors ſtuck cloſe to their principles in 


this Age, wherein ſo many have reeled into damnable Errors. He was a great giyer of 


Alms, but without a Trumpec, and moſt ſtrict ia his Converſation. 

Zeal for the Houſe of God may be ſaid in ſome ſort to have Conſumed him; Dying 
in the fifty ſix year of his age, Anno Domini 1632, comfortably ayowing ar his death 
that we ſerve ſuch a Maſter, Who covereth many imperf« tions, and giveth much wages 
for alittle work, 

NATHANIEL L SHUTE Was born at *Gtgleſwick in this County, Chrifop her Shwte his 


father being che painfull Vicar thereof. He was bred in Chriſts-colledge in Cambridee. 


A moſt excellent ſchollar and ſolid preacher : Though, nothing of his is extanc in Print, 
ſave a Sermon call'd Corona Charitats, preached at the funerall of Maſter F-ſbbourn. But 
the Yoodneſs of the Land of Canaan may as well be gueſſed from one great bunch of 
rapes,As if the Spies had brought whole vineyards along with them, Indeed be was a pro- 
Sond and profitable preacher for many years together at Se. Mildred Poultrey in London. 
One in the niverſity being demanded his judgement ot an excefent Sermon in Saint 
Maries, returned, that It was 4n uncomfortable ſermon, leaving no hope of imitation 
for ſuch as ſhould ſucceed him. In this ſenſe alone, I muſt allow Maſter Nathaniel Shute an 
wncomfortable preacher (though otherwiſe a true Barnabas and Son of conſolation) pol- 
ſcſſing ſuch as ſhall follow him in time, with a diſpair 19 equall him in eminency, 


He died 4nn0 Domini 1638, when our Engiſh skie was clouded all over, and {et to rain, 


but before any drops of war fell down amongſt us. DoGor Holdeſworth, moſt excel- 
lently preached his Funerall Sermon, taking for his text, We have this our treaſurein 
earthly weſſels. " | 

Jos1AH SHuTE brother to Nathaniel aforeſaid, was bred in Trinity colledge in 
Cambridge, and became afterwards Miniſter of Saint Mary Woelnoth in London,and was, 
(Reader I doe ſay and will maintain it,) che moſt Precious Jewell thar was ever (hewn 
or (een in Lumbardſtreet ; All Miniſters are Gods Hwsband: men, but ſone of them can 
onely plough in ſoft ground, whoſe hares and Coultures will turn Edge in a hard poinc 
of Divinity, No ground came amiſs to Maſter Shwte, whether his Texc did lead him 


to controverſiall or poſitive Divinity ; having a ſtrain, wichout raining for ir, of na- | 


tive Eloquence : he pake that which others ſtadied for. He was tor many years, and thar 
moſt juſtly, highly, eſteem'd of his Pariſh ; till the beginning of our late Civil Warrs 
ſome began to negleR him, diſtaſting whobleſorhe meat well dreſſed by bim merely 
becauſe their mouths were out of traſt, by that generall diſtemper, which in his time 
was but an Agve, afterwards carn'd to a feaver, and ſince is turn'd ro a Frenſy in our 
Nation. | | 

 infiſt hereon the rather for the comfort of ſuch godly Miniſters, who now ſuffer in 
the ſame nature wherein Mr.Shute did before; indeed,no {ervant of God can ſimply and 
airefly comfort himſelf in the ſufferings of others, (as which hath ſomerhing of envy 
therein,) yet may he do it conſequentially in this reſpe&, becauſe, thereby he appce- 
hends his own condition herein conſiſtent with Gods love and his owa ſalvation, ſee- 
ing other precious Saints taſt with him of che ſame aMiition, as many godly Miniſters 
doe now a days, whoſe ſickles are now hung up as uſeleſs, and negleRed, though before 
theſe Civil Warrs they reaped the moſt in Gods harveſt. Maſter Shute dyed Anno Do- 
mini 1640. and was buried with greae folemnicy in his own Church, Maſter Hdel 
preaching his Funerall Sermon: ſince his death his excellent Sermons are (er torth on 
ſome part of Geneſis, and pity it is there is no more extant of his worthy indeavours, 

It muſt not be forgotten, how retiring a lictle before his death into the Country, 
ſome of his Pariſhioners came to viſit him, whom he chearfully entertained with this 
expreſſion, I have taught you, my dear flack, for above thirty years, how to live, and now 
I will ſhew you in a very ſhort time how 10 dye.

GzorGE SAND Ys youngeſt fon of Edwin S«ndys Arch-biſhop at York, was born 
at Biſhops-7 horp in this County,heproved a moſt accompliſhed gentleman,and an obſer- 
| vant Travailer, who went a5 far as che Sepulchre at Feraſalem, and hath (pared other 
mens pains in going thither, by bringing the Holy Lend home to them) ſo lively is his 
deſcription thereof, with bis paſſage thither, and return thence. | 

He moſt elegantly tranſlated Ovid his Metaworpheſis into Engliſh verſe, ſathat as 
the ſoul of Ariftotle was ſaid to have tranſmigrated into Thomas Aquinas, (becaule reny, 
| dring his ſence ſo naturally,) Ovid's genius may ſeem to have paſſed into Maſter 

Sendys. He was a ſervant, bat noſlave to his ſubjeR, well knowing that a Tranſlator | 

isa perſon in PRngay ; Cuſtody, being bound to give the crue ſenſe of the Author 
he tranſlated ; Free, left at liberty to cloath it in his own expreſſion. 
| Norcan that in any degree be applyed to Maſter Sandys, which one rather bicterly.

Indeed ſome men are better Nurſes, then Mothers of a Poem, good onely to feed 
and foſter the Fancies of others, whereas Maſter Sandys was altogether as dexterous 
at Inventing as Tranſlating, and hiis own Poems as ſpricefull, vigorous, and malculine, 
He lived to be a very aged man, whom I ſaw in the Savoy Amps 1641. having a 
youtbfull ſoul in a decayed body, and | believe he dyed ſoon after. 

JounSarTMARSH was extraſted from a right atitienc (but decayed) family in 
this County, and I am informed that Sir Thomas Methays his kinſman, bountifully con- 
tributed to his education, he was bred in Magdalen oolledge in Cambridge. Returning 
into this his Native Country, was very great with Sir Fohn Hotham the Elder. He was 
one of a fine and aRtive fancy, no contemprible Poer, and a good Preacher, as by ſome 
of his profitable Printed Sermons doth appear. Be it charicably imputed to the intor- 
marion of his Judgmeat and Conſcience, that of 2 zealous obſerver be became a vio- 
lent oppreſler of Biſhops and Ceremonies. 
| He wrote a book againſt my Sermon of Reformation, raxing me for many points of 
Popery therein. I defended my ſelf in a book called Truth maintained, and challenged 
tum to an anſwer,who appeared in the field no more,readring*chis reaſon rhereof, that 
he would not ſhoot his arrows againſt « dead mark,being informed that I was dead atE xeer. 

I have no cauſe to be angry with fame (bur rather co thank her) for ſo good a, Lye. 
May I make this true uſe of that falſe report, zo dye daily, See how Providence bath 
crofled it, the dead [reported] man is*ſtill ving, the then living man dead zand ſeeing: 
»I ſurvive to goe over his grave, I will tread the more gentiy on the mold thereot, 
uſing that civility on him which I received from him, 

He diedin or about Windſor (as he was Riding to and fro in the Parliament Army) 
of a Burning Feaver, venting on his death-bed ſtrange expreſſions, apprehended (by} 
ſome of his party) as extaticall, yea, prophetical! raptures, whilſt others accounted 
them (no wonder if outrages in the City, when the enemy hath poſſeſſed the Caſtle 
commanding it) to the acwteweſs of his diſeaſe which had ſeized his inteleuails, His 
death happened abour the year 1650. | 
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'  J8aR&MiaH WHITACRE Was born at Wakefield in this County, bred Miſter of 
' Arts in Sidney: 6olledge, and after became School-maſter of Okehams, then Miniſter of 
| Stretton in Rulfand. He was choſen co be one of the Members of che lace Aſſembly , 
wherein he bebaved himſelf with great moderation at laſt he was Preacher ar Sri Mary 


f Pigty to God, pity to poor men, and. Patience in himſelt. He had much uſe of the 
laſt, being viſiced with many, and moſt acute diſeaſes, I fee Gods loye or hatred cannot 
be conjeRared, much leſs concluded, from outward accidents, this mercifull man 
meeting with mercileſs affliions. | 

I have ſometimes wondered with my felt, why Satan the Magazeen of Malice, (who 
needeth no man to ceach him miſchiet,) baving Fob in his power, did not pur bim on 
the rack of the Stone, Gout, Collick of Strangury, as in the height, moſt Exquiſite ror- 
meats, bat onely be-»/{cered him on his Stzp, and outſide of his body. 

And (under correction to better judgments,) I conceive this might be ſome cauſe 
thereof, Being to {pare bis life, the Devill durſt not inflikt on him theſe mortal mala- 
dyes, for fear to exceed his commiſſion, who poſlibly,tor all his cunning, might miſtake 
in the exa& proportioning of the pain roFobs ability to bear ir,and therefore was torced 
ro confine his malice to externall pain, doletull but noc deadly in ics own nature.” 

Suce I am, this good Feremiah was tormented with Goat, Stone, and one ulcer in 
his bladder, another in his kidneys, all which he endured with admirable and exem- 
plary patience, though God of his goodneſs gran chat (if ic may ſtand with his will) 
no cauſe be given that ſo ſad a Copy be tranſcribed. Thus God, for reaſons beſt 
known unto himſelf, ſear many and che moſt cruell Zay/iffes to arreſt him co pay his 
debt to nature, though he always was ready willingly to tender the ſame, ac their ſiogle 
ſummons. His liberalicy knew no boctome bar an empty purle, ſo bountitull he was 
co all in want, He was buried oa the 6. of Furr, Anno 1654, in his own Pariſh in 
| Southwarke, much lamented: Maſter Simon Afb preaching his Fungrall Sermon, to 
which che Reader is referred for his further ſatisfaRtion. I underſtand ſome ſermons 
are extant of his preaching, Let me but adde this Diſtick and I have done. :

| ! bridge, and Chancellour of that Univerſity z here he built on his proper coſt (ſaving 
ſomething help'd by the Scholars) the fair gate of the School, with fair walks on each 
fide, and a Libvary on the Eaſt thereof, Many have miſtaken this, fox the perfor: 
mance of King Richard the third, meerly, becauſe his Creſt the Boer is ſer up thereio, 
| Whereas the truth is that Rotberam having felt the ſharp Tuskes ofthat Boar, (when 
impriſoned by the aforeſaid King, for reſigning rae Great Seal of Englaxyd to Queen 
Elizabeth, the reli of King Edward the fourth,) advanced his Armes thereon, meerly 
ro engratiate himſelf. He went rhorough many Church preterments, being ſucceſfive- 
ly Provoſt of Beverly, Biſhop of Rocheſter, Lincoln, and laſtly Arch-biſhop of York; 
nor leſs was was his ſhare in Civil honour, firſt, Keeper of the Privy Seal, and laſt, Lord 
Chancellour of England, Many were his BenefaQiors to the Publique, of which none | 
more remarkable then his founding five Felomſhips in Lincoln: colledge in Oxford. He 
deceaſed in the 76. year of his age at Cawood of the plague Anno Domini 1500, 

Joun AL co cxs was born at Beverly in this County, where he built a Chappell, 
and founded a Chantry for his parents. He was bred a DoQtor of Divinity in Cambridge, 
and at laſt became Biſhop of Ely, his prudence appeared in that he was preferred Lord 
Chancellour of Zng/and by King Hepry the ſeventh, a Prince of an excellent palate to 
raſt mens Abilities, and a Dunce was no diſh for his dier, His piety is praiſed by the pen 
: of F. Bale, which(though generally bitter)drops nothing but honey on Alcecks Memo- 
ry, commending him for a moſt mortified man; Given 10 Learning and Picty from his 

[ Child-hood, growing from grace to grace, ſo that in his age none in England was higher 
| for holineſs. He turned the old Nunnery of Saint Raargerd, into a new Colledge 
| called Feſws in Cambridge: ſurely had Malcolm King of Scots, firſt founder of that Nun- 
' nery, ſurvived to ſee this alteration, it would have rejoyced his heart co behold Leud- 
neſs and Lazineſs turned our, for Induſtry and Piety co be pur in their place. This 
Alcock died Ofober 1, 1500+ And had Saintſhip gone as much by merit as favour, he 
deſerved one as well as his name-ſake Saint Fohp his predeceſlor in that See.

Memorable Perſons. 


Paurtxus De LEsps born in this County where there be three Towns of that 
name in one Wepemake, It is uncertain in which of theſe he was borny and the matter 
is of no great concernment. One ſo free from Simony and tar from buying a Biſhoprick 
that when a Biſhoprick Sought him, he refuſed to accept ic. For when King Hewry the 
ſecond choſe him Biſhop of Cariſle and promiſed to increaſe the Revenue of that: 
Church with three hundred mark yearly rent, beſides the grant * of #wo Church livin?s 
and :wo Mannors near to Carlifie, on the condition that this Pavlinzs wauld accept the 
place, all this would not work him to imbrace ſo wealthy an offer.” The reaſons of 
bis refuſall are rendred by-ao Author, but muſt be preſumed very weighty to over- 
poiſe ſuch rich profters, on which account let none envy his name a Room in this my 
Catalogue. He flouriſhed about the year of our Lord 1186. 

WiLltiam Ds La Pors bomat Raveyſrod: in this Connty, was for wealth and 
Skill in Merchandize igferiour to none in England, be made his abode at King/tor*upon 
Hall, and was the firſt Mayor of that Town. When K. Zdwerd the third was at Antwerp, 
and much necefitated for money(no ſhame for a Prince always in War,to be ſometimes 
in w4nt) this Willem lent him many thouſand pounds of gold, In recompence whereof 


the King made him his Yale# (equivalent ro what atterward was called Gemlemaen of the 
Bed-chamber,) and Lord * Chiet-Baron of his Exchequer, with many other honours, 
Amongſt which this was one, that he ſhould be reputed a Benreret, not that he was 
really made one, ſeeing the flouriſhing of a Banner over his head, in che field, before or 
after a fight, was a ceremony eflentiall chereunto; bur he had che ſame precedency 
conferred upon him,1 find not the exaR date of his death, but conjecture ic to be about.

He had done hu Work by relieving 
York, let him Digeſt the Honour thereof, and graſp at no more, 2, His wearied Soul- 
diers wanted retreſhing, 3. Conſiderable Recruits were daily expeRed out of the 
North, under Colonel Claverine, 

Adde to all theſe, that ſuch were the preſent Animoſicies in the Parliament Army, 
and fo great their Mutuall Diſatistaions when they drew off from York, that (as 4 
prime Perſon ſince freely conteſt,) if let alone, they would have fallen foul amongſt

right waltant Lord, ſevered (and in fome fort ſecured) with a Ditch from the Enemy, 
did not attend till the foe forced their way unto him, but gave his men che trouble to 
paſs over that Dirch: the occaſton of much diſorder, 


The Van of the Kings foot being led up by the truely honorable Colonel Fohn 
Ruſſell, impreſſed with anequall numbers, and diſtanced from ſeaſonable ſuccour, be- 
came a Prey to their Enemy. The Marqueſs of New-caſtles White-coats(who were faid 
to bring their 1/19dine fheet about them into the field) after thrice firing, tell co it with 
the But- exds of their Muskets, and were invincible ; till mowed dowa by Cromwells C a- 
raſcires, with Fobs Servants, they were all almoſt ſlain, few eſcaping to bring the Tidings 
ot their overthrow. 

Great was the'\Executiow on that Day, Cromwell commanding his Men to give ns 
quarter, Various the numbering of the ſlain of both ſides, yer I meer with none 
mounting them above ſix, or ſinking them beneath three thouſand, 

I remember no Perſon of honour {]iin on the Kings fide, ſave the hopefull Lord 
Cary, eldeſt Sono the E. of Monmepth. Bur on the Parliaments fide, the Lord Didup 
[a lately created Baron was lain, on the ſame Token, chat when King Charles faid,that 
he hardly remembred, that he had ſuch a Lord in Scotland ; one returned, that the Lord 
had wholly forgotten that he had ſuch a King in England, Soon atter more then 60. 
Royaliſts of prime quality removed themſelves beyond the Seas, ſo that hencefor- 
ward the Kings affairs in the North, were in a languiſhing condition,

For 
ſure it. is, that che tranſporting of wooſl and Fullers- earth (both againſt Law) beyond 
the Seas, are not more prejudiciall to our Englifh cloathing abroad, then the deceir in 
making cloth at home, debaſing the Forraign eſtimation ot our Cloth to the unvalua-

He was bred in Saint Fohns-colledge ini Cambridge, and choſen Fellow thereof to a | 
Fellowſhip to which he had no more Propriety, then his own Merit, before Eight Compe- | 
titors for the place, equally capable with himſelf, and berrer befriended. 

Commencing Dod#or in Divinity, he made his Poſition, (which though «nsſuall was 
Arbitraryand in his own power,) on his ſecond 2ueſtion, which much defeared rhe ex- | 
pectatiag of DoRor Playfere, replying upon tum wittyſome paſſion, Commouſti mils | 
flomachom. Towhon Morrow retum'd, Gratalor ti8i Reverende profeſſor de bono two 
ſtomachs cenabis apud me hac notte. 

He was ſucceſſively preferr'd Dean of Glouceſter, Wincheſter, Biſhop: of Cheſter, Co- 
ventry and Lichfield and Durham. The Foundation which he laid of Forraign corre | 
ſpondency with eminenc perſons of different perſwalions, when he attended as Chap- 
lain to the Lord Zweys, (ſent by King Fames Embaſſadour to the King of Denmark and 
many Princes of Germany,) he built upon unto the Day of his Deach. 

In the late Long Parliament, che diſpleaſure of the Houſe of Commons fell heavy 
upon him, partly, for ſubſcribing the Biſhops Proteſtatioa tor their Yores in Parlia- 
ment z partly, for refafing co reſign the ſeal of his Biſhoprick, and baprizing a Daugh- 
ter of Fohn Earl of Ratland wich the ſign of the Crols ; two faxits, which compounded 
rogether in the judgement of honeſt and wiſe-men amounred ro-a High Innocence. 

Yet che Parliament allowed him eight hundred pounds a year (a proportion above 
any of his Brechren) for his maintenance.

He was zealous in his 
life,a great Reformer of prophanations on the Sabbath, prevailing with ſome com- 
panies to pur off their wonted Feſtivalls from Mundays to Tueſdays , that the Lords- 
day might not be abuſed by the preparation for ſuch entertaiaments. Though he 
preached oft in neighbouring Churches, he never negleRed his own, being wont to 
proteſt, That it was more Comfortable ts him to win one of his own Pariſh then twenty 


others. 

Preaching at Saint Pav!s Croſs when young, it was ill caken ath's mouth, that he 
reproved the inequality of Rates in the Cicy, (burdening the Poor to eaſe che Rich,)

anſwered out of * wales, and that he was a going to Oxford with intent to be a Scholar. 
Mr. Gilpin perceiving him pregnant in the Zatzne,and having ſome ſmattering ig the 
Greek Tongue, carried him home to Houghton, where being much improved in the! 
Languages, he ſent him to Chriſts-colledge in Cambridge. It was not long before his 
worth preferred him Fellow of the Houle. * 
" This was that Brovghton ſo tamous for his $kill in the Hebew, a great Ornament of, 
that Univerſity, and who had been a greater, had the heat of his Brain, and Peremp- 
torineſs of his Judgement been tempered with more moderation; being ready to quar- 
rell with any who did nor preſently and perfely imbrace his Opinions. He wrote many 
books, whereof one called The conſent of times, carrieth the generall commendation. 
As bis Induſtry was very Commendable, ſo his Ingraticude muſt be condemned, if 


be troubled and * moleſted, by Door Barnes Bilbop of Durham,in expeRation of his 
Parſonage, as ſome ſhrewdly ſuſpeR. 

Ar laſt he was fixed in the City of London, where he taught many Citizens, and 
their Apprencices the Hebrew Tongue. He was much flocked after for his Preaching, 
chougb his Sermons were generally on Subjets, rather tor Curiofity then Edification. 
I conjeRure his death to be about rhe year of our Lord 1600, 

 Hucrx HoLiL anD was born in Wales, and bred firſt a Scholar in Wefminſfter, then 
Fellow in Trinity-cofledge in Cambridge. No bad Enghſb, but a moſt excellent Latine 
Poet.

In bis return he touched at 
Conſtantinople, where Sit Thomas Glover Embaſſador for King Famer, called him to an 
account for his Scandalum Regine at Rome,and the former over freedome of his rongue, 
coſt him the confinement for a time in Priſon, Enlarged ar laſt, returning into Eng- 
land, with his good parts bettered by learning, and great learning increaſed with experi-' 
ence in travail z he expeRed, preſently to be choſen Clerk of the Councell at leaf, bur 
preferment not anſwering his expeRation, he grumbled'our the reſt of his lite in viſi- 
ble diſcontenrment; He made verſes in deſcription of the chief Cities in Zurope, 
wrot the Chronicle of Queen Elizabeths raign, (believe him older and wiſer, not railiug 
as formerly.) and a book of the life of Maſter Camden, -all lying hid in private bands, 
none publikely Printed.

There wanted not many to ſpur his poſting Ambition, by telling him, that he was 
che true Heir to all North Wates, and nov or never the time to regain it. That the in- 
juries he had already offered che Engliſh were above pardon, and no way lett to ſecure 
bimſelf, but by committing greater. There needeth no Torch tolight Tinder, where a 
Spark will do the deed, and hereupon Owen brake out into oper rebellion. 

The worſt was, being angry with the King, his revenge fell upon God, burning dowa 
the fair Cathedrals of Bangor and Saint Aſ«ph. His deſtrufive nature delighted in do- 
ing miſchief co others, though no good co himſelf. King Henry the fourth found it 
more facile by far, to depoſe King Richard, than ſubdue this Owe”, who h2d taken &0- 
ger Mortimer Earl of March (and next Heir to the Crown) priſoner.

Yea, 'the Cap 
accounted by the Romans an emblem of liberty, is eſteemed by [the Engliſh (except 
Faulconers and Hunters) a badge of ſervitude, though very uſetul in chemſelyes, and 
the Enſign of conſtancy, becauſe not diſcompoſed, but reraining their faſhion, in whac 
form ſoever they be crouded. 

The beſt Caps were formerly made at Monmonth, where the Cappers Chappel doth 
till remain, being better carved and gilded than any other part of the Church, Bur 
on the occaſion of a great plague hapning in this Town, the rrade was ſome years fince 
removed hence to Beaudly in worceſter-ſhire, yet ſo that they are called Monmouth 
Caps unto this day. Thus this Town retains, though not the profit, the credit of Cap- 
ping, and ſeeing the Child ſtill keeps the Mothers name, there is ſome hope in due| 
time ſhe may return unto her. | 

All I will adde is this, it at this day the phraſe of wearing 4 Monmouth Cap be taken 
in a bad acception, I hope the inhabicants of that Town will eadeayour co diſprove the

Henxvy of MonmouTH, (ſo called from that well known Towa wherein he was. 
born) hath his CharaRter fixed here, becauſe formerly paſled over in its proper place, | 
through the poſting ſpeed of the Preſs. He was Son. to King Hemry the fourth, (by | 
Mary one of the Daughters and Heirs of Humfrey de Bohun Earl of Hereford,and) whom 
he ſucceeded on the Throne (being the fitth of that name ) and began his raign 
March 20, Anno 1413. 

He cannot be excuſed from extravagancies in his Youth, ſeeing the King his Father 
expelled him his Council, (ſubſticuting his younger Brother che Duke of Clarence 
Prefident in his Reed) for the ſame. Yer as thoſe bodies prove moſt healchful, which 
break our intheir youth, ſo was his ſoul the ſounder for venting it ſelf in its younger 
days : For, no ſooner was his Father dead, but he reclaimed himſelf, and became a 
2lory to his Country, and a conſtant terror to his Enemies. Yea, he banithed all his 
idle Companions from Court, allowing them a competency for cheir ſubſi- 
itence. 

When the Lord Chiefe Juſtice (who had fecured him when Prince, for ſtriking 
him for the commitment of ſome of hs lewd Companions) begg'd his Pardon tor the 
ſame, he nor only forgave him, but rewarded his Juſtice, for diſtributing ic withoor 
fear or partiality. 

In his raign a Supplication was preferred. that the Temporal Lands given to pious 
uſes, but abuſively ſpent, might have been ſeized ro the King. This was wiſely awar- 
ded by Chichley Arch- Biſhop of Canterbury, by putcing the King on the deſign of re- 
covering Fraxce.Yea,this King by his valour reduced Charles the (1xth King of France, 
to ſuch a condition, that he in a manner reſigned his Kingdom into his hind, 
| And here the French men found him as good (or rather worſe) as his promiſe, which 
he made to the Dolphin (who ſent him a Barrel of Pars Tennw- Balls) ſending ſuch En- 
gliſh Balls, that they proved to their grear loſs. 

He died at Boys $. Yincent in France, the laſt day of Auzuſt, Anno 1422, and was: 
brought over with great ſolemniry, and interred in weftminſter Abby,
